AN  assistant  in  any  business  must  have  experience,  especi- 
ally if  that  business  happens  to  be  a  Chemist's.  From 
what  I  know  of  chemists'  assistants  the  principal  thing  they 
lack,  as  a  body,  is  dispensing  practice.  It  was  so  in  my  own 
case,  and  as  I  managed  to  overcome  the  difficulty  with  a 
moderate  degree  of  success,  I  venture  to  tell  other  assistants 
of  my  experience.  On  finishing  my  apprenticeship  in  a 
mixed  retail  country  business,  where  prescriptions  were 
few  and  far  between,  it  became  absolutely  necessary  to 
have  practice  in  dispensing.  I  had  spent  most  of  my  spare 
time  for  some  months  at  the  "  Art  of  Dispensing  "  and  made 
as  many  B.P.  preparations  as  possible.  I  found  afterwards 
that  the  time  spent  with  that  really  useful  book  was  very  far 
from  wasted  :  it  has  been  like  a  staff  in  my  hand  to  help 
me  over  the  rough  road  of  a  dispenser's  life.  I  managed 
without  much  difficulty  to  get  to  Harrogate,  Yorks,  and  I 
shall  never  regret  the  move. 

Harrogate  is  a  bonnie  town  with  a  residential  population 
of  about  30,000.  It  is  the  most  noted  English  spa  and 
inland  watering-place,  so  that  in  the  season,  which  is  from 
Whitsuntide  to  the  end  of  September  (or,  if  the  weather  is 
good,  October),  the  town  is  packed  with  visitors.  There 
are  about  eighty  natural  mineral  springs,  a  dozen  or  so  being 
largely  used — sulphur  (strong  and  mild),  Kissingen,  and 
magnesia  being  the  most  important.  These  waters  are  too 
well  known  to  need  eulogising,  and  there  is  hardly  any 
disease  to  which  the  human  flesh  is  heir  that  may  not  be 
cured  or  relieved  by  them.  There  are  also  all  the  latest 
and  most  approved  baths — peat,  electric,  sulphur,  etc.  To- 
gether with  the  beautiful  scenery  and  the  charming  nature 
of  the  surrounding  country,  these  all  tend  to  bring  a  large 
number  of  visitors  every  year.  These  visitors  are  to  a 
large  extent  composed  of  people  suffering  from  uric  and  skin 
complaints,  which  find  employment  for  a  large  number  of 
physicians  and  surgeons.  The  number  at  present  practising 
in  Harrogate  is  about  seventy.  Unlike  those  in  most  towns 
in  the  provinces,  the  medical  men  have  consulting  practices 
only,  thus  greatly  benefiting  the  chemist.  For  it  is  in 
these  circumstances  that  the  chemist  can  really  do  his 
legitimate  work — that  of  dispensing.  There  are  seventeen 
chemists'  and  three  company  shops  in  the  town.  From 
information  I  have  received  I  gather  that,  in  the  season,  at 
least  600  prescriptions  are  dispensed  every  working-day. 
That  gives  an  average  of  at  least  thirty  a  day  to  each  shop — 
a  number  not  to  be  despised  in  the  provinces.  It  was  at  one 
of  these  pharmacies  I  became  an  assistant,  and  there  it  was 
like  beginning  my  apprenticeship  over  again.  Yet  I  was 
able  to  practise  pure  pharmacy,  and,  with  the  .skill  so 
obtained,  after  one  season  managed  to  successfully  steer 
through  the  Minor. 

The  prescriptions  were  various,  as  they  were  bound  to  be, 
a  large  number  being  for  pills  and  ointments.  After  being 
there  a  month  there  was  no  misjudging  quantity  of  pill- 
excipient,  etc.  Prescriptions  such  as  the  following  were 
not  uncommon  :

To  make  No.  1  into  a  bright,  clear  mixture  would  puzzle 
many  chemists,  while  No.  2  and  No.  3  require  both  care  and 
skill.  They  are  here  given  merely  as  a  fair  sample  of  the 
work  done.  I  do  not  say  Harrogate  stands  alone,  but  for  a 
young  fellow  not  afraid  of  work  it  is  one  of  the  best  places 
There  are  other  health-resorts  where  dispensing  forms  a 
very  large  part  of  the  chemist's  work  and  where  much 
valuable  experience  may  be  obtained.  My  advice  to  all 
young  chemists  is  to  get  a  berth  where  dispensing  is  the 
main  work,  which  will  most  likely  be  in  a  health-resort. 
The  sound  training  there  received  will  stand  him  in  good 
stead  when  it  is  time  to  tackle  the  Minor,  and  in  his  business 
career  will  always  be  well  worth  the  little  inconveniences 
and  hard  work  necessitated  in  obtaining  it.    (226 / 52. ) 


Zales  of  tbe  IRoao* 

By  A  Drug  Traveller. 

IT  would  be  incorrect  to  say  that  I  always  wished  to  be 
a  drug  traveller,  as,  in  my  younger  days,  my  aspira- 
tions were  for  a  much  higher  position — that  of  the  box 
seat  of  a  hansom  cab.  Fate  and  my  parents  willed  other- 
wise, however,  so  a  drug  traveller  I  am. 

Lord  Beaconsfield  is  credited  with  having  said  that  the 
three  qualifications  most  necessary  to  make  a  successful 
barrister  are,  "  First,  animal  spirits  ;  second,  animal  spirits  ; 
and,  third,  animal  spirits  :  if  to  these  is  added  a  little 
knowledge  of  the  law,  it  will  not  materially  hinder  the 
candidate  in  his  career."  This  is  to  some  extent  appli- 
cable to  a  drug  traveller,  but  the  latter  is  expected  to  be  a 
sort  of  peripatetic  encyclopaedia,  possessed  of  absolute  and 
certain  knowledge  on  all  subjects,  from  the  prom]  t  identi- 
fication of  a  vague  smell  in  an  ancient  bottle  to  "the 
reason  why  your  people  charged  me  twopence  more  for 
mist,  senna?  co.  this  time." 

My  first  journey  was  to  a  busy  Lancashire  town.  I  had 
a  shiny  silk  hat,  a  new  bag,  and  a  nicely  folded  umbrella, 
and  when  I  deposited  my  portmanteau  at  the  cloak-room, 
and  the  attendant  said,  "  Commercial,  sir?"  I  felt  myself 
one  of  the  fraternity.  I  might  here  remark  that  there  is  a 
real  fraternity  among  representatives  of  drug-houses,  who, 
although  keen  competitors  in  business,  are  often  warm  per- 
sonal friends  and,  with  very  few  exceptions,  willing  to  do 
each  other  a  service ;  and  many  pleasant  evenings  are  spent 
after  the  day's  business,  when  two  or  three  meet  at  the  same 
hotel. 

One  of  the  first  things  to  learn  in  quoting  prices  to  a 
customer  is  to  know  the  amount  he  intends  to  buy,  and  the 
neglect  of  this  on  one  occasion  gave  me  a  shock  that  has 
prevented  a  repetition  of  the  mistake.  A  Yorkshire 
chemist,  whom  I  knew  to  be  a  large  buyer  in  certain  lines, 
asked  me  the  lowest  price  for  ol.  limonis.  With  a  mental 
vision  of  a  50-lb.  copper.  I  quoted  him  a  special  cut,  and, 
making  a  nice  round  point  on  my  pencil,  prepared  to  book 
the  order.  He  was  not  to  be  hurried,  however,  but  got  out 
four  separate  price-lists,  went  carefully  through  each,  and 
finally  said  grudgingly,  "Well,  you  can  send  me  half  a 
pound.  Of  course  you  will  pay  the  carriage  ?  "  I  swal- 
lowed a  whole  procession  of  lumps  in  a  desperate  effort  to 
preserve  my  equanimity,  but  booked  the  order  without 
remark  and  made  a  mental  reservation  of  "  Never  again." 

The  unwritten  etiquette  of  "the  Road"  demands  that  a 
traveller,  seeing  the  representative  of  another  firm  already 
in  a  shop,  must  at  once  retire  until  the  first  has  finished  with 
his  victim;  and  as  the  first  caller  often  gets  the  plums,  the 
efforts  to  get  there  before  "the  other  man"  often  lead  to 
amusing  results.  Three  miles  from  a  certain  town  in  York- 
shire, there  is  a  chemist  whose  shop  can  only  be  reached  by 
a  walk  up  a  steep  hill,  at  the  bottom  of  which  is  the  tram 
terminus,  and  on  one  occasion,  as  I  descended  from  the  top 
of  the  car,  I  saw  the  representative  of  a  rival  house,  who 
must  have  been  an  inside  passenger  on  the  same  car,  about 
fifty  yards  in  front,  making  for  the  chemist's  shop.  I 
started  after  him  on  the  other  side  of  the  road,  with  the 
intention  of  trying  to  pass  while  appearing  not  to  recognise 
him,  but,  unfortunately,  he  turned  and  saw  me.  and  without 
giving  any  sign  that  he  knew  me  at  once  accelerated  his 
pace,  until  we  were  each  making  about  four  and  a  half  knots 
an  hour,  and  each  apparently  unconscious  of  the  other's 
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identity.  He  had  too  good  a  start,  however,  and  I  saw 
that  my  little  dodge  was  in  vain,  so  made  ivp  my  mind  for 
a  long  wait,  when,  to  my  surprise,  he  came  out  in  twc 
minutes,  and  of  course  we  met  with  mutual  expressions  of 
astonishment  and  pleasure ;  but  our  prospective  victim  was 
out,  and  would  not  return  for  an  hour.  We  agreed  that  it 
was  scandalous  for  a  chemist  to  neglect  his  business  in  this 
manner,  and  each  declared  that  it  would  be  a  waste  of  time 
to  wait,  and  to  call  again  was  out  of  the  question,  so  we  took 
the  same  car  back  to  town.  At  the  first  stage,  however,  1 
suddenly  remembered  an  appointment,  and  with  a  hurried 
"Good-bye"  to  my  friend  the  enemy,  left  the  car,  and,  as 
soon  as  it  was  out  of  sight,  boarded  another  in  the  opposite 
direction,  and  arrived  at  the  chemist's  shop  just  in  time  to 
secure  his  order  before  he  went  to  dinner.  The  first  person 
I  saw  on  leaving  was  my  rival,  who,  having  smelt  a  rat, 
hurried  back — only  to  find  that  I  had  forestalled  him ;  so 
we  had  a  good  laugh  over  the  fortune  of  war,  and  later  on 
spent  the  evening  together. 

A  very  old  friend,  since  passed  away,  once  had  a  big 
laugh  at  my  expense.  His  firm  were  the  makers  of  a  pre- 
paration that  was  decidedly  better  than  most  others,  not 
excepting  my  own,  so  I  managed  with  much  trouble  to 
secure  a  6-oz.  bottle  to  submit  to  my  people  with  a  view  to 
making  ours  more  like  it.  Unfortunately,  the  jolting  of  a 
bus  caused  my  bag  to  fall  and  the  bottle  was  broken.  The 
contents,  which  were  very  sticky  and  had  a  persistent 
odour,  spread  over  all  my  papers  and  samples  until  every- 
thing was  saturated.  It  did  not  seem  at  all  funny  to  me, 
but  when  I  told  my  friend  he  laughed  for  twenty  minutes.

IRotes  on  Banking. 

By  Walter  Bean. 


THE  House  of  Lords  has  laid  down  that  "the  relation 
of  banker  and  customer  is  primarily  that  of  debtor 
and  creditor,  the  respective  position  being  determined  by 
the  existing  state  of  the  account."  Banking  facilities 
being  an  essential  part  of  modern  mercantile  economy,  this 
fact  should  be  kept  well  in  mind  by  all  prudent  traders. 
The  tradesman  is  no  more  obligated  to  the  banker  whom  he 
employs  than  to  the  numerous  commercial  houses  whose 
representatives  are  calling  on  him  for  orders  every  day, 
and  offering  terms  of  credit  which  he  would  never  dream 
of  asking  from  the  bank. 

All  honourable,  solvent,  business  men  deal  with  their 
bankers  in  the  same  way  as  with  the  rest  of  their  trade 
connections  and  employes,  making  the  best  bargain,  con- 
sistent with  the  strictest  integrity,  which  is  possible,  and 
taking  their  custom  elsewhere  when  they  find  it  pays  them 
better. 

Bearing  the  foregoing  facts  in  mind,  the  following  con- 
siderations are  suggested  to  the  prudent  trader,  whose 
accountant  will  explain  to  him  anything  I  may  not  have 
made  sufficiently  clear  : 

1.  If  your  general  balance  at  the  bank  is  favourable,  insist 
on  being  allowed  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  2g  per  cent., 
cr  at  least  the  minimum  of  2  per  cent. 

2.  When  the  account  is  overdrawn,  only  pay  interest  on  the 
actual  amount  of  overdraft  for  the  time,  being,  calculated 
daily. 

3.  When  you  are  about  to  open  a  new  banking  account,  get 
a  written  statement  of  the  terms  and  conditions  from  the  bank, 
and  submit  it  to  your  accountant  before  signing  it 

4.  Don't  pay  any  commission  for  the  cashing  of  your  own 
cheques. 

5.  When  paying  money  in,  never  fail  to  get  the  amount 
initialed  in  your  paying-in  book,  or  credited  in  the  pass-book. 

6.  Never  open  a  deposit  account,  or  a  loan  account,  at  the 
same  bank  where  you  keep  your  current  and  trading  account. 
If  you  have  already  done  so,  take  the  earliest  convenient 
opportunity  to  transfer  your  trading  account  to  a  bank  where 
you  have  no  other  account. 

7.  If  you  find  any  difficulty  in  getting  your  banker  to  comply 
with  your  instructions,  take  the  earliestopportunity  of  giving 
your  business  to  a  banker  who  will.  Never  let  it  be  thought 
that  you  are  tied  to  a  banker.  To  change  your  banker  is  no 
evidence  of  weakness;  it  is  an  evidence  of  strength,  and  one 
can  nn  more  afford  to  bank  in  the  dear  market  than  buy  in 
the  dear  market. 

8.  Pay  all  accounts  by  cheque.  It  is  an  admirable  "  check  " 
to  memory.   I  have  seen  a  cheque  for  so  small  an  amount  as 


4rf.  drawn  in  payment  of  an  account  by  a  wealthy  municipal 
corporation.  When  proceeding  to  write  a  cheque,  complete 
the  counterfoil  or  retained  portion,  before  placing  your  pen 
on  the  cheque  proper. 

9.  Use  only  cheque  forms  which  are  crossed  and  payable  to 
order,  for  paying  accounts  that  you  are  sending  by  post.  This 
method  is  a  double  safeguard.  Cheques  so  drawn  have  to  be 
endorsed  by  the  payee,  and  even  then  are  only  paid  by  your 
bank  through  another  bank.  A  further  safeguard  is  to  write 
the  words  "Not  negotiable"  above  the  crossing;  this  will 
free  the  drawer  from  liability  if  the  cheque  falls  into  dis- 
honest hands. 

10.  In  paying  cheques  personally,  it  is  not  good  form  to 
use  the  crossed  cheque.  The  crossing  may  be  cancelled  by 
writing  therein  "  pay  cash,"  and  substituting  the  word 
"bearer"  in  place  of  "order,"  both  alterations  being 
initialed  by  the  drawer ;  it  then  has  become  what  is  termed 
an  "  open  cheque,"  and  will  be  paid  over  the  bank  counter 
without  endorsement. 

11.  A  cheque  is  defined  legally  as  "  a  bill  of  exchange  drawn 
on  a  banker,  payable  on  demand." 

12.  If,  after  remitting  a  cheque,  you  do  not  receive  an 
acknowledgment  in  what  you  regard  as  a  reasonable  time, 
instruct  your  banker  to  stop  payment  of  it,  if  not  too  late,  and 
advise  your  creditor  by  the  same  day's  post  why  you  have* 
done  so.  Should  he  have  received  the  cheque,  you  will  not 
be  called  upon  to  perform  this  unpleasant  duty  a  second  time, 
but  such  a  course  is  necessary  for  your  own  protection,  as  if 
the  cheque  should  have  got  into  the  hands  of  an  innocent 
holder  for  value,  you  might  be  liable,  unless  it  was  endorsed 
"  Not  negotiable,"  to  pay  twice,  notwithstanding  its 
estoppage. 

13.  A  banker  who  has  your  credit  balance  lying  dormant 
six  years,  no  matter  how  large  the  amount,  is  entitled  to 
keep  the  money.  Your  claim  is  statute-barred,  exactly  as 
would  be  that  against  any  of  your  customers  who  owed  money 
for  goods  supplied.  It  is  "  out  of  date."  This  seems  in- 
credible, but  the  extent  to  which  bankers  appropriate  such 
sums  can  be  judged  by  the  enormous  amounts  recorded  on  the 
assets  side  of  their  balance  sheets,  under  the  head  of  "  un- 
claimed "  balances.  The  adjective  means  that  they  were  all 
unclaimed  during  six  years,  not  that  they  have  all  remained 
unclaimed  since. 

14.  When  a  banker  pays  a  cheque  drawn  by  his  customer, 
he  is  said  to  have  honoured  it ;  when  he  refuses,  he  dishonours 
it.  After  honouring  a  cheque,  by  whomsoever  presented,  a 
banker  cannot  recover  the  money  from  the  party  whom  ho  has 
paid,  even  if  he  has  acted  innocently.  If  a  banker  honours  a 
forged  cheque,  he  cannot  charge  it  against  the  party  whose 
name  is  forged. 

15.  When  a  dishonoured  cheque  is  marked  R/D  (refer  to 
drawer)  it  means  there  are  no  funds  to  meet  it,  and,  of  course, 
that  the  banker  will  not  trust  the  drawer  with  the  amount. 
When  it  is  marked  N/S  (not  sufficient)  it  means  that  although 
there  are  funds,  they  are  less  than  the  amount  asked  for,  and 
that  the  banker  will  not  even  trust  the  drawer  the  amount 
required  to  make  up  the  insufficiency.  In  the  latter  case, 
English  law  is  at  variance  with  the  Scottish.  A  Scottish 
banker  would  hypothecate  the  money  in  hand  to  the  presenter 
of  the  cheque,  who  would  still  have  a  claim  on  the  drawer  for 
the  balance. 

16.  Cheques  are  returned,  however,  for  various  reasons, 
altogether  apart  from  the  funds  in  hand.  Sometimes  for 
errors  in  spelling,  wrong  names,  illegible  writing,  etc.,  such 
are  merely  sent  back  for  correction,  and  it  is  improper  to 
speak  of  them  as  dishonoured,  although  payment  has  been 
refused.  Traders,  then,  must  be  careful  always  in  drafting 
these  important  little  documents,  as  inadvertence  may  result, 
and  often  has  resulted,  in  positive  injury  to  credit. 

17.  All  cheques  should  be  placed  in  the  bank  for  collection 
the  same  day  they  arrive.  Large  losses  are  constantly  accru- 
ing to  traders  through  neglect  of  this  simple  precaution. 

18.  Submit  all  your  bank-books  to  the  audit  of  your 
accountant. 

Bills  of  Exchange. 
These  instruments  are  really  extended  time  cheques,  but 
are  negotiable  throughout  the  whole  term  for  which  they 
are  drawn. 

To  those  whose  business  is  of  an  entirely  credit  char- 
acter, they  are  almost  an  indispensable  medium  of  paying 
accounts.  A  customer  purchases  to  100/.  at  25  per  cent,  for 
cash,  or  net  in  four  months.  The  creditor  sends  to  him  a, 
draft  order,  by  which  the  customer  undertakes  to  pay  100/. 
at  four  months,  from,  say,  February  1. 

This  being  duly  signed  and  returned  to  the  creditor,  the 
latter  can  pay  it  to  the  credit  of  his  account  at  the  bank, 
and  proceed  to  draw  cheques  against  it.  On  June  4,  four 
months  afterwards  plus  three  clays'  grace,  the  banker,  or 
whoever  on  that  day  holds  the  bill,  presents  it  to  the 
customer  or  the  customer's  agent,  and  receives  the  money, 
100/.,  in  exchange  for  it.

An  official  report  as 
to  the  progress  of  the  work  is  given  on  p.  946. 

Dr.  Norman  Collie  has  inaugurated  a  new  method  of. 
synthesis,  viz.,  by  the  silent  electric  discharge  in  mixtures  of 
gases.    It  promises  interesting  developments  (p.  931). 

The  Conditions  upon  which  the  Metropolitan  Water 
Board  is  establishing  a  chemical  and  bacteriological  labora- 
tory for  controlling  the  quality  of  the  water-supply  are  out- 
lined on  p.  914. 

A  Demand  has  already  arisen  in  the  Transvaal  for  the  sale 
of  certain  medicines  and  poisons  by  storekeepers  in  country 
districts,  and  the  Pharmacy  Board  is  dealing  with  it  in  a- 
temperate  manner  (p.  920). 

Exports  of  Medicines  and  chemists'  goods  generally  from 
the  United  Kingdom  are  steadily  increasing.  We  give  the 
latest  official  statistics,  which  show  at  a  glance  the  value  of 
the  business  done  (p.  929). 

Peppermint  grown  in  Sicily  from  Mitcham  plants  yields  an 
essential  oil  with  an  exceptionally  high  ester-content. 
Messrs.  J.  C.  Umney  and  C.  T.  Bennett  have  examined  two 
specimens,  and  give  their  analytical  data  on  p.  945. 

The  Bile  Beans  Case  in  the  Scotch  High  Court  promises  to- 
be  of  considerable  interest,  the  intricacies  of  Scotch  law 
enabling  the  defendant  to  secure  information  respecting  the 
plaintiff's  business  which  may  become  public  (p.  922). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  prosecuted  an  unqualified 
assistant  for  impersonating  a  registered  chemist.  The  de- 
fendant pleaded  guilty,  and  was  fined  51.  He  bitterly  pro- 
tested that  the  Society  had  prevented  him  getting  a  situation 
for  five  months  (p.  915). 

Price-alterations  are  few  and  unimportant,  business  having 
been  mostly  of  a  holiday  character.  Castor  and  nut  oils  are 
clearer.  Cod-liver  oil  and  turpentine  are  flat.  Shellac  is 
tending  higher,  and  quinine  is  steady.  Prices  of  atropine  and 
eserine  have  been  revised  (p.  941). 

The  Manipulation  of  Prescriptions  Question  is  further 
discussed  in  our  correspondence  columns,  amongst  those  who 
contribute  their  views  being  Messrs.  W.  F.  Wells,  Harold 
Wyatt,  Peter  Boa,  Frank  A.  Rogers,  and  F.  W.  Gamble.  The 
general  view  is  that  some  discretion  must  be  given  to  the  dis- 
penser in  order  to  secure  uniformity  of  dosage  when  ponderous 
or  difficultly  diffusible  substances  are  prescribed  in  mixtures 
(p.  938). 
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Local  newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by_  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

"  Boots  and  the  chemists"  is  the  subject  of  a  correspon- 
dence in  the  "Daily  News,"  the  letters  being  chiefly  a  re- 
iteration of  all  that  has  gone  before. 

The  chemists  of  Weymouth,  with  one  exception,  have 
agreed  to  close  their  shops  on  Wednesdaj-s  from  2.30  till 
6  p.m.,  excepting  when  the  Fleet  is  in  the  Roads,  or  on  other 
special  occasions. 

At  Cardiff  County  Court  on  June  6,  Mr.  Albert  Hagon, 
chemist  and  druggist,  obtained  judgment  against  "Pro- 
fessor" Bartlett,  whom  he  described  as  a  "quack,"  for  a 
sum  due  for  medicine  supplied. 

Two  women,  named  Pickard  and  Schroder  respectively, 
were  each  sentenced  to  a  month's  imprisonment  with  hard 
labour  at  West  Ham  Police  Court  on  June  14,  for  stealing, 
among  other  things,  a  bottle  of  magnesia  from  the  shop  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Holford,  chemist  and  druggist,  at  342  High 
Street,  Stratford. 

At  Grenwich  County  Court  on  June  9,  George  Winfield 
Green,  chemist,  Forest  Hill,  sued  the  London  Parcels 
Delivery  Co.,  Ltd.,  for  6  s.  8d.  for  damages  to  bottles  of 
medicine  in  transit.  The  bottles  when  delivered  were 
broken.  The  defence  was  that  the  defendants  were  not 
responsible  for  the  whole  transit,  and  in  the  end  the  judge 
adjourned  the  case  in  order  to  see  the  contract. 

A  miner's  wife,  living  at  Stanton  Hill,  was  sentenced  to 
a  month's  imprisonment  by  the  Mansfield  Bench  on  June  9 
for  cruelty  to  her  eighteen-months-old  child,  which  she  had 
insured.  The  evidence  showed  that  the  mother  was  in  the 
habit  of  giving  it  three  or- four  drops  of  laudanum  in  order  to 
make  it  sleep.  The  drug  had  so  deranged  the  digestive 
organs  that  the  child  could  not  retain  food. 

Metropolitan  Water  Board's"  Laboratory. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  on 
Friday,  June  9,  the  Works  and  Stores  Committee  submitted 
a  report  dealing  with  the  question  of  the  Board's  examina- 
tion of  water.   In  July  of  last  year  the  committee  appointed 
a  sub-committee  to  consider  the  matter,  and  the  Board 
authorised  them  to  engage  expert  advice.   The  examinations 
of  water  were  conducted  on  behalf  of  the  old  water  com- 
panies by  Sir  William  Crookes  and  Sir  James  Dewar.  Since 
the  "  appointed  day  "  both  of  these  experts  have  acted  in  a 
similar  manner  for  the  Water  Board,  conducting  their  ex- 
aminations, both  chemical  and  bacteriological,  in  a  private 
house  at  Netting  Hill.   Under  the  Act  of  1902  the  Board  are 
compelled  to  carry  out  experiments  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  water  supplied  by  them,  and  also  to  take  and  record  such 
observations  as  may  be  required  by  the  Local  Government 
Board.      The  sub-committee,  having  conferred  with  Sir 
William  Crookes,  Sir  James  Dewar,  and  Dr.  Houston,  in 
conjunction  with  the  chief  engineer,  Mr.  W.  B.  Bryan, 
submitted  a  lengthy  report  from  those  four  gentlemen,  in 
which  recommendations  were  made  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
analyses  that  should  be  done,  and  how  the  samples  should 
be  collected.    Having  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
report  of  the  sub-committee,  the  committee  stated  that  they 
were  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  recommendations  should 
be  carried  out  without  delay,  and  they  proposed  that  as  a 
first  step  the  Board  should  appoint  on  their  permanent  staff 
a  chief  officer  to  take  charge  of  and  be  responsible  for  the 
laboratory    and    staff    there    employed.     They  further 
suggested  that  the  officer  in  question  should  be  called  the 
"  Director,"  and  that  he  should  have  two  chief  assistants — 
one  to  take  charge  of  the  chemical  side  and  the  other  the 
bacteriological  side  of  the,  work — and  that  his  salary  should 
be  1,000?.  a  year.    With  respect  to  the  cost  of  the  proposed 
laboratory,  it  was  estimated  that  the  cost  of  administration, 
including  the  salary  of  the  "  director,"  would  be  from  5,000/. 
to  6,000/.  a  year,  but,  owing  to  the  absence  of  suitable  pre- 
cedents, it  was  impossible  to  say  what  the  capital  outlay 
would  be.   The  committee  desired  to  make  it  clear  that  the 
proposal  to  appoint  a  director  was  not  intended  in  any  way 
to  interfere  with  the  present '  office  or  functions  of  Sir 


William  Crookes  and  Sir  James  Dewar,  and,  indeed,  they 
were  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  positions  of  those  two 
gentlemen  should  not  be  interfered  with  until  the  new 
laboratory  is  ready,  or  without  giving  them  as  long  a  notice 
as  circumstances  would  permit.  The  Board  accordingly 
agreed  to  erect  and  equip  a  Central  Laboratory,  and  in- 
structed the  Works  and  Stores  Committee  to  report  as  to  the 
best  available  site,  and  to  submit  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  building  and  its  equipment.

Following  the  conferment  of  degrees  in  connection  with 
Birmingham  University  on  Saturday,  July  8,  Alderman 
Clayton,  the  pro-Vice-Chancellor,  will  give  a  garden  party  in 
the  Botanical  Gardens,  Edgbaston. 

The  Birmingham  Shop-hours  Canvass  is  going  on  very 
satisfactorily  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  joint  committee 
of  the  Birmingham  Early-closing  Associations.  At  present 
2,897  are  for  and  798  against  the  proposals.  The  Har- 
borne  district  approve  unanimously. 

The  chemist's  business  in  Wordsworth  Road,  Small 
Heath,  has  changed  hands.  One  of  the  present  proprietors 
was  formerly  with  Messrs.  Bellamy  &  Wakefield,  and  has 
also  been  "on  the  road"  for  Messrs.  Burroughs  Well- 
come &  Co. 

Professor  Barling,  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  of 
Birmingham  University,  has  presented  to  the  University  a 
portrait  of  Dr.  John  Tomlinson  Ingleby,  in  memory  of 
whom  the  Ingleby  lectures  and  scholarships  were  established 
by  the  Rev.  Charles  Ingleby,  his  son. 

Cardiff  Outing. 
The  members  of  the  Cardiff  Pharmaceutical  Association 
held  their  first  summer  picnic  on  Wednesday,  June  14,  when 
a  party  of  betwen  forty  and  fifty,  including  friends,  jour- 
neyed* by  the  Barry  Railway  to  Penarth,  whence  they  made 
their  way  to  the  principarhotel.  This  is  situated  on  the 
headland  in  rather  a  retired  position,  so  that  the  members 
escaped  the  throng  of  excursionists  who  usually  flock  from 
the  colliery  districts  to  Penarth  Beach  for  the  Whitsuntide 
holidavs.  The  grounds  of  the  hotel  are  prettily  laid  out, 
but  unfortunately  a  heavy  thunderstorm  which  broke  over

Cricket.

Taylor  and  Briggs, 
who  bowled  for  the  M.C.P.,  and  the  captain  (Crabtree) 
were  largely  instrumental  in  securing  the  success  of  the 
team. 

Notts  Chemists'  Athletic  Club  v.  Nottingham  Bank. — 
Played  in  the  Forest  on  June  8,  the  former  making  93  runs 
to  their  opponents'  total  of  136. 

Boots  Athletic  (Nottingham)  v.  Boots  Athletic  (London). 
Played  at  Lady  Bay,  Nottingham,  on  Bank  Holiday, 
June  12.  A  well-contested  game  resulted  in  a  win  for  the 
Nottingham  team  by  97  to  53.  After  the  match  both  teams 
were  entertained  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jesse  Boot,  at  "  Plais- 
aunce,"  their  beautiful  residence  on  grounds  close  to  the 
Trent. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  City  Council  at  their  meeting  cn  Wednesday  ap- 
proved the  plan  for  alterations  to  the  aerated-water  factory 
of  Mr.  J.  F.  Eardley,  Ph.C,  in  Stalker  Lees  Eoad. 

Mr.  J.  Gilbert  Jackson  lectured  before  the  Sheffield  Photo- 
graphic Society  last  week  on  "  Photographic  Chemistry," 
and  repeated  his  lecture  before  the  Hillsborough  Photo- 
graphic Society  on  Wednesday  last.  This  is  substantially 
the  lecture  given  before  the  local  Pharmaceutical  and 
Chemical  Society  two  or  three  seasons  ago,  but  Mr.  Jack- 
son has  brought  his  matter  well  up  to  date  and  included 
in  his  paper  the  latest  developments  on  the  subject. 

The  measures  for  the  establishing  of  the  Sheffield 
University  have  run  so  smoothly  that  it  was  quite  a  shock 
when  Mr.  Jeremiah  MacVeagh,  the  Irish  Nationalist  M.P., 
blocked  the  University  Bill  which  was  down  for  considera- 
tion by  the  House  of  Commons  on  June  7.  His  reasons  are 
that  he  refuses  to  facilitate  the  passage  of  an  English  Uni- 
versity Bill  when  Parliament  refuses  the  money  for  a  Roman 
Catholic  University  for  Ireland,  and  that  the  Bill  contains  a 
clause  for  giving  Sheffield  University  representation  on  the 
General  Medical  Council,  and  this  he  thinks  means  another 
100?.  a  year  from  Parliament !  The  arrangements  for  giving 
a  regular  royal  reception  to  the  King  and  Queen  when  they 
come  to  open  the  University  are  proceeding  apace.  The 
residents  of  the  various  streets  through  which  the  procession 
will  pass  have  organised  themselves  into  committees  for 
carrying  out  schemes  of  decoration,  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Furness, 
chemist  and  druggist,  has  been  appointed  chairman  of  the 
committee  for  Fitzwilliam  Street,  in  which  his  shop  is 
situated. 

Fires. 

The  business  premises  of  Mr.  F.  Wilson,  chemist  and 
druggist,  in  Market  Place,  Stowmarket,  were  on  June  10 
the  scene  of  an  outbreak  of  fire  caused  by  the  ignition  of  a 
composition  which  was  being  boiled  in  the  warehouse. 
Prompt  steps  were  taken  to  deal  with  the  outbreak  and  the 
flames  were  quickly  subdued. 

A  fire  broke  out  at  the  Gorton  Brook  Chemical-works, 
Manchester,  on  June  8,  doing  damage  to  the  extent  of  about 
2,000/.  The  fire  originated  in  a  building  used  for  the 
manufacture  of  a  camphor  substitute,  a  product  of  coal  tar, 
which  is  highly  inflammable.  This  portion  of  the  building 
was  entirely  destroyed.  Damage  was  also  done  to  the  sul- 
phuric-acid department. 

The  Local  Tender. 

Some  discussion  ensued  at  a  meeting  of  the  Salford  Town 
Council  on  June  7  relative  to  the  proposed  acceptance  of 
the  tender  of  Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd., 
of  Liverpool,  for  the  supply  of  drugs,  medical  and  surgical 
appliances,  etc.,  to  the  Lady  well  Sanatorium  and  the 
Drinkwater  Park  Smallpox  Hospital  for  the  ensuing  year, 


the  total  amount  of  their  tender  being  746/.  9s.  2d.  It  was 
^tated  that  this  was  the  lowest  tender.  A  councillor 
said  it  had  come  to  his  knowledge  that  they  had  passed 
over  a  local  firm  for  the  sake  of  a  pound  or  two,  and  he 
was  sorry  to  see  that  their  own  ratepayers  did  not  get  some 
consideration.  It  was  better,  he  argued,  to  get  their  sup- 
plies from  local  firms,  as  they  would  not  then  be  short 
in  case  of  emergency.  In  a  matter  of  700/.  the  difference 
of  only  one  or  two  pounds  was  not  worth  considering. 
Another  councillor  said  the  firm  selected  were  wholesale 
manufacturing  chemists,  whereas  the  local  firm  referred  to 
were  a  firm  of  retail  dealers;  and  a  third  remarked  that  it 
would  not  do  for  outside  firms  who  tendered  to  get  the 
impression  that  they  could  not  get  fair  play  in  Salford. 
If  the  Council  did  .  what  was  suggested,  they  would  be 
confined  to  local  firms,  and  would  be  left  at  their  mercy. 
The  tender  as  recommended  was  then  accepted. 

A  Plucky  Constable. 
At  Bow  Street  Police  Coutt  on  June  8,  Sir  A.  de  Rutzcn 
presented  a  cheque  for  10/."  to  a  police-constable  in  recog- 
nition of  an  act  of  bravery.  While  two  men  were  working 
in  the  cellar  of  a  chemist's  shop  in  the  Pimlico  Road  they 
broke  a  bottle  of  nitric  acid.  The  cellar  became  filled  with 
fumes,  and  the  constable,  who  was  sent  for,  opened  a  trap- 
door leading  to  the  cellar,  and  helped  one  of  the  men  into  the 
open  air.  Then  he  descended  into  the  cellar,  and  after 
groping  his  way  in  the  'dark  found  the  second  workman  in 
an  unconscious  condition.  Although  he  was  a  heavy 
man  the  officer  succeeded  in  carrying  him  up  a  ladder,  and 
afterwards  helped  a  doctor  to  restore  consciousness  by 
means  of  artificial  respiration. 

Securing  the  Securities. 
A  daring  robbery  of  valuable  securities  is  reported  from 
Chorley,  and  is  supposed  to  be  the  work  of  two  men  acting 
in  collusion.  One  went  to  the  shop  of  Mr.  William  Hill, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Chorley,  and  asked  for  change  for 
a  sovereign.  An  hour  afterwards  another  man.  smartly 
dressed,  entered  and  told  Mr.  Hill  he  had  dropped  into  his. 
cellar  a  valuable  pendant  which  his  wife  prized.  Mr.  Hill 
proceeded  to  look  for  the  article,  but  without  success,  and 
in  his  absence  securities  worth  670/.  and  9/.  in  cash  were 
taken  from  a  desk  behind  the  counter.  The  securities  in- 
cluded certificates  in  Gilbey,  Ltd.,  shares  in  Evans  Sons 
Lescher  &  Webb  (Liverpool-),  -Sprat  ts,  Ltd.,  cumulative  pre- 
ference shares  in  Schweppes,  Ltd.,  shares  in  Camwal,  Ltd., 
and  Government  stocks  representing  about  300/.  The  police 
have  no  clue. 

Analysts'  Reports. 

During  the  past  year  the  only  samples  of  drugs  analysed 
in  Finsbury  under  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  were  three  samples  of  cod-liver  oil  and  two  of 
purified  cream  of  tartar.    They  were  all  genuine. 

In  Woolwich  last  year  two  samples  of  Blaud's  pills,  one  of 
bovril,  one  of  Brand's  essence,  four  of  cod-liver  oil,  two  of 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  one  of  Liebig's  extract,  one  of  Borth- 
wick's  beef  fluid,  one  of  vinum  ipecac,  one  of  pulv.  rhei.  co., 
one  of  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  one  of  magnesia,  and 
one  of  camphorated  oil  were  examined,  all  being  found 
genuine. 

"  Hounded  by  the  Society." 
Ernest  Hale  Eggar  (26),  chemist's  assistant,  of  44  Welles- 
ley  Road,  Ilford:  was  brought  up  on  remand  at  the  South- 
western Police  Court,  before  Mr.,  de  Grey,  charged  with 
falsely  personating  Joseph  P.  Kendall,  a  fully  qualified 
chemist,  and  so  obtaining  a  situation  (see  C.  <£■  D.,  June  10, 
p.  879).  Prisoner  pleaded  guilty  under  extenuating  circum- 
stances. Mr.  Quarrell,  prosecuting  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  said  in  March  last  Mr.  John  Timmis.  chemist  and 
druggist,  with  many  establishments,  advertised  for  a  quali- 
fied assistant  to  manage  one  of  his  depots.  He  in  due  course 
received  a  letter  from  Hampshire,  purporting  to  have  been 
written  by  J.  P.  Kendall,  tendering  himself  as  a  candidate 
for  the  situation.  Mr.  Timmis  entered  into  correspondence 
with  the  writer,  and  the  prisoner  called  to  see  him  at  his 
shop  in  Clapham  Road.  Prisoner  represented  himself  as  a 
fully  qualified  man,  and  gave  as  his  references  Mr. 
Matthews,  chemist  and  druggist,  722  High  Street,  Leyton- 
stone.  and  Messrs.  Hairsine.  chemists,  Haymarket.  These 
two  firms  were  consulted,  and  each  gave  J.  P.  Kendall 
an  exemplary  character.    Accordingly  Mr.  Timmis  engaged 
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prisoner  at  a  salary  of  21.  5s.  a  week,  and  placed  him  in 
charge  of  the  shop  at  Ilford.  Eventually  circumstances 
that  came  to  the  knowledge  of  Mr.  Timmis  aroused  his 
suspicions.  Inquiries  were  instituted,  and  it  was  discovered 
that  prisoner  had  been  prosecuted  by  the  Society  for  selling 
two  poisons  at  a  shop  where  he  was  engaged,  he  being  un- 
qualified. The  defendant  did  not  attend  to  answer  the 
previous  complaint,  and  was  fined  5/.  by  Judge  Bacon  for 
contempt  of  Court.  Mr.  Quarrell  went  on  to  remark  on  the 
serious  position  in  which  Mr.  Timmis  found  himself,  and 
the  embarrassment  of  Mr.  Kendall,  who  was  present  to  give 
evidence  if  necessary.  Mr.  de  Grey  pointed  out  that  as  the 
prisoner  had  pleaded  guilty  it  was  needless  to  call  him. 
Prisoner  said  he  was  unfairly  prosecuted  by  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  for  selling  poison,  inasmuch  as  his  principal  at 
the  time  was  without  a  qualified  assistant,  and  he  was  left 
alone  to..manage  the  shop.  It  was  under  these  circumstances 
that  he  became  the  victim  of  unavoidable  conditions.  He 
characterised  the  proceeding  as  a  spiteful  one,  and  regretted 
that  the  Society  should  lend  themselves  to  further  the  selfish 
aims  of  jealous  and  incompetent  men  to  oust  those  who  were 
capable  but  unable  at  the  time  to  qualify  themselves.  In- 
stead of  encouraging  young  men  to  obtain  qualification,  the 
Society,  he  said,  hounded  them  down  at  every  opportunity, 
and  made  it  impossible.  He  regretted  the  day  when  he 
associated  himself  with  one  of  the  "leading  lights."  He 
had  been  intimidated  into  breaking  the  Pharmacy  Act.  For 
five  solid  months  he  was  prevented  by  the  Society  from 
obtaining  a  situation,  and  he  and  his  wife  were  left  to  starve. 
It  was  for  this  reason,  and  this  reason  alone,  that  he  felt 
forced  to  commit  himself.  He  invited  the  Court  to  say 
whether  the  conduct  of  the  Society  was  conduct  consistent 
with  men  of  honour  and  of  gentlemen.  Mr.  de  Grey  said 
he  could  plainly  see  that  the  defendant  found  himself  in  a 
difficult  position.  But  at  the  same  time  it  was  most  import- 
ant that  the  Act  should  be  properly  enforced,  for  dangerous 
drugs  in  the  hands  of  unqualified  men  might  be  attended 
with  the  most  disastrous  results.  Prisoner  (intervening)  : 
I  hope  you  will  make  the  penalty  as  low  as  possible.  They 
forced  me  to  do  it.  Mr.  de  Grey  :  You  were  no  doubt 
-  tempted  into  the  difficulty  by  the  hardships  of  your  position. 
You  must  pay  a  fine  of  51.,  or  fourteen  days'  imprisonment. 
The  money  was  at  once  paid.

The  plaintiff  was_  non-suited,  and  had 
to  pay  4Z.  costs.

Glasgow  Notes. 

Business  is  still  backward,  the  photographic  trade  in 
particular  be:ng  much  in  arrears  of  last  season. 
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The  at'tempt  to  make  the  soda  fountain  an  adjunct  of 
the  Scottish  chemists'  business  is  net  making  much  progress 
so  far. 

It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  gcod  representation 
from  Glasgow  at  the  Brighton  B.P.C.  The  cynics  suggest 
that  the  trip  to  "  gay  Paree  "  is  the  chief  draw. 

The  Southern  Medical  Society,  in  conference  with  the 
other  local  medical  societies,  have  decided  that,  in  order  to 
safeguard  the  rights  as  to  the  practice  of  pharmacy  of  the 
medical  profession,  a  saving  clause  must  be  added  to  the 
present  Pharmacy  Bill.  They  are  not  satisfied  that  the 
arrangement  accepted  by  the  General  Medical  Council  is 
adequate. 

The  Old  Andersonian  College  Buildings  in  Gecrge  Street 
will  soon  be  in  the  hands  of  the  "  housebreakers."  The 
site  is  to  be  cleared  for  the  erection  of  the  remaining 
buildings  of  the  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Technical 
College.  The  Andersonian  College  has  had  some  interest- 
ing associations  with  chemistry  and  pharmacy.  Thomas 
Graham  conducted  there  many  of  his  classical  researches 
as  to  the  diffusion  of  gases,  and  the  late  Mr.  A.  Kinnin- 
mont  acted  for  some  time  as  demonstrator  to  the  lecturer 
on  materia  medica.  It  was  also  within  its  walls  that  the 
local  association  used  to  meet. 

To  compare  little  things  with  great,  the  disappearance  of 
the  Old  Drug  Warehouse,  Trongate,  like  the  union  of  the 
Scottish  with  the  English  Parliament,  marks  the  end  of  an 
old  song.  The  shop,  which  was  originally  on  the  first  floor 
of  a  venerable  tenement  near  the  Cross,  once  was  literally  a 
household  word  to  many  within  and  beyend  the  sound  of 
the  Cross  steeple  bells.  Even  country  people  had  heard  of 
its  fame,  and  the  business  was  a  huge  one.  But  the  Improve- 
ment Trust  displaced  the  dense  population  of  the  neighbour- 
hood, the  city  expanded  in  all  directions,  and  the  glory  and 
profit  of  the  establishment  departed.  "  Sic  transit,"  etc. 
Personal. 

At  a  congregational  meeting  of  College  Street  United 
Free  Church,  Edinburgh,  on  June  12,  Mr.  David  McLaren, 
chemist  and  druggist,  the  Ex-Preses  of  the  congregation, 
was  presented  with  a  silver  rose-bowl,  a  handsomely  bound 
copy  of  the  Bible,  etc.,  in  recognition  of  forty  years'  faithful 
service. 

Dr.  John  Hunter  Kay,  a  son  of  Mr.  William  Osborne 
Kay,  chemist  and  druggist,  Cumnock,  has  been  appointed 
medical  officer  of  health  for  Shotts  and  district,  in  room  of 
the  late  Dr.  George  W.  Dick.  Dr.  Kay  has  also  received 
several  other  appointments  held  by  Dr.  Dick,  whose  duties 
he  had  discharged  for  some  time. 

Mr.  James  Mackenzie,  chemist,  Edinburgh,  has 
published,  through  Messrs.  J.  M.  Dent  &  Co.,  a  Life  of 
Michael  Bruce,  the  poet  of  Loch  Leven,  which  makes  a 
handsome  illustrated  volume  of  250  pages.  Bruce  was 
born  in  1746,  the  son  of  a  weaver,  and  as  a  child  showed 
remarkable  intellectual  powers,  which  were  fostered  by  his 
study  at  the  Edinburgh  University,  where  he  went  through 
the  Arts  course,  afterwards  studying  for  the  ministry.  He 
died  in  his  twenty-first  year,  leaving  behind  him  many 
poems,  the  MSS.  of  which  his  father  in  a  weak  moment  gave 
to  his  son's  fellow  student,  John  Logan,  who  published  part 
of  them  in  book-form.  Some,  especially  the  "  Ode  to  the 
Cuckoo,"  Logan  afterwards  published  under  his  own  name, 
and  Isaac  DTsraeli  spoke  highly  of  Logan.  The  object  of 
Mr.  Mackenzie's  book  is  to  show  that  Logan  was  a  plagiarist 
and  an  immoral  man.  and  his  evidence  seems  conclusive. 
Michael  Bruce  as  a  forerunner  of  Fergusson  and  Burps  is  too 
little  known  to  Scotsmen.  To  him  we  owe  several  well- 
known  hymns,  and  we  are  surprised  that  Mr.  Mackenzie 
has  not  included  Bruce's  poems  in  his  book. 

THE  WEEK'S  POISONINGS. 

Four  of  the  eighteen  fatalities  from  poisoning  that  have 
occurred  during  the  week  were  misadventures.  Four 
suicides  were  committed  with  hydrochloric  acid — the 
popular  successor  (unscheduled)  of  carbolic  acid.  The  acid 
was  also  taken  in  mistake  by  Susan  Ethel  Parsons  (42),  of 
Bermondsey.  At  the  inquest  on  the  latter  at  Southwark  on 
Thursday,  June  15,  it  was  stated  that  deceased  had  used  the 
poison  for  cleaning  brass  and  took  it  in  mistake  for  beer. 
The  Coroner  thereupon  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  beer 


must  be  sealed  up  if  served  to  a  child,  while  the  poison 
can  be  bought  in  a  cup.  In  reply  to  a  juror  the  Coroner 
said  that  for  years  past  the  coroners  have  been  inundating 
the  Home  Ofhce  with  riders  passed  by  juries  regarding  the 
scheduling  of  the  poison,  but  nothing  had  been  done.  The 
juror  said  if  they  had  to  wait  for  the  Home  Office  to  move 
in  the  matter,  he  thought  there  would  be  no  alteration  in 
his  lifetime.  Eventually  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
accidental  death,  and  added  a  rider  that  they  considered 
the  Home  Office  very  lax  in  not  scheduling  this  poison 
at  once.  The  suicides  were  Jane  Louisa  Dupuis  (31), 
wife  of  a  Hammersmith  labourer;  George  Peavot 
(59),  an  Islington  watch-finisher;  Phoebe  Palmer  (21),  a 
Tottenham  domestic  servant;  and  Jane  Goddard  (42), 
a  flower-seller,  who  lived  in  Judd  Street,  N.W. — 
Five  people  poisoned  themselves  with  carbolic  acid. 
They  were  John  Whitaker  (29),  a  journalist,  belong- 
ing to  Cornwall  (who  took  the  poison  and  died  in  a 
London  hotel)  ;  Elizabeth  Ellen  Jordan  (35),  a  Birmingham 
widow,  who  suffered  from  melancholia;  Mr.  Wade,  a  coal- 
merchant  at  Mouldsworth;  Lily  Mabel  Clark  (24),  a  Chel- 
tenham housemaid;  and  Jane  Susannah  Simmons  (57),  the 
wife  of  an  Islington  silver-polisher.  At  the  inquest  on  the 
last-named,  the  Coroner  (Mr.  Walter  Schroeder)  said  deaths 
from  carbolic  acid  had  greatly  decreased  since  the  acid  was 
added  to  the  poisons  schedule. — Laudanum  was  taken  by 
Walter  Wildsmith  (48).  a  baker  and  confectioner  at  Church 
Gresley,  and  by  Joseph  Crone  Maine  (59),  a  Mortlake  silver- 
smith, who  died  in  the  West  London  Hospital  after  having 
confessed  that  he  took  a  quantity  of  the  drug,  which  he  had 
obtained  from  four  different  chemists. — Alfred  Chambers 
(77),  of  Lambeth  Palace  Road,  was  "  so  worried  and  in  such 
poverty  "  that  he  took  a  fatal  dose  of  oxalic  acid  and  died  in 
St.  Thomas's  Hospital. — Ann  Elizabeth  March  (45),  of 
Harrogate,  drank  oxalic  acid  from  a  bottle  in  mistake  for 
soda-water,  and  died  as  a  consequence. — Herbert  Roland 
Bateman  (24),  of  Bath,  committed  suicide  with  potassium 
cyanide  because  of  financial  difficulties. — A  mixture  of 
potassium  cyanide  and  laudanum  was  taken  by  John  Read 
(59),  a  Nottingham  printer,  who  was  unable  to  find  work. — 
At  Leicester  the  wife  of  a  shoe-finisher  named  Shipley  asked 
her  daughter,  aged  fourteecn,  to  get  "  baby's  stuff"  out  of 
the  cupboard.  Syrup  of  rhubarb  was  intended,  but  the 
girl  gave  her  mother  a  similarly  shaped  bottle  containing 
creosote,  and  the  mother  gave  half  a  teaspoonful  to  her  four- 
months-old  infant  with  fatal  results. — A  little  boy,  named 
Pugh,  living  at  Llangollen,  sucked  the  heads  of  a  box  of 
matches  and  died  from  phosphorus-poisoning. — Some 
mystery  surrounds  the  death  of  the  six-months-cld  baby  of 
Emily  Constable,  an  East  Ham  tailoress.  A  doctor  at  the 
inquest  alleged  that  the  infant  died  from  corrosive  acid 
poisoning,  the  stomach-walls  having  been  burned  away,  and 
the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  wilful  murder  against  soma 
person  or  persons  unknown. — Mrs.  Jane  Southon,  of  Putney, 
who  suffered  from  cancer,  took  some  morphine  tablets  and 
then  poisoned  herself  with  coal-gas. 

At  Kilchoan,  Ardnamurchan,  Argyllshire,  John  Mac- 
kenzie (17),  son  of  a  gamekeeper,  accidentally  took  an  over- 
dose of  laudanum,  and  died  before  medical  assistance  could 
be  obtained.

A  Month's  Notice,  or  its  equivalent  in  salary,  was  one  of 
the  desiderata  voted  by  the  pharmacists'  assistants  of  Paris, 
etc.,  at  their  last  congress. 

The  Pharmacists'  Assistants'  Association  (Syndicat  de 
Preparateurs  in  Pharmacie)  propose  to  hold  their  next 
general  meeting  at  Lyons.  The  last  one  was  held  in  Paris. 
It  is  hoped  to  organise  gatherings  of  this  kind  biennially,  if 
not  annually,  and  an  endeavour  will  be  made  to  enter  into 
relations  with  foreign  bodies  of  a  similar  nature. 

The  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine. — There  was  an  election 
of  two  foreign  members  at  the  Academy  recently — Pro- 
fessor Ehrlich,  Director  of  the  Bacteriological  Laboratory 
at  Frankfort,  and  Professor  Ramon  y  Cagal,  of  Madrid 
University.  These  two  were  elected  by  a  large  majority, 
and  they  are  both  universally  known  by  their  works  on 
bacteriology.  Among  other  candidates  was  Sir  William 
Broadbent  who  will,  however,  doubtless  be  elected  when  the 
next  vacancy  occurs. 

A  Rather  Sharp  Discussion  was  opened  in  some  drug 
journals  recently  on  the  question  of  "mutual"  and  "co- 
operative" pharmacies.  The  master-pharmacists  object  to 
these  establishments,  as  the  individual  British  chemist 
objects  to  company  drug-stores,  but  the  assistants  regard 
them  with  a  more  favourable  eye.  The  point  in  discussion 
was  whether  such  establishments  paid  their  assistants  better 
than  ordinary  pharmacists.  So  far  as  the  evidence  produced 
up  to  the  present  goes,  it  would  appear  that  in  this  matter,  as 
in  that  in  which  Sir  Roger  de  Coverley  was  asked  to 
arbitrate,  "  much  might  be  said  on  both  sides." 

The  Suppression  of  the  Night-bell  is  a  question  which 
assistants  always  discuss  with  interest.  The  Paris  "  Phar- 
macy Preparators,"  or  Assistants'  Syndicate,  and  similar 
bodies,  in  congress  assembled,  discussed  a  scheme  by  which 
night -service  should  be  organised  by  the  municipality.  The 
idea  seemed  to  be  to  close  all  pharmacies  from  8  p.m.  to  8  a.m. 
(the  principle  of  a  working-day  of  twelve  hours,  two  of 
which  would  be  for  meals,  having  been  voted)  and  to  send  all 
night-calls  to  the  municipal  pharmacies.  In  large  towns 
where  no  municipal  service  exists  one  might  be  created ;  in 
smaller  places  the  night-service  would  be  carried  out  by  the 
ordinary  pharmacies,  and  specially  paid  for. 

A  Statue  to  Philippe  Lebon  is  to  be  erected  in  the 
Champs  Elysees,  Paris,  on  the  precise  spot  where  the  in- 
ventor of  gas  was  assassinated  on  December  2,  1804,  when 
he  was  superintending  the  illuminations  in  honour  of 
Bonaparte's  coronation.  Three  years  before  (in  1801)  he 
had  taken  out  a  patent  "  for  a  new  means  of  more  usefully 
employing  combustibles  for  heating  and  lighting  and  for 
utilising  the  different  products."  The  statue  is  by  Antide 
Pechine,  and  represents  the  savant  holding  a  retort  and 
studying  the  result  of  his  experiments.  The  lower  portion 
of  the  monument  comprises  a  figure  of  the  Genius  of  Light, 
a-  semi-nude  labourer  of  a  gasworks,  and  representations  of 
a  gas-factory  and  a  balloon. 

The  Pharmacist's  Oath. — M.  Gourdou,  a  Southern 
pharmacist,  proposes  to  revive  the  .ancient  and  laudable 
custom  of  administering  an  oath  to  the  newly-diplomaed 
members  of  the  profession.  But  he  would  have  the  oath 
brought  up  to  date  and  modified  to  suit  present-day  ideas. 
He  proposes  a  formula  by  which  the  pharmacist  would 
promise  "  on  his  honour  "  to  confine  his  commerce  to  the 
sale  of  drugs  and  medicaments ;  to  have  ho  depot  of 
medicaments  outside  his  pharmacy ;  to  sell  or  advertise  no 
secret  remedy ;  to  respect  in  every  point  the  existing  laws 
of  the  profession;  to  prepare  medicaments  with  care  and 
exactitude;  to  abstain  from  disloyal  competition  with  his 
0Onfr&.re&  or  immoral  and  scandalous  traffic  (in  the  way 
of  commission,  etc.)  with  doctors. 

Pharmaceutical  Ceremonies. — The  record  of  recent 
events  in  French  pharmacy  would  not  be  complete  without 
a  reference  to  the  annual  gala  matinee  performance 
organised  by  the  Association  of  Pharmacy  Students,  which 
was  given  some  time  ago  at  the  Chatelet  Theatre,  Paris. 
It  was  held  .for  the  benefit  of  the  Association's  Relief 
Fund.  It  was  a  great  success  and  showed  considerable 
enterprise  on  the  part  of  the  organisers.    On  the  evening 


of  the  same  day  a  presentation  was  made  to  Professor 
Bourquelot  of  a  work  of  art  to  celebrate  his  nomination  to 
the  Legion  of  Honour.  In  acknowledging  the  honour  done 
him,  M.  Bourquelot  made  a  charming  speech  in  which  he 
briefly  traced  his  career,  and  terminated  by  saying  that 
if  he  had  obtained  some  scientific  notoriety,  and  "if  his 
name  had  become  attached  to  a  little  corner  of  science, 
it  was  not  due  to  him  alone,  but  also  to  his  excellent 
professors  and  colleagues,  who  had  done  him  so  much 
service. 

Illustrated  Postcards. — Few  indeed  are  the  subjects 
left  untouched  nowadays  by  the  ubiquitous  postal  paste- 
board. A  Paris  pharmacist  has  sought  to  symbolise  his  a»t 
in  a  series  of  designs  and  verses,  serious  and  amusing.  He 
commences  with  the  Codex  : 

Book  of  truth  !  the  only  book  infallible, 
Which  we  never  open  without  awe  and  respect, 
Codex,  oh  my  Koran,  oh  my  Code,  oh  mv  Bible  ! 
My  heart  with  ardent  love  trembleth  at  thy  aspect, 
and  finishes  with  this  bit  of  "  Philosophy  "  : 

First  Customer:  "Give  me,  if  you  please,  a  penn'orth  of 
vaseline." 

Second  Customer  :  "  You  will  kindly,  Sir,  analvse  this  urino 
minutely." 

And  does  it  not  appal 
To  think  that  one  can  be  so  great— and  yet  so  small  ! 
!  All  Photographers— and  who  is  not  nowadays  ?— will 
follow  with  interest  the  chatty  notes  on  their  art  which 
appear  from  time  to  time  in  the  "Petit  Parisien."  The 
latest  discusses  the  invention  of  the  camera.  It  seems 
doubtful,  says  the  writer  of  the  article,  if  Porta's  claim  is 
tenable;  Leonard  de  Vinci  (long  before  Porta  was  born) 
described  it  very  completely,  though  he  does  not  claim  the 
invention.  One  may  even  trace  the  leading  idea  in  the 
"Problemata"  of  Aristotle.  Barbaro,  in  a  treatise  on 
physical  science  published  at  Venice  in  1568,  recommended 
the  convex  glass  covered  except  in  the  centre ;  and  Christo- 
pher Schneider,  in  1630,  also  described  the  camera  obscura 
very  accurately,  and  replaced  the  white  paper  by  a  sheet  of 
ground  glass.  Daguerre  and  Nieper  had  only  to'replace  this 
ground  glass  by  a  sensitive  plate,  and  photography  was 
invented. 

Poisoning  by  Pastry. — There  was  a  curious  case  before 
the  Paris  Courts  recently,  in  which  a  pastrycook  was  pro- 
secuted on  a  charge  of  having  poisoned  twenty-six  persons 
with  pastry  made  by  him.  The  origin  of  the  case  dates  back 
from  1901,  and,  after  the  opinion  of  numerous  experts  had 
been  taken,  the  law  has  decided  that  the  poisoning  was  due 
to  white  of  egg  used  in  making  the  pastry  in  question.  The 
conclusion  was  that  the  noxious  element  in  stale  eggs  is 
extremely  dangerous,  and  it  suffices  for  a  single  egg  to  have 
turned  bad  to  cause  a  large  number  of  cases  of  poisoning. 
M.  Metchnikoff,  assistant  director  of  the  Institute  Pasteur, 
has  confirmed  the  opinion  of  the  experts.  These  opinions 
seem  to  throw  a  doubt  on  the  value  of  eggs  as  a  food,  from 
which  they  have  hitherto  been  free.  Judgment  has  been 
given  in  Paris  this  week  to  the  effect  that,  taking  into 
consideration  the  evidence  of  the  experts,  according  to 
which  white  of  egg  may  become  naturally  poisonous  under 

I  determined  influences,  the  Court  decided  that  no  responsi- 
bility against  the  pastrycook  was  established,  and  conse- 

j  quently  he  had  incurred  no  liability  for  damages. 

j  A  Pharmacist's  Error. — There  was  another  case  which 
is  likely  to  occupy  the  French  Courts.  One  morning  re- 
cently a  pharmacist  of  the  rue  Chauveau  Lagarde.  Paris, 
close  to  the  Madeleine,  was  sent  for  in  hot  haste  from  the 
Hotel  Marigny,  rue  de  l'Arcade,  and  informed  that  a  case 
of  poisoning  had  taken  place.  The  Oestricher  family, 
wealthy  New  Yorkers,  were  in  the  habit  of  purging  them- 
selves before  setting  out  on  a  journey,  and,  expecting  to 
leave  Paris,  they  bought  two  packets  of  sulphate  of  mag- 
nesia (1-i,-  o'z.  each)  at  a  pharmacy  near  the  neighbouring 
station  of  St.  Lazare.  On  Saturday  week  they  took  half  a 
packet  (J  oz.),  and  divided  it  among  themselves — father, 
mother,  and  a  girl  of  eleven.  In  the  middle  of  the  night 
the  father  and  mother  were  very  sick,  but  it  did  not  occur 
to  them  to  visit  the  child,  who  was  apparently  sleeping 
peacefully.  The  next  morning  the  little  girl  was  found 
senseless,  and  died  at  1  p.m.  in  spite  of  medical  attention. 
The  powder  is  to  be  analysed,  and  an  inquiry  made  into  the 
circumstances.  .  . 
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How  Jerome  Paturot  Started  his  successful  career  in 
the  drug-business  is  related  by  "  Mirliton  "  in  one  of  his 
amusing  sketches.  Others  seeking  situations  devour  the 
columns  of  the  newspapers  or  frequent  agencies,  etc. 
Jerome's  road  to  success  was  a  Paris  boulevard,  his  Wheel 
of  Fortune  the  passing  omnibus.  While  enjoying  his 
cigarette  outside  a  cafe  he  saw  a  passing  motor-car  knock 
down  a  luckless  pedestrian.  Quickly  on  the  spot,  his  mind 
was  made  up.  Half  an  hour  later  he  might  have  been  seen 
strolling  round  to  the  rue  de  la  Verrerie,  where  he  entered 
a  wholesale  chemist's  and  asked  for  the  "patron"  and 
after  some  perseverance  gained  his  point.  "  What  do  you 
want?"  asked  the  chemist,  ill-pleased  at  the  interruption. 
"A  place  as  laboratory  assistant  and  messenger."  "Do 
you  suppose  I  haven't  one  already?  "  "  Pardon,  monsieur, 
you  had  one  half  an  hour  ago — Jules  Morel,  aged  twenty- 
eight  ;  but  he  has  just  been  run  over,  and,  fearing  your 
important  business  might  be  thereby  impeded,  I  ven- 
tured." His  calm  assurance  got  him  the  situation.  How 
he  rose  to  be  shopman,  clerk,  and  bookkeeper  it  boots  not 
to  tell.  The  essential  point  in  life,  as  we  all  know,  is  to 
make  a  good  start,  and  the  rest  is  won  by  waiting.  The 
author  recommends  Jean  Paturot's  idea  to  the  struggling 
beginner,  charitably  reminding  him  that  some  disappoint- 
ments must  be  expected.

New  South  Wales. 

Looking  for  Funds. — The  Premier  and  Colonial 
Treasurer,  the  Hon.  J.  Carruthers,  received  the  President 
and  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  New  South 
Wales  on  April  18  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  their  statement 
as  to  the  finances  of  the  Board.  It  was  shown  that  the 
Board  had  to  administer  the  Poisons  Act  without  receiving 
any  fees,  and  that  the  fees  received  for  the  administration  | 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act  had  diminished  to  such  an  extent  that 
it  would  not  be  possible  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Acts  without  further  funds.  While  the  Board  was  in  posses- 
sion of  sufficient  funds  from  1897  to  1901.  the  Poisons  Act 
was  administered  in  such  a  manner  that  the  reported  cases 
of  poisoning  diminished  by  about  50  per  cent.,  but  since 
then,  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds,  the  Board  had  to  do  with- 
out the  services  of  an  inspector,  with  the  consequence  that 
the  cases  of  poisoning  have  increased  steadily  until  they  are 
now  just  as  bad  as  they  were  before  1897.    The  deputation 


put  it  strongly  to  the  Premier  that  funds  should  be  provided 
to  properly  administer  the  Acts,  and  showed  two  ways  to 
do  this — namely,  either  grant  the  Board  an  adequate  subsidy 
or  give  the  Board  an  enactment  empowering  them  to  charge 
certain  fees — namely,  the  proposed  new  Poisons  Act,  which 
will  give  the  Board  the  right  to  charge  an  annual  fee  of 
10*'.  bd.  for  each  poisons-licence  and  for  each  renewal.  The 
Premier  stated  that  he  could  not  promise  to  grant  subsidies 
to  the  Board,  but  would  give  them  the  new  Bill,  which,  he 
stated,  has  already  been  taken  in  hand. 

New  Zealand. 

Reciprocity. — The  Referendum  of  the  registered  che- 
mists of  New  Zealand,  taken  on  April  20  throughout  the 
Colony,  resulted  in  210  votes  being  returned,  57  against 
reciprocity,  57  for  reciprocity  on  the  basis  of  an  inter- 
change of  examinations  only,  84  for  reciprocity  on  the 
whole-register  basis,  and  12  informal  votes.  This  will 
probably  result  in  hanging  up  the  question  for  a  long 
period.  Those  who  voted  for  reciprocity  on  the  basis  of 
the  whole  register  desire  that  any  man  registered  in  New 
Zealand,  whether  because  he  had  passed  the  examinations 
or  because  he  was  in  business  before  they  were  instituted, 
should  be  entitled  to  go  to  any  State  in  Australia  and  carry 
on  his  occupation,  obtaining  formal  registration  without 
the  need  to  pass  any  examination.  The  examination-basis 
meant  that  reciprocity  was  to  extend  only  to  those  who 
had  secured  registration  by  passing  the  examinations  of 
the  Colony  in  which  they  lived.  Reciprocity  is  practically 
a  new  question  in  New  Zealand,  and  the  discussions  that 
have  taken  place  have  shown  that  there  is  generally  no 
urgency  of  any  kind  to  compel  leaders  and  others  to  give 
the  matter  much  attention. 

Tasmania. 

Illegal  Vending  of  Medicines. — At  the  Hobart  City 
Police  Court  on  March  24,  James  Ingles,  grocer,  was 
charged  with  a  breach  of  the  Medical  Act,  1837,  in  having 
sold  without  a  licence  linseed,  liquorice,  and  chlorodyne 
lozenges,  and  "  Health  Saline."  The  defendant  pleaded 
not  guilty.  Mr.  W.  F.  Ward,  Government  Analyst,  said 
the  health  saline  contained  sodium  bicarb.,  tartaric  acid, 
and  19.75  per  cent,  of  Epsom  salts.  The  lozenges  were 
composed  of  linseed,  liquorice,  and  chlorodyne,  the  last 
mentioned  containing  a  trace  of  morphia,  but  not  sufficient 
to  be  likely  to  injure  anyone.  Dr.  E.  J.  Crouch,  Hon. 
Secretary  of  the  Court  of  Medical  Examiners,  proved  that 
the  defendant  was  not  licensed  to  vend  medicines,  and  had 
never  applied  for  a  licence.  For  the  defence,  it  was 
submitted  that  medicines  had  not  been  sold  sur- 
reptitiously ;  everything  had  been  done  openly.  All  the 
separate  ingredients  of  the  health  saline  were  commonly 
sold  over  the  counter  by  grocers,  so  that  if  his  client  was 
liable  to  be  fined  for  selling  the  mixture,  others  should 
be  punished  for  selling  the  ingredients.  Superintendent 
Pedder  intimated  that  the  proceedings  had  been  instituted 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  warning  grocers  who  sold  medi- 
cines illegally  to  desist  from  the  practice.  The  Bench 
imposed  a  fine  of  5s.,  with  costs  1/.  14s.  6d. 

Victoria. 

Mr.  Sidney  Plowman  has  resigned  the  lectureship  on 
materia  medica  and  pharmacy  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy, 
Melbourne.  Mr.  T.  E.  Turner,  who  has  been  a  pharmaceu- 
tical coach  for  some  years,  has  been  appointed  to  the  vacant 
position.    Mr.  Sidney  Plowman  is  suffering  from  overwork. 

Western  Australia. 

A  Prosperous  Society. — The  statement  of  receipts  and 
expenditure  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  of  Western  Aus- 
tralia shows  that  the  Society  is  prospering.  This  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  it  is  able  to  obtain  from  its  registered  chemists 
a  subscription  or  practically  an  annual  fee,  and  also  a  poisons- 
licence  fee,  while  the  examinations  have  returned  a  profit  of 
50  per  cent,  of  the  fees.  The  revenue  was  487/.,  the  ex- 
penditure 424/.  In  the  expenditure  are  included  80/.  for 
apparatus,  drugs,  museum-cases,  and  fittings.  Other  items 
are  on  a  liberal  scale.  The  year  began  with  a  balance  in 
the  bank  of  360/..  and  ends  with  an  increased  balance  of 
nearly  63/.  The  Council  has  a  block  of  land  worth  150/. ; 
Government  stock,  750/. ;  balance  in  the  bank,  173/.  ;  while 
furniture,  specimens,  appliances,  stationery,  and  books  are 
reckoned  at  another  200/.

The  imports  of  drugs  and  chemicals  into  Cape  Colony 
during  the  three  months  ending  March  31  amounted  to 
61,000?.,  against  69,000/.  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
1904. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Mb.  D.  K.  Petersen,  of  Messrs.  Petersen  &  Co.,  whole- 
sale druggists,  Cape  Town,  was  on  a  visit  to  Bloemfcntein 
when  the  mail  left. 

The  Visit  of  Lord  Selborne  to  Bloemfontein  stirred 
up  the  photographic  business.  Everybody  who  had  a  camera 
tried  to  get  a  portrait  of  the  new  High  Commissioner,  and 
films,  plates,  and  developers  were  consequently  in  brisk 
demand  among  local  craftsmen. 

British  Association's  Visit. — The  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  approached  the  Bloemfontein  Town  Council  with 
the  suggestion  that  the  Government  with  other  public 
bodies  should  bear  the  whole  of  the  expenses  in  connection 
with  the  visit  of  the  British  Association.  The  Town 
Council  authorised  the  Finance  Committee  to  contribute  an 
amount  equal  to  the  Government's  share,  but  not  to  exceed 
300Z. 

Transvaal. 

The  Examinations. — The  total  number  of  entries  for  the 
first  examinations  held  by  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board 
was  nineteen.  A  complete  examination-outfit  (similar  to 
that  used  at  Bloomsbury  Square)  is  being  procured  for  the 
use  of  the  Board  by  the  Crown  Agent  in  London.  It  will 
be  used  at  the  November  examinations. 

Transvaal  Medical  Cotjncil. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
Council  held  at  Pretoria  on  May  12,  a  letter  was  read  with 
reference  to  the  hardship  that  would  be  caused  to  store- 
keepers and  farmers  in  the  country  by  the  too  strict  enforce- 
•ment  of  Government  Notice  (No.  273  of  1905)  on  the  subject 
of  the  sale  of  poisons  so  far  as  they  related  to  patent 
medicines  for  man  and  beast.  The  letter  further  pointed 
out  that  in  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  inconvenience  and 
hardship  it  had  been  suggested  that  the  Attorney-General 
should  issue  instructions  to  magistrates,  public  prosecutors, 
and  the  police,  that  prosecutions  for  the  sale  of  patent 
medicines  should  only  be  instituted  after  instructions  had 
been  issued  by  the  Law  Department.  Before  such  instruc- 
tions were  issued  by  the  Law  Department  the  views  of  the 
Medical  Council  should  be  obtained.  After  discussion  it  was 
resolved  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  that  the  Pharmacy  Board  be  asked  to  send  a 
delegate  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
when  the  matter  would  be  considered.  Several  gentlemen 
were  registered  as  doctors,  and  arrangements  were  discussed 
regarding  the  nurses'  examination. 


TRANSVAAL  PHARMACY  BOARD. 

A  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  at  the  Normal  College 
Buildings,  Johannesburg,  on  May  16,  under  the  presidency 
of  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  there  being  also  present  Messrs. 
R.  Butters,  W.  T.  Skinn  (Johannesburg),  B.  Owen  Jones 
(Boksburg),  J.  R.  Jones  (Pretoria),  and  the  Secretary  (Mr. 
E.  Gorges). 

Dutch  and  Patent  Medicines. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Colonial  Secretary,  suggest- 
ing that,  in  view  of  the  great  hardships  entailed  upon 
farmers  and  others  in  the  outside  districts,  prosecutions 
should  not  be  taken  up  in  the  case  of  storekeepers  selling 
Dutch  and  patent  medicines  until  inquiries  had  been  made 
into  the  circumstances  of  the  particular  cace. 

The  Chairman  said  he  wished  to  remove  a  wrong  impres- 


sion from  the  minds  ef  storekeepers  and  traders  in  outside 
towns.  The  Pharmacy  Board  did  not  object  to  the  sale  of 
patent  and  Dutch  medicines  by  these  people,  provided  the 
preparations  did  not  contain  any  potent  poisons  which  were 
forbidden  to  be  sold  by  unqualified  persons  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  In  addition,  he  wished  to  make  it  clear  that, 
storekeepers  could  apply  for  permission  from  their  Resident 
Magistrate  to  sell  medicines  containing  poisons,  for  agri- 
cultural purposes,  and,  further,  that  anyone  who  wanted  to 
sell  preparations  containing  potent  poisons  for  medical  pur- 
poses would  be  allowed  to  pass  an  examination  before  the 
Pharmacy  Board  qualifying  him  to  do  so. 

Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones  said  he  agreed  with  the  Chairman's 
remarks,  and  would  support  a  recommendation  to  that  effect, 
provided  that  it  was  only  allowed  to  apply  to  places  situated 
six  miles  from  a  registered  chemist.  He  thought  it  was 
time  they  did  something  to  prevent  the  indiscriminate  sale 
of  these  medicines  by  unqualified  persons  in  towns  where 
there  were  duly  qualified  chemists  and  druggists. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Jones  (Pretoria)  said  they  did  not  look  at  the 
matter  from  a  business  aspect,  or  because  they  wished  to 
confine  the  sale  of  these  things  to  chemists,  but  because 
they  wished  to  protect  the  public. 

Mr.  R.  Butters  (Johannesburg)  said  a  great  many  of  these 
preparations  contained  laudanum,  and  owing  to  the  indis- 
criminate manner  in  which  they  were  sold  and  administered 
Dutch  children  were  frequently  poisoned.  What  the  Board 
wanted  was  to  see  that  any  person  selling  medicines  contain- 
ing laudanum  or  chlorodyne  was  in  a  position  to  know 
whether  such  medicines  were  applicable  for  the  particular 
cases  for  which  they  were  purchased. 

It  was  decided  to  embody  the  remarks  of  the  Chairman  in 
a  recommendation  to  the  Colonial  Secretary,  and  to  stipulate 
that  the  modification  of  the  law  should  apply  only  to  places 
situated  six  miles  from  the  nearest  registered  chemist. 

The  Sale  of  Opium. 
The  report  of  the  sub-committee,  consisting  of  Dr.  J. 
Van  Niekerk,  Mr.  R.  Butters,  and  the  President,  which 
was  appointed  to  consider  the  suggestions  from  the  Chamber 
of  Mines  Labour  Importation  Agency  with  reference  to  the 
proposed  amendment  of  the  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  gum 
opium  or  extract  of  opium,  was  then  submitted.  The  com- 
mittee recommended  that  suggestions  (a)  of  the  Chamber  of 
Mines  Labour  Importation  Agency  to  the  effect  that  the 
penalty  provided  in  Section  56  of  the  Medical,  Dental,  and 
Pharmacy  Ordinance  of  1904  should  be  made  more  severe, 
and  in  particular  that  power  should  be  given  to  the  Court  to 
send  the  offender  to  prison  without  the  option  of  a  fine, 
should  be  adopted,  and  recommended  further  that  a  fine 
should  be  imposed  in  addition  to  the  imprisonment.  With 
reference  to  suggestions  (6)  and  (c)  that  Section  50  of  the 
Ordinance  should  be  amended  so  as  to  make  it  a  crime  for 
any  unauthorised  person  to  keep  any  poison  included  in 
Part  1  of  the  third  schedule  unless  he  could  show  it  was  for 
his  own  consumption,  and  that  a  provision  should  be  in- 
serted forbidding  any  chemist  or  druggist  to  keep  more  than 
a  certain  quantity  of  opium  on  his  premises,  the  sub-com- 
mittee could  not  recommend  them.  The  sub-committee 
agreed  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Labour  Importation 
Agency  that  a  very  heavy  duty  should  be  placed  on  gum 
opium  and  extract  of  opium,  and  expressed  its  intention  of 
causing  thorough  inspection  of  chemists'  poison-books.

The  Chairman  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Secretary 
(Mr.  E.  Gorges),  whom  he  was  sorry  to  say  they  were  losing. 
Mr.  Gorges  had  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  Board,  and 
had  laboured  most  energetically  on  their  behalf.  Mr.  B. 
Owen  Jones  seconded,  and  the  motion  was  carried. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Colonial  Secretary,  notify- 
ing that  a  proclamation  had  appeared  in  the  "Government 
Gazette  "  of  April  29.  applying  the  provisions  of  Parts  1,  3, 
4,  5,  and  6  of  the  Medical,  Dental,  and  Pharmacy  Ordinance 
of  1904  to  Swaziland,  and  intimating  that  this  gave  the 
Board  powers  over  that  Colony. 
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Colonial  ano  foreign  IHews. 


Gariealdian  Pharmacist. — Francesco  Zanni  has  died  at 
Bologna  at  the  age  of  sixty-seven  years.  He  was  chief  of 
the  dispensary  of  the  Ospedale  Maggiore  up  till  September 
1903,  since  when  he  has  lived  in  retirement.  He  was  an 
ardent  patriot,  and  enrolled  himself  in  the  ranks  of  the 
Garibaldians  in  1866. 

Eadium  in  Spain. — Reuter's  Madrid  correspondent 
telegraphs  that  a  party  of  notable  scientists  of  Madrid 
have  visited  the  district  of  the  Guadarrama  Mountains, 
where  there  are  deposits  of  uranium  and  radium.  The 
specimens  brought  back  by  the  scientists  are  very  rich, 
and  this  important  discovery  has  aroused  great  interest. 

A  Narrow  Escape.— On  June  2  a  despatch  from  Revel 
to  the  "  Novoe  Vremya "  states  the  Meyer  Chemical  fac- 
tory suffered  badly  from  fire.  The  alcohol  department 
narrowly,  escaped.  Had  it  caught  the  whole  suburb  in 
which  the  factory  is  placed  would  have  been  destroyed, 
for  the  stcck  of  spirit  amounted  to  20,000  poods  (over  300 
tons). 

Dirty  Medicine-bottles. — A  Berlin  pharmacist  has  just 
drawn  attention  in  the  "  Tageblatt "  to  the  danger  of  the 
spread  of  disease  by  the  return  of  medicine-bottles  in  a 
dirty  condition  to  the  shops  from  which  they  were  obtained. 
He  points  out  the  danger  resulting  from  bottles  and  pots 
brought  from  sick-rooms  where  there  have  been  patients 
suffering  from  various  contagious  diseases,  and  urges  that 
the  medical  authorities  should  place  an  energetic  veto  on  the 
practice  in  question. 

Ice  in  Pharmacies. — Berlin  medical  men  think  apo- 
thekers  should  be  compelled  to  stock  ice,  especially  on 
Sundays  and  holidays,  when  it  cannot  be  procured  elsewhere. 
The  "  Apotheker  Zeitung  "  says  the  proposal  is  brought 
forward  almost  yearly,  and  quite  solemnly  (and  sarcas- 
tically) discusses  the  'pros  and  cons  of  the  matter,  especially 
the  difficulty  apothekers  would  have  in  storing  it,  and  the 
fact  that  ice  is  not  in  the  "  Arzneibuch  fiir  das  Deutsche 
Reich  "  ;  poor  things  ! 

Brazilian  Monazite  Sand. — A  despatch  has  been  re- 
ceived at  the  Foreign  Office  from  the  Acting  British  Consul- 
General  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  (Mr.  C.  B.  Rhind),  from  which  it 
appears  that  the  Supreme  Tribunal  has  confirmed  the  ex- 
clusive right  claimed  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control 
the  working  and  exportation  of  monazite  sands,  on  the 
ground  that  the  lands  whence  these  sands  are  derived,  form- 
ing the  foreshores  of  seas  and  rivers,  are  the  property  of  the 
Union  and  not  of  the  States. 

An  Interesting  Legal  Question  has  cropped  up  in  St. 
Petersburg  arising  out  of  the  strikes  in  the  pharmacies. 
The  masters  engaged  not  to  discharge  anyone  for  a  period 
of  six  months,  and  not  to  alter  the  double  shift  introduced 
on  January  22.  First  pharmacist  Hakkel,  and  now  phar- 
macist Koiransk,  have  infringed  their  agreements  by 
suppressing  the  double  shift  and  reintroducing  the  fourteen 
hours'  working  day.  Hence  a  new  strike  and  boycott  plus 
a  legal  action  against  the  recalcitrant  masters  :  both  actions 
pending. 

Ancient  Rights. — The  tribunal  of  Fermo,  says  the 
"  Bollettino  Chimico-Farmaceutico,"  has  settled  a  most 
important  question  relative  to  pharmacy  in  what  were  once 
the  Papal  States.  In  the  Commune  of  Porto  S.  Giorgio 
some  months  ago  a  new  pharmacy  was  opened,  and  the 
original  pharmacist,  citing  his  "ancient  right,"  requested 
an  order  to  close  the  new  pharmacy.  The  tribunal  held 
that  in  the  ex-Papal  States  there  dees  not  exist  any  local 
privilege  and  that  the  judicial  authority  is  incompetent  to 
order  the  suppreession  of  a  pharmacy. 

Russian  Chemical-works  Dividends. — The  net  profit 
of  the  St.  Petersburg  Chemical  Laboratory  for  the  year 
1904  came  out  at  36,830r.,  of  wjhich  31,489r.  are  to  be 
distributed  in  dividends,  or  4^  per  cent,  on  the  original 
capital.

will  be  divided  among  the  shareholder*,  or  '3  per  cent,  on 
the  capital  of  l,250,000r.    The  Radoch  Chemical-works  Co. 


of  Sossnovitz  closed  its  1904  working  year  with  a  net  profit 
of  71,951r.  ;  42,000r.  will  be  distributed  as  dividends,  or 
7  per  cent,  on  the  original  capital. 

Protecting  Trade-marks  in  Italy. — According  to  the 
"  Bollettino  Chimico-Farmaceutico,"  Messrs.  F.  Bayer  & 
Co.,  C.  F.  Boehr.'nger  &  Sohne,  Meister  Lucius  &  Bruning, 
Hoffmann  Laroche  &  Co.,  Knoll  &  Co.,  Merck  &  Co., 
Vereinigte  Kininfabriken,  and  Zimmer  &  Co.  have  entered 
an  action  against  a  pharmacist  for  having  without  right 
used  the  titles  aspirina,  protargolo,  salofene,  tannigeno, 
trionale,  eroina,  aristolo,  piramidone,  antipirina,  migranina, 
dermatolo,  airolo,  benzosolo,  tiocolo,  tannalbina,  diuretina, 
dionina,  tannoformio,  euchinina,  lactofenina,  etc.,  which 
he  applied  to  articles  obtained  from  a  manufacturer  whom 
he  represented,  whereas  these  terms  belonged  exclusively 
to  the  respective  houses  named  above.  The  journal  quotes 
the  judgment  at  Milan  in  favour  of  Messrs.  Bayer  on 
December  30,  1904,  in  which  the  defendant  pharmacist 
and  his  principal  were  condemned.  All  counterfeit  goods 
referring  to  the  case  were  confiscated,  and  the  defendants 
paid  costs  of  the  action. 

Proprietary-makers  Alarmed. — A  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Manufacturers  of  Pharmaceutical  Specialities  was 
held  at  Frankfort-on-Main  last  week  to  protest  against  the 
regulations  regarding  the  sale  and  advertisement  of  pro- 
prietary medicines.  The  Home  Office  authorities  some  time 
ago  published  a  "  black  list  "  of  ninety-five  articles,  and  the 
aim  of  the  Association  is  to  get  that  list  reduced.  Many  of 
the  articles  named  are,  they  contend,  beneficial,  and  they  are 
agitating  for  the  revision  of  the  objectionable  regulations, 
and  for  the  introduction  of  an  Imperial  law  to  deal  with  the 
question.  The  Conference  of  Federal  Governments  on  the 
subject  (referred  to  in  the  C.  &  D.,  May  27,  p.  83  col. 
supp.)  is  likely  to  produce  additions  to,  rather  than  a  reduc- 
tion of,  the  list,  and  the  Association  is  to  petition  the  Home 
Office  authorities  to  consult  with  experienced  manufacturers 
before  doing  anything  further.  So  called  "  substitution  "  is 
also  bitterly  complained  of.  Meanwhile  the  Minister  of 
Education  is  collecting  the  opinions  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion regarding  the  addition  of  various  other  "new 
remedies  "  to  the  list.

Spacious  New  Surgical  Wards  are  to  be  added  to  the 
Medical  College  Hospital,  Calcutta,  and  are  to  be  equipped 
with  all  the  most  modern  and  up-to-date  appliances. 

The  Mysore  Forest  Department  have  on  hand  for  dis- 
posal large  quantities  of  the  following  produce  collected 
from  the  State  forests  :  Soap-nuts,  wax,  honey,  tamarinds, 
marking-nuts. 

European  Enterprise  is  awaking  seriously  to  the  pro- 
spects of  the  rubber-industry  in  Burma.  On  every  hand 
large  areas  of  land  are  being  secured  from  the  authorities 
for  rubber-cultivation. 

Ceylon  Estate  Dispensaries. — A  return  showing  the 
number  of  Estate  Dispensaries,  number  of  cases  treated,  and 
the  expenditure  on  drugs  at  each  for  the  five  years  ended 
December  31.  1904,  is  given  in  the  "  Ceylon  Gazette." 

Straits  News. — Dr.  James  Galloway,  who  was  recently 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Straits  Legislative  Council,  has 
resigned  his  seat.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Dr.  Galloway 
opposed  the  Government  on  the  Medical  Registration  Bill 
and  the  Poisons  Ordinance. — Dr.  Braddon,  the  State  Sur- 
geon of  Negri  Sembilan,  and  Dr.  Daniels,  the  Director  of  the 
Institute  of  Medical  Research,  Kuala  Lumpur,  are  to  conr 
duct  some  experiments  in  the  Selangor  prisons,  where  beri- 
beri is  to  be  met  with  regularly.  Dr.  Braddon's  theory  is 
that  beri-beri  is  caused  by  a  toxin  conveyed  in  special  forms 
of  riee.  especially  Siam  rice.  Indian  rice  will  therefore  be 
used  as  a  food,  as  it  is  supposed  to  have  prophylactic  pro- 
perties against  beri-beri. — Particulars  of  the  Straits  Medical 
School  just  published  show  that  the  course  of  study  will  be 
for  five  years,  and  successful  students  will  receive  diplomas 
entitling  them  to  practise  in  the  Straits  Settlements  and 
Federated  Malay  States.  No  student  yfill  be  accepted 
unless  his  knowledge  of  English  and  his  general  education 
are  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  profit  by  the  instruction.

High  Court  Cases. 

"  Bile  Beans  "  in  Scotch  Law. 
In  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  on  Saturday,  June  10, 
before  Lord  Ardwall,  counsel  for  the  respondent  moved 
his  Lordship  to  grant  leave  for  a  commission  and  dili- 
gence to  recover  from  the  complainers  certain  documents 
which  were  said  to  be  necessary  in  the  action  by  the  Bile 
Beans  Manufacturing  Co.  and  C.  E.  Fulford  &  E.  A. 
Gilbert,  manufacturing  chemists,  Greek  Street,  Leeds,  the 
partners  of  the  company,  against  George  Graham  David- 
son, wholesale  and  retail  chemist,  Edinburgh,  to  have  the 
respondent  interdicted  from  selling  pills  except  pills  manu- 
factured by  the  complainers  as  "  Bile  Beans."  Mr.  Gillon, 
for  the  respondent,  asked  his  Lordship  to  grant  the  dili- 
gence craved  in  terms  of  the  specification. 

Mr.  Cooper,  K.C.,  for  the  complainers,  said  he  objected 
to  some  of  the  items.  He  submitted  with  regard  to  the 
first  article  to  show  the  complainers'  contract  of  copartnery 
that  it  should  be  limited.  In  statement  1  they  averred 
who  were  the  sole  partners  of  the  company.  It  might  be 
legitimate  for  the  respondent  to  get  an  excerpt  showing 
that  the  complainers'  statement  to  that  effect  was  true,  but 
there  could  be  no  justification  for  allowing  the  respondent 
to  get  the  whole  of  the  contract  of  copartnery.  He  moved 
that  the  first  article  be  limited  so  that  an  excerpt  be  taken 
in  sight  of  the  commissioner  showing  who  are  the  partners 
of  the  complainers'  firm. 

Lord  Ardwall  asked  what  was  the  object  of  this. 

Mr.  Morison,  for  the  respondent,  said  it  was  important 
that  they  should  ascertain  the  date  when  they  began 
business  as  a  company  and  clear  up  any  property  which 
they  asserted  in  the  words  "Bile  Beans,"  and  whether 
they  agreed  to  take  over  machinery  or  real  rights  to  the 
words,  and  whether  anything  was  done  to  pay  Charles 
Forde,  whose  name  appeared  above  Bile  Beans  on  the 
boxes.  In  the  beginning  of  their  statement  they  stated 
that  they  commenced  the  manufacture  of  "Bile  Beans"  in 
England  in  1899.  He  thought  they  were  entitled  to  have 
that  date  proved  and  what  was  the  date  of  the  contract 
with  Charles  Forde. 

Lord  Ardwall  said  he  would  allow  excerpts  to  be  taken 
of  all  passages  relating  to  the  date  of  the  contract,  the 
property  in  the  term  "Bile  Beans,"  the  members  of  the 
copartnery,  and  to  Charles  Forde. 

Mr.  Cooper,  with  regard  to  Article  2,  said  he  objected 
to  the  words  "the  whole  of  the  different  complainers  and 
of  the  complainer  Mr.  Fulford."  They  had  no  right  to  get 
the  whole  of  Mr.  Fulford's  books,  though  he  admitted  they 
had  a  right  to  get  the  whole  of  complainers'  books. 

Lord  Ardwall  said  if  the  partners  had  books  he  did  not 
see  why  they  should  not  get  them.  These  two  people  were 
the  individual  partners,  and  this  English  copartnery,  as 
they  very  well  knew,  was  not  sueable  at  law. 

Mr.  Cooper  also  objected  to  sub-head  3  of  this  article, 
and  said  he  thought  it  was  unnecessary  that  excerpts 
should  be  taken  of  the  quantities  supplied  to  the  respon- 
dent. 

Lord  Ardwall  :  It  can  do  you  no  harm. 

Mr.  Cooper  also  objected  to  supplying  the  respondent 
with  the  sum  paid  by  the  complainers  to  Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.,  Detroit,  U.S.A.,  for  "Bile  Beans"  supplied,  and  the 
sum  paid  for  packing. 

Lord  Ardwall  observed  that  it  would  only  show  the 
amount  of  profit  of  the  complainers  between  buying  and 
selling. 

Mr.  Morison  argued  that  they  wished  to  show  that  the 
complainers  were  simply  middlemen  importing  the  pills, 
and  that  they  were  packed  separately  in  boxes  for  Mr. 
Fulford  or  in  his  name.  If  they  could  prove  that  it  would 
be  a  complete  answer  to  the  complainers' "averment  that 
they  were  the  manufacturers. 

Mr.  Cooper  said  his  friend  did  not  say  in  his  answers 
that  they  packed  them  in  this  country.  He  explained  that 
they  were  sold  in  boxes. 

Lord  Ardwall:  Most  pills  are.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Morison  said  he  understood  they  were  imported  in 
bulk  and  that  Mr.  Fulford  had  considerable  sums  for 


packing  them  in  the  little  boxes.  The  question  was 
whether  or  not  they  were  manufacturers  and  what  the 
history  of  these  "  Bile  Beans  "  on  the  market  was.  If  it  was 
a  fair  and  right  business,  why  should  there  be  any  difficulty 
about  it  ? 

Mr.  Cooper  said  he  did  not  see  the  relevancy  of  this  at 
all.  The  question  was  whether  they  had  a  right  to  sell 
these  pills  under  the  name  "  Bile  Beans,"  and  any  inquiry 
of  the  nature  stated  by  his  friend  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  case.  The  only  question  was,  Have  we  or  have  we  not 
a  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  words  "  Bile  Beans"  ? 

Lord  Ardwall  said  he  had  a  very  similar  case  to  try 
recently  relating  to  the  use  of  the  words  "Diamond 
Dust "  to  designate  a  kind  of  flour  from  a  mill  in  America, 
and  the  question  incidentally  raised  was  whether  that  was 
the  true  name  in  this  country,  it  being  the  name  imported 
from  America  along  with,  and  to  designate,  flour  manufac- 
tured in  America.  That  might  affect  the  question  whether 
such  a  name  constituted  the  true  name  in  this  country.  It 
might  have  been  registered  in  America.  If  the  com- 
plainers got  "Bile  Beans"  in  America  and  sold  thern  here 
that  would  not  prevent  anybody  else  from  importing  and 
selling  them. 

Mr.  Cooper  said  there  was  no  averment  that  it  was  not 
the  case  that  the  words  "Bile  Beans"  had  been  used  in 
America  or  out  of  this  country.  The  complainers  said  they 
used  the  words  "Bile  Beans"  in  Australia  before  1899 
and  exclusively  in  this  country  since,  and  the  respondent 
nowhere  said,  "  Go  to  America  and  you  will  find  the  words 
'  Bile  Beans '  in  use  there."  What  he  said  was  that  they 
got  the  "  Bile  Beans  "  from  Detroit,  but  he  did  not  say  that 
' '  Bile  Beans  "  is  a  familiar  word  in  America. 

Ultimately  the  two  sub-heads  referred  to  were  struck 
out,  but  the  sixth  was  altered  to  read  "that  Bile  Beans 
are  supplied  to  the  complainers  by  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis 
&  Co.,  Detroit,  U.S.A.,  or  any  other  firm  in  Detroit." 

Mr.  Cooper  did  not  object  to  the  third  article  for  pro- 
duction of  the  injunctions  they  had  obtained  against  other 
parties,  but  he  said  it  was  utterly  irrelevant  to  ask  for 
' '  all  correspondence  passing  between  the  complainers  or 
anyone  on  their  behalf  and  the  persons  against  whom  the 
said  injunctions  were  pronounced  relative  to  '  Bile  Beans  '  or 
the  alleged  right  of  the  complainers  in  said  words." 

Lord  Ardwall  granted  this  part  of  the  crave,  observing 
that  he  did  so  on  the  ground  that,  although  he  thought  it 
irrelevant,  the  complainers  had  Haunted  the  injunctions  in 
the  face  of  the  respondent.  His  Lordship,  however,  after 
discussion,  refused  to  allow  the  production  of  all  corre- 
spondence which  passed  between  the  complainers  and  the 
parties  who  made  the  purchases  from  the  respondent  on 
which  the  action  was  based.  After  adjustment,  the  articles 
for  production  of  advertisements  and  other  printed  matter 
relating  to  the  sale  of  "  Bile  Beans,"  and  invoices  for  "  Bile 
Beans  "  sent  by  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  or  any  other  firm  in 
Detroit  to  complainers,  were  allowed.  His  Lordship  re- 
fused to  allow  production  of  the  formula  for  "  Bile  Beans," 
observing  that  it  was  just  asking  for  a  trade  secret. 
Parties  agreed  that  it  was  undesirable  that  anyone  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Leeds  should  be  appointed  Commissioner, 
in  whose  sight  the  diligence  should  be  executed,  and  sug- 
gested the  appointment  of  Mr.  Jameson,  advocate,  his 
Lordship's  son.    His  Lordship  accepted  the  suggestion. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Section  17  Cases. 
The  Patent-medicine  Vendors  and  Drug-stores  Associa- 
tion's agents  bought  several  lots  of  Eankin's  ointment  in 
Manchester  last  December,  and  in  order  to  be  within  the 
limit  of  time  for  taking  proceedings  have  entered  several 
actions  against  the  vendors  for  infringement  of  Section  17. 
The  summonses  are  returnable  on  July  12.  but  it  is  not  ex- 
pected that  evidence  will  be  called  until  the  Leeds  case  has 
been  heard  by  the  High  Court  of  Justice.  The  Chemists' 
Defence  Association,  Ltd.,  have  most  of  the  cases  in  hand. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Cinnamon  Cokdial. 
At  Ramelton  on  June  12.  John  Phelan  was  summoned  for 
having  sold  cinnamon  cordial  which  contained  7.2  grains  of 
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salicylic  acid  per  pint.  A  local  doctor,  examined  for  the 
defence,  said  that  7.2  grains  in  a  pint  of  the  liquid  would 
not  be  injurious  to  health.  The  Bench  by  a  majority  con- 
victed, and  imposed  a  fine  of  5^.,  and  20.?.  costs. 

Mebcuey  Ointment. 

At  the  Worcester  City  Police  Court  on  Friday,  June  9, 
before  the  Mayor  (Mr.  H.  A.  Leicester)  and  Messrs.  J. 
Sigley,  and  W.  Joseland,  Boots  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd., 
Nottingham,  were  summoned  for  selling,  through  their 
servant,  at  the  Worcester  branch,  mercury  ointment  deficient 
in  mercury  to  the  extent  of  32  per  cent.  The  summons  was 
taken  out  by  the  City  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  R.  Taylor), 
and  the  Town  Clerk  (Mr.  S.  Southall)  prosecuted. 

Mr.  Herbert  Richard  Orme,  assistant  at  the  shop,  was 
proceeded  against  for  selling  the  ointment. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby  (Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  London), 
who  defended,  admitted  a  technical  offence,  and  said  he 
proposed  calling  witnesses  in  mitigation. 

Mr.  Southall  said  on  April  26  Mr.  Taylor  and  his  deputy 
went  to  Boots'  shop  in  High  Street.  The  deputy  first  went 
in  and  asked  for  2  oz.  of  mercury  ointment,  which  he 
obtained,  and  paid  M.  for  it.  He  handed  the  box  to  Mr. 
Taylor,  who  went  into  the  shop.  On  the  box  was  a  label 
saying  it  was  "  Ointment,  mercury."  Mr.  Taylor  was  about 
to  make  the  usual  division  for  the  purposes  of  analysis  when 
the  manager  said  that  Orme,  who  had  served  the  deputy, 
had  made  a  mistake,  and  had  put  the  wrong  label  on  the 
box.  He  should  have  used  a  label  marked  "Diluted  mer- 
cury." The  sample  was  sent  to  the  analyst,  and  the  report 
showed  that  it  was  deficient  by  32  per  cent.  It  contained 
16  parts  of  mercury  and  84  of  fats,  when  it  should  have  had 
48  parts  of  mercury.  Mr.  Southall  quoted  Dickins  v.  Ran- 
derson  in  proof  of  his  contention  that  when  a  person  asks 
for  mercury  ointment  it  must  be  compounded  according  to 
the  order  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  Mr.  John  Taylor 
spoke  to  buying  the  ointment  for  the  Inspector,  Mr.  R. 
Taylor,  and  evidence  in  support  of  Mr.  Southall's  statements 
was  given. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Duncan,  F.I.C.,  Worcester,  the  public  analyst, 
gave  evidence  as  to  his  analysis.  In  cross-examination  by 
Mr.  Kirby,  witness  admitted  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  not 
always  perfect  and  not  devoid  of  mistakes. 

Mr.  Kirby  :  If  people  asked  for  carbonate  of  soda,  accord- 
ing to  the  Pharmacopoeia,  could  not  they  be  supplied  with 
the  bicarbonate  without  asking  which  was  wanted  ? — Wit- 
ness :  I  should  say  not. 

Mr.  Kirby,  addressing  the  Bench,  said  his  clients  took 
every  precaution  to  prevent  such  mistakes  being  made,  and 
he  would  show  that  the  offence  was  not  a  real  one.  Orme  had 
been  in  Boots'  employ  for  eighteen  months,  and  in  the  drug- 
trade  for  twelve  years,  and  they  had  no  reason  to  suppose 
he  was  not  perfectly  competent  to  sell  the  goods  asked  for. 
Messrs.  Boots  kept  the  strong  mercury  ointment  with  the 
weak,  and  they  were  both  in  stock  at  the  time  of  the  inspec- 
tor's visit,  together  with  the  printed  labels  for  each.  The 
assistant  made  the  mistake  of  putting  on  the  wrong  label. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  he  contended  that  the  public  do  not 
desire  the  stronger  mercury,  because  it  is  a  dangerous  thing 
to  use  unless  discretion  be  exercised,  and  it  is  customary  to 
supply  it  only  on  a  doctor's  prescription. 

Mr.  Alfred  Mander.  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Great  Mal- 
vern, was  called  for  the  defence.  He  said  he  has  had  twenty- 
four  years'  experience.  When  customers  ask  for  mercury 
ointment  in  the  majority  of  cases  he  supplies  the  milder 
form.  He  admitted  that  he  should  supply  the  stronger  form 
if  he  knew  it  was  for  analysis,  but  if  a  customer  wanted  the 
ointment  for  his  own  use  he  should  supply  the  milder 
quality.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Southall,  Mr.  Mander  said  if  he 
(Mr.  Southall)  asked  for  "mercury  ointment"  he  would 
ask  whether  he  required  the  strong  or  the  weak.  He  ad- 
mitted that  there  is  only  one  standard  for  mercury  oint- 
ment, and  that  is  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  one.  There  is 
a  commercial  standard,  but  that  is  "  mild  mercury  oint- 
ment." 

Mr.  Frederick  Bates,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager  of 
the  Boots'  branch,  said  had  he  been  disengaged  at  the  time 
of  the  inspector's  visit  the  mistake  would  not  have  occurred. 
He  suggested  that  the  assistant  forgot  the  label  he  was 
using.  He  rarely  sold  the  ointment  in  Worcester,  which  is 
not  a  place  where  navvies  live,  who  require  the  ointment  for 


ridding  thorn  of  vermin.  The  people  of  Worcester  are  mqr.e 
cleanly. 

The  defendant  Orme  said  the  fault  was  entirely  his,  and 
not  the  firm's.  He  had  never  sold  the  ointment  whilst  at 
Worcester.  He  remembered  putting  on  the  wrong  label, 
after  he  had  done  it.  He  should  not  think  of  supplying  the 
strong  ointment  without  a  written  order  from  a  medical  man. 

After  retiring,  the  Mayor  said  Messrs.  Boots  would  be 
fined  20*.  and  costs,  and  Orme  5s.  inclusive.  The  Bench 
thought  it  well  that  the  general  public  should  know  that  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  had  set  up  a  standard.  Chemists 
should  be  careful  to  see  that  the  public  are  supplied  with 
what  they  want,  and  if  they  thought  it  wise  to  sell  some- 
thing below  the  standard  they  should  explain  that  fact  to 
the  customers.

Re  John  Wyatt,  1  Broadway.  Mortlake,  Surrey,  Chemist. — 
The  first  meeting  of  creditors  took  place  on  Juno  7  at  24  Rail- 
way Approach,  London  Bridge,  S.E.,  before  the  Official  Re- 
ceiver (Mr.  A.  S.  Cully),  when  it  was  eventually  resolved  that 
the  estate  should  remain  in  the  Official  Receiver's  hands  for 
summary  administration. 

Rc  John  William  Drysdale,  16  Creechurch  Lane.  E.C, 
Fibre-merchant. — Tho  first  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  this 
debtor  was  held,  on  Wednesday,  at  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court,  before  Mr.  E.  Leadam  Hough,  Senior  Official  Re- 
ceiver. The  Chairman  explained  that  tho  debtor  had  been 
connected  with  the  chemical-trade  for  some  years  prior  to 
1885,  and  then  commenced  business  on  his  own  account  in  the 
same  lino,  but  during  the  last  two  years  ho  had  dealt  largely 
in  fibres,  and  tho  present  difficulties  were  due  solely  to  trans- 
actions in  jute.  A  fow  months  ago  all  the  creditors  except 
one  German  house  had  agreed  to  accept  a  composition.  Tic 
liabilities  are  17.503/.  and  tho  assets  3.471/.

Buckle. — Pharmacy  has  lost  one  of  its  oldest  exponents 
by  the  death,  on  June  7,  of  Mr.  Frank  G.  Buckle,  of  Peter- 
borough, at  the  age  of  eighty-four.  Mr.  Buckle  served  his 
apprenticeship  to  pharmacy  at  Huddersfield  although  his 
parents  resided  at  Peterborough.  Immediately  his  articles 
were  completed  Mr.  Buckle  returned  to  his  native  town, 
and  in  Narrow  Bridge  Street  commenced  business,  which 
prospered,  and  which  now  belongs  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Pearson. 
Mr.  Buckle  was  an  interesting  and  commanding  person- 
ality. At  different  times  during  his  active  career  he  was 
manager  of  the  local  savings-bank  (before  the  Post  Office 
took  it  over) ;  he  was  a  member  of  the  City  Improvement 


Commissioners  and  of  the  Cemetery  Commissioners ;  he 
was  one  of  the  city's  original  firemen,  Registrar  of  Births 
and  Deaths,  and  a  borough  auditor.  For  many  years  he 
was  a  leader  of  Peterborough  athleticism.  He  was  pro- 
bably the  best  swimmer  in  the  city  of  his  time,  and  in 
almost  every  other  branch  of  athletics  he  was  an  enthusiast. 
Mr.  Buckle  was  also  an  enthusiastic  election  worker.  It 
was  during  a  Parliamentary  contest  that  he  commenced  a 
friendship  with  Landseer.  the  famous  animal-painter.  Mr. 
Buckle  was  a  classical  student  of  much  knowledge,  and 
one  of  the  city's  best-informed  antiquaries.  In  fact,  it  is 
said  he  knew  more  about  the  archaeological  points  of  Peter- 
borough Minster  than  any  one  living.  He  witnessed  the 
funeral  of  the  great  Duke  of  Wellington,  and  trie  impres- 
sion created  on  his  mind  by  the  awe-inspiring  silence  which 
characterised  the  passage  of  the  coffin  through  the  streets  on 
that  occasion  was  never  obliterated.  He  also  heard  Dickens's 
first  recital  of  his  own  famous  "  Christmas  Carols  "  and  had 
a  hand  in  encouraging  that  famous  theatrical  twain,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Kendal,  to  try  their  fortunes  in  London.  Mr.  Buckle 
came  of  a  family  whose  interest  in  Peterborough  can  be 
traced  back  some  two  hundred  years.  He  had  an  impres- 
sive funeral  on  June  10.

Mr.  Newbigin 
was  born  at  Blaydon-on-Tyne,  and  was  educated  at  New- 
castle, where  he  also  served  his  apprenticeship  with  Mr. 
Joseph  Fairs,  and  was  a  successful  student  at  the  New- 
castle College  of  Medicine.  In  1856  Mr.  Newbigin  secured 
the  old-established  chemist's  business  in  Alnwick  carried 
on  by  Mr.  Robert  Swan,  which  he  continued  very  suc- 
cessfully until  his  death.  In  1880  Mr.  Newbigin  was  first 
elected  a  member  of  the  Alnwick  and  Canongate  Local 
Board  of  Health,  and  took  great  interest  in  its  business, 
especially  in  the  more  important  questions  of  water-supply 
and  sewage-disposal.  His  knowledge  and  experience 
proved  of  great  value,  and  were  deservedly  appreciated  by 
the  members.  He  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council  in  19D0,  and  continued  a  member  until  the 
last  election,  when,  feeling  himself  inadequate  for  the 
responsibility,  he  did  not  seek  re-election.  About  thirty 
years  ago  Mr.  Newbigin  purchased  the  property  opposite 
his  shop,  and  built  thereon  the  pre'sent  commodious  busi- 
ness premises.  At  the  rear  of  these  buildings  he  had  a 
manufactory  for  aerated  waters.  Mr.  Newbigin  was  a 
member  of  the  Berwickshire  Naturalists'  Club,  and  was 
often  present  at  their  field-days.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Management  and  a  Governor  of  the  Alnwick 
Infirmary,  and  a  trustee  of  the  Alnwick  Savings-bank. 
He  was  one  of  the  earliest  members  of  the  Percy  Artillery 
Volunteer  Corps,  and  attended  the  weekly  drills  very 
regularly  for  many  years.  He  took  a  great  interest  in 
educational  work  in  the  town,  and  was  identified  with  the 
committees  and  the  Science  and  Art  classes.  He  had  a 
long  connection  with  the  Alnwick  Mechanics'  Institute, 
and  in  other  ways  he  was  associated  with  the  social  life  of" 
Alnwick,  and  his  presence  and  services  were  always  greatly 
esteemed.  He  was  a  manager  of  Clayport  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  for  thirty-seven  years  acted  as  Treasurer  of 
the  local  branch  of  the  Presbyterian  Missionary  Society. 
Mr.  Newbigin  has  left  a  widow  and  a  grown-up  family  of 
talented  sons  and  daughters.  One  of  his  daughters,  Miss 
Marian  Newbigin.  is  a  D.Sc,  and  is  the  authoress  of  some 
well-known  scientific  works;  another  daughter  is  a  M.A.  ; 
while  his  sons  hold  responsible  positions  in  important 
business  houses.  The  funeral  took  place  at  the  Alnwick 
Cemetery  on  June  14,  amid  every  mark  of  respect.

THE  BRIGHTON  CONFERENCE. 

One  of  the  most  important  factors  making  for  the  success  of 
any  venture  is  complete  confidence  therein  on  the  part  of  the 
conductors.  The  Brighton  Committee  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  assuredly  deserve  success  in  their  efforts 
for  the  meeting  which  begins  on  Monday  evening,  July  24, 
for  they  have  started  out  with  the  quite  confident  belief  that 
there  will  bo  a  record  attendance.  Whether  400  or  500  will  be 
present  is  an  open  question ;  the  Committee  are  prepared,  or 
preparing,  for  the  larger  number,  and  thev  have  pot  the 
slightest  trouble  as  to  accommodation.  The  Hotel  Metropole 
is  one  of  the  largest  houses  in  the  Kingdom,  and  the  manager 
has  set  aside  scores  of  rooms  for  B.P.C.  members.  The  com- 
mittee have  got  the  pick  of  the  rooms  in  half-a-dozen  other 
hotels,  and  there  are  so  many  more  hotels  in  Brighton  that 
there  will  be  no  difficulty  m  suiting  all  purses  and  tastes. 

In  the  artistic  circular  issued  by  the  Local  Committee  regret 
was  expressed  that  no  special  arrangements  could  be  made 
with  the  railway  companies.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the 
difficulty  has  now  been  overcome  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Savage,  the 
Hon.  Local  Secretary.  After  a  great  deal  'of  trouble  he 
has  obtained  a  promise  from  the  London  and  North  Western 
Railway  Co.  whereby  members  travelling  by  any  route  to 
Brighton  will  be  able  to  make  the  return  journey  at  the  rate 
of  a  single  fare  and  a  quarter.  It  is  desirable  that-all  should 
take  advantage  of  this.  In  due  course  full  particulars  will  be 
given  by  Mr.  Savage,  from  whom  will  be  obtainable  the  neces- 
sary voucher  for  presentation  at  local  stations.  Mr.  Savage's 
address  is  109  St.  James's  Street,  Brighton. 

We  may  mention  that  all  communications  in  regard  to  the 
usual  books  of  tickets  for  the  Conference  should  be  made  to 
Mr.  C.  G.  Yates,  Assistant  Hon.  Secretary,  LTpper  Hamilton 
Road,  Brighton.  No.  1,  to  cover  Monday  to  Wednesday, 
including  reoeption,  excursions,  luncheons,  and  teas,  costs 
10s.  6d.,  and  No.  2,  for  Thursday's  excursion,  is  the  same 
price.  The  tickets  will  be  ready  on  July  1.  A  large  number 
of  applications  have  already  been  received. 

The  Paris  trip  promises  to  be  a  distinct  success.  Mr. 
Savage  is  arranging  this,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  visit  to  the 
French  capital  will  not  be  devoid  of  pharmaceutical  interest. 

For  the  reception  by  the  Mayor  at  the  Pavilion  on  Monday 
evening  the  Queen's  Band  from  Portsmouth  has  been  secured. 
It  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  South  of  England.  The  whole  of 
the  state  rooms  of  the  Pavilion  will  be  open  for  the  occasion. 
They  arc  magnificent,  and  no  two  are  alike.  Some  years  ago 
the  decorations  were  restored  to  the  condition  of  George  IV.'s 
time,  and  although  the  styles  are  florid  and  out  of  date,  the 
latter  aspect  gives  interest  to  the  roonis. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Gibson,  F.C.S..  Chairman  of  the  Local  Com- 
mittee, is  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  West 
Pier,  in  which  he  has  a  large  interest,  and  members  of  the 
Conference  are  to  have  free  access  to  the  pier  when  in  the 
town.

Last  Week's  Obituary 

included  some  eminent  names.  Mrs. 
Carteighe's  presence  at  many  of  the  social  functions  of 
pharmacy  had  made  her  known  to  a  considerable  section 
of  pharmacists,  and  none  who  met  her  on  those  occasions 
failed  to  be  attracted  by  the  vivacious  grace  and  dignity 
which  always  characterised  her.  Her  illness  and  death 
have  evoked  an  intensely  sincere  sympathy  with  Mr. 
Carteighe,  who,  amid  all  the  controversies  which  have 
occurred  in  reference  to  his  politics,  has  invariably  retained 
the  respect  and  affection  of  those  whom  he  has  served. 

The  passing  of  the  "  last  of  the  Founders  "  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  an  historic  event.  It  seems  to  sever 
our  association  with  that  band  of  able  and  self-reliant 
druggists  who  did  so  much  for  our  calling  in  the  days 
when  there  were  no  journals,  no  organisation,  no  official 
leaders,  and  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  opinion  of  the 
general  body.  The  story  of  Mr.  Lloyd  Bullock's  career, 
sketched  in  outline  last  week,  is  an  awkward  argument 
for  the  debaters  who  insist  that  the  modern  pharmacist 
is  not  decadent.  The  country  druggist's  apprentice,  skip- 
ping from  England  to  Paris,  from  Paris  to  Giessen,  and 
from  Giessen  back  to  Paris  again,  in  the  'thirties,  when 
communications  were  five  times  as  difficult  as  they  are 
now,  so  as  to  fit  himself  for  his  business,  and  evidently 
doing  this  in  no  dilettante  fashion,  wants  matching  in 
these  days. 

Colonel  Chesebrough,  who  popularised  vaseline  in  this 
hemisphere,  was  a  strikingly  handsome  man  and  a  type 
of  the  high-class  courteous  American.  American  cour- 
tesy is  sui  generis.  There  is  nothing  stiff,  formal, 
self-conscious,  condescending,  or  what  we  understand  by 
courtly,  about  it.  It  does  not  deal  in  gestures,  nor  does 
it  degenerate  into  vulgar  geniality.  It  appears  to  be,  and 
probably  is,  absolutely  genuine.  If  it  is  not,  American 
histrionic  ability  has  not  been  sufficiently  appreciated. 
Another  characteristic  of  the  late  Colonel  Chesebrough 
should  be  mentioned.  He  had  not  been  afraid  to  look  on 
war,  but  he  had  a  horror  of  law.  This  accounts  for  the 
long  delay  in  the  vindication  of  his  trade-mark  rights  in 
the  word  "Vaseline,"  which  were  in  many  quarters  de- 
fiantly infringed.  I  do  not  know,  but  I  imagine  it  was  his 
less  squeamish  associates,  the  Standard  Oil  Co.,  who 
ultimately  insisted  on  the  assertion  of  those  rights. « 
The  Last  of  the  Founders 

of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is 
a  description  which  requires  some  explanation.  On  April  15, 
1841,  at  a  meeting  of  chemists  and  druggists  held  at  the 
Crown  and  Anchor  in  the  Strand,  London,  William  Allen 
moved,  John  Bell  seconded,  and  it  was  resolved,  that  an 
association  be  formed  (with  certain  objects),  under  the  title 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  Nearly  a 
hundred  persons  there  and  then  signed  a  declaration,  and 
the  Society  named  was  thereupon  constituted.  Those  hun- 
dred persons,  and  those  only,  were  in  exact  language,  the 
founders  of  the  Society.  I  do  not  know  whether  Mr. 
Bullock  was  one  of  these.  But  in  January  1842  about 
1,000  names  were  officially  published,  under  the  title  of 
"List  of  the  Founders  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain."  It  included  honorary  members,  members, 
and  associates,  and  comprised  all  who  had  joined  the 
Society  between  April  and  December.  Mr.  Bullock's  name 
appears  in  this  list.  By  May  1842  the  number  of  members 
and  associates  had  increased  fo  1,958,  and,  so  far  as  I  can 


make  out,  these  were  all  reckoned  as  founders  ;  nor  is  it  clear 
when  the  line  was  drawn.  The  first  examination  was  fixed 
for  July  1842,  but  no  candidates  were  then  forthcoming. 
The  first  associate  by  examination  appeared  in  November 
1842,  and  the  first  member  by  examination  in  February 
1844. 

Mr.  Robinson's  Noli  Praesidere 

was  probably  a  genuine  re- 
luctance. The  control  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  a 
time  like  the  present  is  an  onerous  side-line  for  a  busy  man, 
but  Mr.  Robinson  has  shown  himself  so  inspiring  a  leader 
that  he  is  in  danger  of  acquiring  indispensability.  The 
shortest  way  to  his  release  from  the  official  chain  will  be  via 
the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons. 
Students  of  Surnames 

tell  us  that  these  came  into  popular  use 
in  England  soon  after  the  Conquest.  Aristocrats  generally 
took  their  cognomens  front  their  estates,  while  more  ordi- 
nary people  acquired  their  appellations  either  from  their 
occupations,  or  frequently,  as  is  common  in  Russia  to-day, 
by  association  of  their  own  Christian  names  with  those  of 
their  fathers.  Among  Christian  names  Robert  became  a. 
special  favourite,  out  of  sympathy,  it  is  supposed,  with  the 
Conqueror's  unfortunate  eldest  son.  A  little  later  Robin 
became  the  affectionate  English  diminutive  of  Robert,  and 
the  outlaw  of  Sherwood  established  its  popularity.  Now  to> 
apply  all  this  learning  to  pharmacy.  The  just  re-elected 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  evidently  a  direct 
descendant  of  the  Robin  family,  but  he  is  not  by  any  means 
the  only  one  to  whom  we  are  indebted.  After  him  we  re- 
member Mr.  Robbins,  who  a  few  years  ago  helped  forward 
the  advancement  of  scientific  pharmacy,  and  also  officered 
the  Society.  Roberts  is  a  typical  title  for  high-class  English 
pharmacy  on  the  Continent,  and  at  home  it  has  a  similar 
reputation  in  the  druggists'  sundries  trade.  Colonel 
Probyn,  head  of  important  West-end  pharmacies  and  a . 
prominent  personage  in  London  public  life,  next  comes  to 
mind.  His  name  is  the  exact  Welsh  equivalent  (ap-Robyn) 
of  Robinson,  just  as  Prichard  and  Parry  (ap-Richard  and 
ap-Harry)  correspond  with  Richardson  and  Harrison. 
Moreover,  as  Richard  varied  into  Dick  and  Hicks,  so  the- 
Rob  of  Robin  glided  into  Dob  and  Hob.  From  these  col- 
laterals the  President's  colleague  on  the  Council,  Mr.  Hobbs, 
the  learned  conductor  of  the  Corner  for  Students  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  Dr.  Dobbin,  and  the  earnest  investigator  of  phar- 
macy law,  Mr.  Dobbs,  may  claim  descent. 
The  Shops  Early-closing  Act, 

from  which  many  of  us  were 
hoping  for  great  social  benefits  for  the  people  who  have  to 
spend  so  great  a  part  of  their  lives  in  shops,  has  looked  very 
much  like  a  damp  squib,  and  efforts  to  get  it  into  action 
have,  so  far  as  I  have  seen,  died  away  for  want  of  earnest- 
ness. At  last,  however,,  a  beginning  is  to  be  . noted.  The 
Borough  Council  of  Swansea  has  issued  a  notification  de- 
claring that  it  is  satisfied  that  a  -prima-facie  case  for  its 
adoption  in  that  district  has  been  made  out,  and  a  schedule 
of  hours  for  all  trades  has  been  drafted.  Chemists  and 
druggists,  bakers,  and  pawnbrokers  are  to  keep  open  till 
eight  on  ordinary  evenings,  but  grocers,  drapers,  and  iron- 
mongers are  to  close  at  seven.  The  majority  of  tradesmen 
in  favour  of  early  closing,  I  am  informed,  was  five  to  one. 
It  is  noticeable  that  the  anticipated  difficulty  about  includ- 
ing chemists  and  druggists  .does  not  occur  at  Swansea.  The 
schedule  simply  says  "  chemists  and  druggists  (except  for 
the  sale  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances)  "  ; 
and  this  would  seem  to_be  a  proper  compliance  with  the 
statute.  It  now  remains  to  be  seen  what  the  Home  Office 
will  do.

Patents  and  Trade-marks  Report. 

The  Comptroller-General  of  Patents,  Designs,  and  Trade- 
marks has  issued  his  report  for  the  year  1904,  from  which 
it  appears  that  the  year  was  a  busy  one  at  the  Patent 
Office.  The  receipts  from  patents  fees  were  222.971/., 
as  compared  with  223,504/.  in  1903;  from  designs  4,466/., 
as  compared  with  4,097/.  in  1903 ;  and  from  trade-marks 
15,964/.,  compared  with  12,320/.  The  increase  of 
3,644/.  in  the  last-named  item  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
renewal  fees  for  a  further  period  of  fourteen  years  became 
payable  in  1904  upon  the  trade-marks  registered  in  1876, 
which  was  a  record  year.  The  expenditure  of  the  Patent 
Office  has  increased  from  124,055/.  to  213,842/.  owing  to 
the  extra  expense  incurred  in  purchasing  a  site  for  Patent- 
Office  extension  and  a  heavier  stationery  bill.  Some  par- 
ticulars are  given  in  the  report  of  the  steps  that  have  been 
taken  to  institute  a  search  department  as  required  by  the 
Patents  Act  1902,  one  interesting  item  being  that  all  the 
specifications  and  drawings  of  patents  for  the  last  fifty 
years  are  now  mounted  on  cards  for  convenience  of  search- 
ing. Some  800,000  cards  were  used  for  this  work.  These 
cards  are  divided  into  4,500  groups  for  facilitating  searches, 
the  examining  staff  now  being  split  up  into  twenty- four 
groups,  each  containing  one  examiner,  one  deputy-ex- 
aminer, and  five  or  six  examiners.  In  a  note  on  the  pro- 
gress of  inventions  it  is  stated  that  the  applications  for 
patents  in  the  classes  of  organic  chemistry  and  inorganic 
chemistry  have  decreased  20  and  10  per  cent,  respectively, 
whilst  among  those  classes  that  exhibit  noteworthy  in- 
creases are  paints  and  toilet  articles.  During  1904  3,819 
trade-marks  were  registered,  these  including  143  in 
Class  I.  (chemical  substances  used  in  manufactures),  101 
in  Class  II.  (chemical  substances  used  for  agricultural, 
veterinary,  and  sanitary  purposes),  259  in  Class  III. 
(chemical  substances  used  in  medicine  and  pharmacy),  37 
in  Class  XLIV.  (aerated  waters),  138  in  Class  XL VIII. 
(perfumery  and  toilet  articles).  The  number  of  trade- 
marks that  have  been  registered  since  1876  is  110,775,  of 
which  about  50,000  are  now  valid ;  at  the  end  of  each  term 
of  fourteen  years  one  half  of  the  registered  trade-marks 
are  weeded  out  owing  to  non-payment  of  renewal  fees. 
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A  Splendid  Return. 

The  annual  statement  of  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom 
with  foreign  countries  and  British  possessions  is  such  a 
bulky  document  (Part  I.  extends  to  926  foolscap  pages)  that 
few  of  our  readers  may  care  to  attack  it ;  yet  it  contains 
much  that  is  valuable  to  business  men.  and  if  we  only  skim 
the  exports  so  far  as  they  relate  to  our  own  departments,  it 
will  suffice  to  show  the  trend  of  trade.  We  therefore  quote 
merely  the  totals  and  best  foreign  customer  for  the  articles 
named,  and  covering  the  year  1904.

The  figures  in  respect  to  medicines  are  exceptionally 
interesting,  for  they  show  an  unusual  proportion  of  exports 
to  British  possessions,  a  circumstance  which  particularly 
appeals  to  wholesale  druggists  and  manufacturing  chemists 
who  desire  to  extend  their  business  relations,  as,  for  ex- 
example,  by  appealing  to  our  confreres  beyond  the  seas 
through  the  Summer  Issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
Of  our  total  exports  of  medicines  two-thirds  of  the  value 
goes  to  British  possessions.  The  four  provinces  of  India 
stand  first  in  the  list  with  23*6.174/.  to  bheir  «se"31fc,  Aue. 
trotta  comes  next  with  198.505?.    The  Cape  a-rtd  X'zM 


(other  South  African  colonies  are  not  separately  men- 
tioned) bought  158,748/.  last  year,  New  Zealand  70,260/., 
Canada  59,206/.,  Ceylon  and  the  Straits  39,807/,  Hong 
Kong  39,642/..  and  the  West  Indies  27,160/.  The  gratify- 
ing feature  about  exports  of  medicines  from  the  United 
Kingdom  is  that  they  are  steadily  increasing.  We  think 
we  may  fairly  claim  for  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  some 
credit  for  fostering  this  business.  The  majority  of 
druggists  or  buyers  of  medicines  in  the  British  Empire 
are  subscribers  to  this  journal,  and  many  of  them  rely 
solely  upon  the  advertisements  in  the  C .  cD  D.  for  informa- 
tion to  guide  them  in  filling  their  orders.  Besides  medi- 
cines, O.  ct'  D.  readers  throughout  the  Empire  buy  chemi- 
cals and  the  sundry  goods  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  list, 
and  we  are-  constantly  receiving  testimony,  both  from 
advertisers  and  subscribers,  that  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist is  of  mutual  assistance  to  them  in  promoting  business. 
It  can  only  happen  occasionally  that  the  whole  matter  can 
be  summed  up  official^,  as  in  the  annual  statement  by 
the  Board  of  Trade ;  and  when  manufacturers  and  whole- 
salers compare  these  figures  with  their  own,  they  obtain  a 
good  idea  of  the  field  of  effort  available  to  them,  and  of 
the  splendid  return  (even  with  the  fullest  allowance  for 
direct  personal  solicitation)  which  comes  from  advertising 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 


Entente  Cordiale. 

The  happy  relations  which  have  been  fostered  during  the 
present  reign  between  the  peoples  of  this  country  and 
France  are  by  many  considered  to  be  largely  a  matter  of 
sentiment,  but  that  something  more  than  this  justifies 
the  Entente  Cordiale  is  apparent  from  the  report  of  the 
British  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Paris  for  1904,  which  has 
come  to  hand.  This  shows  that  in  mere  trade  relations 
tie  United  Kingdom  is  France's  best  customer,  while 
Fraawe  buys  mere  from  us  'than  she  does  from  any  other 
nation.  Apart  from  these  business  relations,  we  have  to 
reckon  as  an  element  in  the  Entente  Cordiale  that  the  well- 
to-do  of  one  country  finds  recreation-ground  in  the  other, 
and  Britishers  generally  spend  so  many  of  their  holidays 
in  France  that  it  would  be  foolish  if  the  two  nations  were 
not  on  the  friendliest  terms.  After  all,  however,  trade  is 
the  thing,  and  the  British  Chamber  in  Paris  is  able  to 
report  that  tins  was  well  maintained  during  1904  in  pro- 
portion, if  not  actually  in  volume.  The  imports  of  France 
in  1904  were  valued  at  4,535  millions  of  francs,  and  of 
this  we  contributed  527  millions.  The  United  States  came 
second  with  469  millions,  Germany  next  with  434  millions, 
then  Belgium,  the  Argentine,  Russia,  and  others;  Italy 
being  the  only  eountry  which  sold  more  to  France  in  1904 
than  in  1903,  when  the  total  French  imports  were  254 
million  francs  more  than  in  1904.  We  are  also  the  largest 
buyer  of  French  goods,  taking  considerably  more  than 
one-fourth  of  the  total  exports,  which  means  more  than 
double  what  Germany  buys  from  France  and  nearly  five 
times  what  the  United  States  buys.  In  sterling  values 
our  exports  to  France  in  1904  amounted  to  21,120,000/., 
as  compared  with  22,237,000/.  in  1903,  and  the  exports 
from  France  to  the  United  Kingdom  amounted  to 
48.000.000/..  against  47,660,000/.  in  1903.  The  greatest 
fallin,g-off  in  our  exports  was  in  wool,  woollen  goods,  coal, 
and  machinery,  while  chemicals  were  among  the  articles 
which  showed  a  marked  increase.  Of  the  exports  to  this 
country  the  chief  gains  were  in  raw  sugar,  silk  goods, 
mwtor-sars,  table-fruits,  and  medicinal  plants  and  herbs, 
a-ffcS  amotftf  the*  prominent  decreases  were  woollen  goods, 
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wines,  and  dairy-produce.  Looking  more  closely  at  our 
exports  to  France,  we  find  the  following  figures  : —

The  quantity  of  bismuth  and  salts  imported  from  Great 
Britain  was  341,000  kilos.,  against  234,000  kilos,  in  1903, 
and  of  musk  only  29  kilos,  was  imported  from  this  country, 
compared  with  45  kilos,  in  1903.  Chemical  products 
showed  a  decline  in  weight  (83,900  tons  against  92,500 
tons),  but  the  values  increased.  We  are  buying  more 
French  perfumery,  the  quantity  having  gone  up  to 
936,300  kilos.,  against  820,500  kilos,  in  1903,  and  of  medi- 
cinal plants  and  drugs  we  imported  2,243,700  kilos.,  as 
compared  with  1,543,300  kilos,  in  1903;  but  of  chemical 
products  only  35,410  tons  were  bought  from  France 
against  41,080  tons  in  1903,  and  essential  and  fixed  oils 
fell  by  some  thirteen  hundred  tons.  We  are  not  among 
those  who  think  that  the  Entente  Cordiale  means  per  se 
better  business,  but  if  further  business  enterprise  go  along 
with  it  there  will  undoubtedly  be  better  business ;  and 
such  a  body  as  the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Paris 
is  most  helpful  in  this  regard.  Thus  during  the  past  year 
the  Chamber  has  been  instrumental  in  obtaining  the  re- 
mission of  fines  aggregating  10,000f.  which  were  inflicted 
by  the  Customs,  and  it  has  taken  considerable  pains  to 
collect  evidence  on  the  fraudulent  use  of  British  trade- 
marks and  descriptions,  and  any  British  manufacturers 
who  suffer  or  have  suffered  from  this  form  of  competition 
are  requested  to  send  full  particulars  to  the  Secretary. 
A  list  of  Custom  changes  and  decisions  in  1904  is  given 
in  the  report,  which  also  includes  brief  particulars  of  a 
number  of  Bills  bearing  on  commercial  legislation 
which  were  passed  in  France  last  year.  There  is  much 
else  in  this  report  which  shows  that  British  trade  interests 
axe  the  better  for  the  work  of  the  Chamber,  which  as  a 
purely  voluntary  body  of  business  men  can  do  much  that 
does  not  come  within  the  purview  of  our  diplomatic  agents. 


Proscribed  Prescribing. 

The  agitation  against  the  prescribing  of  proprietary 
articles  by  physicians  has  convulsed  British  pharmacy  for 
years.  The  evil  has  probably  been  magnified,  but  phar- 
macists are  as  yet  unwilling  to  accept  wholly  the  deduc- 
tions drawn  from  published  statistics  on  the  subject. 
There  is  more  than  a  lurking  suspicion  extant  that  these 
deductions  are  too  favourable  to  the  pharmacist  to  be 
altogether  acceptable.  However  that  may  be,  it  can  readily 
be  imagined  that  our  American  confreres  suffer  more  in 
that  respect  than  we  do.  In  order,  therefore,  to  dis- 
tinguish between  the  genuine  pharmaceutical  preparation 
and  the  "universally  beneficial"  quack  nostrum,  the 
American  Medical  Association  will  shortly  publish  a  special 
compendium  of  medicines.  The  book  is  intended  primarily 
as  a  guide  to  the  medical  practitioner  in  the  prescribing 
of  legitimate  proprietary  preparations.  It  will  contain  the 
name  and  composition  of  such  legitimate  pharmaceutical 
preparations  as  are  passed  by  the  Council  on  Pharmacy 


and  Chemistry  of  the  Association.  Xo  preparation  will  be 
included  that  is  advertised  to  the  public  or  in  any  way 
shocks  the  superfine  ethical  sensibilities  of  the  medical 
profession.  Frequent  editions  of  the  compendium  are 
promised ;  meantime  approved  preparations  will  be  listed 
in  the  Association's  journal. 

Organo-therapy  Up-to-date. 

In  an  article  on  the  Chicago  beef-trade  in  a  Sunday 
weekly,  the  author,  Mr.  F.  A.  McKenzie,  thus  enlightens 
the  readers  of  that  organ  as  to  the  wonders  of  animal 
medicine.  After  telling  how  skin,  hair,  horns,  etc.,  are 
used  up,  he  goes  on  to  say  : — 

But  this  is  011I3'  the  beginning.  Out  of  the  entrails  all 
kinds  of  medicines  and  modern  drugs  are  manufactured. 
The  very  eye  is  pressed  into  service.  A  minute  gland  in  the 
eye  of  the  sheep  produces  a  drug  used  for  checking  the  pro- 
fusion of  blood.  It  takes  128,000  of  these  glands  to  make  a 
pound  of  the  drug,  which,  when  made,  is  worth  over  a 
thousand  guineas  a  pound. 

We  had  not  heard  of  this  interesting  discovery,  but  the 
newspaper-man  seems  to  know  all  about  it — or  perhaps  he 
had  adrenalin  in  his  mind's  eye,  though  it  does  not  exist 
in  the  sheep's. 

Openings  in  Mexico. 

It  has  been  evident  for  some  time  that  Latin  American 
business  men  are  alive  to  modern  methods.  Ambassadors 
of  commerce  who  have  been  on  the  spot  tell  us  that  great 
changes  for  the  better  are  taking  place,  especially  in  Mexico, 
therefore  the  annual  report  of  U.S.  Consul  Lespinasse,  of 
Tuxpam,  is  of  considerable  interest  to  British  business  men. 
He  says  that,  considering  the  enormous  demand  for  all  kinds 
of  drugs  and  patent  medicines,  it  seems  incredible  that 
Mexico  has  not  been  more  thoroughly  canvassed  by  repre- 
sentative houses  in  the  United  States.  A  great  proportion 
of  the  Mexican  trade  in  crude  drugs,  fine  perfumes,  and 
soaps  is  controlled  by  France,  Germany,  and  England. 
Patent  medicines  of  American  manufacture  are  in  fairly 
good  demand,  but  their  sale  could  be  greatly  increased  if 
proper  methods  were  employed  to  bring  their  merits  before 
the  public.  Bright,  attractive  circulars  and  catalogues 
printed  in  Spanish,  not  too  voluminous,  and  free  of  all 
traces  of  quackery,  should  be  sent  to  Mexican  houses,  and 
if  followed  up  periodically  by  able  salesmen,  speaking 
Spanish,  who  would  make  a  reasonable  effort  to  study 
national  and  local  requirements,  much  good  would  result. 
Careful  attention  should  be  paid  to  putting  up  preparations 
intended  for  the  market  so  that  they  will  withstand  the 
deteriorating  effects  of  the  climate.  Shipping-cases  should 
be  as  light  as  possible  consistent  with  strength.  Buyers 
assert  that  French,  English,  and  German  drug-houses 
display  far  more  care  in  their  packing  than  American  firms, 
the  result  being  that  European  goods  arrive  in  better  con- 
dition and  more  attractive  in  appearance.  The  French 
especially  put  up  their  preparations  in  a  very  attractive 
manner,  and  the  results  obtained  amply  repay  them  for  their 
trouble.  Oils  and  paints  are  in  demand,  also  photographic 
materials,  toilet  and  bathroom  supplies,  and  optical  goods. 
These  articles  would  be  especially  suited  for  druggists  in 
the  smaller  towns,  where  they  are  frequently  unobtainable. 
Modern  drug-store  fixtures  of  simple  and  inexpensive  design 
would  meet  a  ready  sale  if  they  could  be  shipped  in  sections 
so  as  to  be  easily  put  together  on  their  arrival.  There  is 
likewise  an  excellent  field  throughout  the  Republic  for  the 
introduction  of  modern  surgical  instruments,  appliances, 
and  supplies  as  used  in  modern  hospitals.  Mexico  stands  in 
need  of  canvassing  on  these  lines,  but  it  must  not  be  for- 
gotten that  the  medical  profession  in  Mexico  is  represented 
by  a  body  of  men  who  stand  as  high  as  similar  bodies  in 
countries  where  medicine  and  surgery  are  more  progressive, 
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and  it  is  important  that  persons  commissioned  to  secure 
patronage  from  physicians  and  surgeons  in  Mexico  should 
bear  in  mind  that  their  intercourse  will  be  with  refined  men 
of  high  mental  and  social  standing.  Hustling  methods,  says 
Mr.  Lespinasse,  must  be  suppressed,  otherwise  the  repre- 
sentatives will  receive  scant  recognition.  As  a  rule,  all 
scientific  instruments  or  apparatus  employed  by  surgeons, 
engineers,  naturalists,  and  chemists  are  exempt  from  duty 
when  exclusively  employed  for  scientific  or  medical  purposes. 
Much  of  Mr.  Lespinasse's  advice  to  his  countrymen  strikes 
us  as  equally  applicable  to  ours,  and  doubtless  British 
merchants  will  not  be  lacking  in  their  endeavours  to  aid  in 
the  development  of  this  country  by  seeing  that  British-made 
goods  are  adequately  placed  before  buyers. 


Cbemtcal  Society 

THE  last  meeting  of  the  present  session  was  held  at  Bur- 
lington House  on  Wednesday,  June  14,  at  5.30,  Pro- 
fessor Meldola,  F.R.S.,  presiding.  After  the  despatch  of 
the  formal  business  the  President  announced  that  the 
Council  had  that  afternoon  considered  the  arrangement  of 

Meetings  for  the  Next  Session, 
and  had  decided  that  in  future  the  meetings  should  be  held 
at  8.30  p.m.  on  Thursdays.  This  announcement  of  the  re- 
version to  the  old  plan  was  received  with  much  satisfaction 
by  the  junior  chemists  who  objected  so  strongly  to  the 
introduction  of  "  afternoon"  meetings  two  years  ago.  The 
reversion  is  doubtless  one  result  of  the  election  of  younger 
men  to  official  positions  in  the  Society  which  has  taken  place 
during  the  last  two  years.  A  very  large  number  of  papers 
was  down  for  reading,  and  the  President  made  the  now 
customary  appeal  to  Fellows  to  be  brief. 

The  first  paper  was  read  by  Dr.  T.  C.  Philip.  It  dealt 
with  the  influence  of  various  sodium  salts  on  the  solubility 
of  sparingly  soluble  acids,  and  showed  how  the  ionic  hypo- 
thesis could  be  applied  to  explain  the  fact  that  benzoic 
and  cinnamic  acids  are  more  soluble  in  solutions  of  sodium 
acetate  or  formate  than  in  distilled  water.  The  same  author, 
in  conjunction  with  Miss  Haines,  contributed  a  second 
paper  on  the  dielectric  constants  of  phenols  and  their  ethers 
in  benzene  and  metaxylene  solutions. 

Synthesis  by  Means  of  the  Silent  Discharge 
was  the  title  of  the  next  paper,  which  was  read  by  Dr. 
Collie.  During  the  last  few  years  Dr.  Collie  has  devoted 
attention  to  the  synthesis  of  products  of  the  same  character 
as  those  found  in  plants,  by  processes  which  might  con- 
ceivably take  place  in  plants  or  animals,  and  has  obtained 
a  number  of  interesting  derivatives  of  pyrones  and  iso- 
quinoline  by  these  means.  He  has  now  commenced  investi- 
gating the  possibility  of  synthesing  complex  products  by 
the  action  of  the  silent  electric  discharge  on  such  simple 
materials  as  carbon  monoxide  and  ethylene.  When  a 
mixture  of  these  two  gases  is  subjected  to  the  discharge  the 
principal  product  is  acrolein,  and  when  ethylene  itself  is  so 
treated  a  mixture  of  hydrocarbons,  including  bodies  having 
the  composition  of  terpenes  and  solid  materials  resembling 
rubber,  is  produced.  It  is  perhaps  too  much  to  expect  that 
this  means  that  we  are  on  the  eve  of  the  synthetical  pro- 
duction of  rubber,  but  as  Professor  Meldola  pointed  out, 
this  new  line  of  research  which  Dr.  Collie  has  commenced 
will  no  doubt  open  out  an  enormous  new  field  of  work  for 
the  chemist. 

The  Constitution  of  Benzene 
was  the  subject  of  another  paper  by  Dr.  Collie,  in  con- 
junction with  Mr.  E.  C.  C.  Baly,  in  which  the  new  ex- 
planation of  ultra-violet  absorption,  as  a  result  of  a  "  make 
and  break "  in  tautomeric  substances  was  applied  to  a 
consideration  of  the  constitution  of  benzene.  The  absorp- 
tion spectrum  of  benzene  shows  seven  bands,  and  conse- 
quently, according  to  the  new  theory,  benzene  should  con- 
sist of  a  mixture  of  seven  tautomerides,  and  it  is  suggested 
these  latter  are  formed  by  continually  changing  linkages, 
and  the  authors  promise  to  allot  definite  formulae  to  some 
of  the  seven  soon.  The  same  theory  was  applied  by  Mr. 
Baly  and  Miss  Ewbank  in  a  second  paper  on 


The  Phenols, 

in  which  it  was  shown  that  the  H  atoms  of  the  —OH 
groups  in  phenols  are  labile,  if  one  may  judge  by  the  ultra- 
violet absorption  spectra  of  phenols.  The  suggestion  was 
also  made  that  the  violet  colouration  given  by  phenol  with 
ferric  chloride  indicates  that  it  is  a  tautomeric  substance, 
in  which  the  enol-form  predominates.  The  next  paper 
was  also  purely  physical,  and  dealt  with  association  in 
mixed  solvents.  It  was  followed  by  one  from  the  Wellccme 
Research  Laboratories,  which  was  on 
The  Synthesis  of  Substances  Allied  to  Epinephrine. 
By  G.  Barger  and  H.  A.  D.  Jowett. 

The  authors  have  endeavoured  to  synthesise  a  substance 
having  the  formula

which  was  assigned  to  epinephrine  (adrenalin),  the  active 
principle  of  the  suprarenal  gland,  by  one  of  them  in  1904 
("Journ.  Chem.  Soc,"  lxxxv.  192).

were  synthesised,  but  the  corresponding  dihydroxy  base 
could  not  be  isolated  although  indications  of  the  formation 
of  a  substance  having  the  chemical  and  physiological  pro- 
perties of  the  natural  base  were  obtained. 

The  remaining  papers  were  taken  as  read.  During  the 
evening  a  ballot  for  the  election  of  Fellows  was  held. 
Among  those  elected  was  Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Edinburgh. 


jforfarsbire  Cbcmiets'  association. 

THE  annual  business  meeting  was  held  in  Mathers'  Hotel, 
Dundee,  on  Wednesday,  June  14,  at  four  o'clock.  Mr. 
J.  H.  Thomson  presided,  and  expressed  his  gratification  at 
the  representative  attendance.  He  said  his  first  duty  was 
to  voice  their  feelings  of  regret  and  sympathy  with  the 
relatives  of  Mr.  James  Hardie  (who  had  been  long  and 
honourably  connected  with  pharmacy,  and  enjoyed  the  con- 
fidence and  respect  of  his  brother  pharmacists)  and  of  Mr. 
A.  B.  Anderson,  a  past  President,  who  was  distinguished  by 
his  amiability  and  courtesy.  Bailie  Doig,  Messrs.  C.  Kerr, 
J.  Ford,  and  James  Russell  having  given  expression  to  their 
feeling's  in  similar  terms,  it  was  resolved  to  record  in  the 
minutes  the  deep  regret  of  members  and  an  expression  of 
sympathy  with  the  bereaved. 

Annual  Review. 

The  Chairman  then  reviewed  the  work  of  the  session, 
which,  he  said,  though  uneventful,  was  generally  char- 
acterised by  the  usual  careful  attention  to  questions  of 
passing  interest.  He  was  gratified  to  know  that  on  the 
whole  British  pharmacists  are  not  decadent,  and  he  antici- 
pated good  results  from  the  Fairchild  Scholarship. 

The  Secretary  (Mr.  Wm.  Cummings)  reported  that  the 
membership  during  the  year  was  forty-six,  and  the  financial 
statement,  showing  a  balance  in  hand  of  41.  11?.,  was 
adopted. 

New  Officers. 
The  Chairman  proposed  that  Mr.  James  Russell  be  elected 
President.    Bailie  Doig  seconded,  and  Mr.  Russell  returned 
thanks.    Mr.  J.  M.  Hardie  was  elected  Vice-President. 
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Committee  :  Messrs.  Charles  Kerr.  John  Doig,  John  Ander- 
son, and  John  Gray  (Dundee),  T.  S.  Peebles  and  J.  H. 
Thomson  (Lochee),  W.  R.  Kermath  (St.  Andrews),  J.  S. 
Whyte  (Arbroath),  A.  Davidson  (Montrose),  J.  Hutton 
(Brechin),  James  Ford  (Kirriemuir),  M.  Macfarlane 
(Forfar),  and  W.  Park  (Broughty ferry).  Messrs.  Russell, 
Anderson,  and  Ford  were  appointed  delegates  to  the  B.P.C., 
and  Mr.  Anderson  to  the  Federation.  Mr.  Wm.  Cummings 
was  re-appointed  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

On  Uniformity  in  Sale  of  Easton's  Syrup, 

the  Chairman  said  it  is  most  desirable,  and  the  lack  of  it 
is  confusing  to  the  public  and  lowers  public  confidence  in 
chemists.  He  hoped  the  attention  the  question  was  receiv- 
ing would  lead  to  a  settled  system,  as  there  is  no  common- 
sense  in  treating  a  sale  of  Easton's  Syrup  and  a  sale  of 
strychnine  with  the  same  formalities. 

Mr.  John  Gray  said  that  he  now  registers  sales  of  Easton's 
vSyrup  in  the  Poisons  Book. 

Mr.  Kerr  said  he  thought  much  unnecessary  fuss  was 
being  made  about  the  matter.  He  never  registers  the  sale  of 
Easton's  Syrup,  and  thought  it  to  be  the  duty  of  chemists  to 
protest  against  such  a  ruling. 

Mr.  Hardie  and  Mr.  Cummings  showed  to  the  meeting 
order  forms  which  they  ask  customers  to  sign  when  Easton's 
Syrup  is  inquired  for. 

The  Chairman  read  to  the  meeting  the  report  of  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  Dr.  Symes's 
action  was  commended.

THE  LIQUOZONE  CASE. 

Dr.  W.  Wynn  Westcott,  the  North-East  London  Coroner,  in 
adjourning  the  inquest  on  the  two  children  who  are  alleged  to 
have  died  from  the  effects  of  having  taken  "  Liquozone,"  said 
that  there  was  no  accounting  at  any  time  for  the  eccentric 
action  of  the  Treasury,  and  therefore  it  would  be  by  no  means 
certain  that  the  evidence  would  be  ready  on  the  date  of  the 
adjournment.  On  Thursday  a  C.  &  B.  representative  had  aD 
interview  with  the  Coroner,  who  said  that  the  inquiry  will  be 
held  as  arranged,  as  he  had  learnt  that  the  official  authorities 
have  completed  the  analysis.  It  also  appears  that  the  Liquo- 
zone Co.  have  decided  to  bring  forward  evidence  to  prove  that 
the  quantity  of  sulphurous  acid  in  "  Liquozone  "  is  not  at  all 
harmful  if  taken  in  proper  doses  as  directed.  The  evidence 
of  the  medical  adviser  on  the  last  occasion  as  to  the  amount 
a  child  ought  to  take  is  to  be  added  to  by  several  well-known 
doctors,  who  will  state  that  it  is  by  no  means  unusual  to 
prescribe  sulphurous  acid  in  small  doses  for  young  children, 
and  that  if  the  medicine  be  taken  correctly  not  the  slightest 
harm  should  result.  Several  chemists  are  to  be  subpoenaed  to 
give  evidence  to  the  effect  that  they  have  on  many  occasions 
had  to  dispense  prescriptions  which  have  contained  sulphurous 
acid.  The  evidence  of  Professor  Pepper  will  be  to  show  that 
there  should  be  nothing  harmful  in  the  medicine,  but  if  taken 
by  anyone  of  tender  years  care  and  discretion  have  to  be  used. 
From  what  can  be  ascertained,  the  analysis  made  by  Sir 
Thomas  Stevenson  goes  to  show  that  the  opinions  expressed 
by  Dr.  Smith,  of  the  London  Hospital,  are  correct,  and  that 
"  Liquozone "  contains  sulphurous  acid ;  but  the  question 
if  the  quantity  is  large  enough  to  cause  harm,  remains  to  be 
proved  by  the  medical  evidence.  From  the  amount  of  the 
evidence  which  it  is  intended  to  try  to  bring  before  the 
Coroner  it  seems  hardly  within  the  bounds  of  possibility  that 
the  inquest  can  be  finished  at  the  next  sitting,  but  the  most 
urgent  representations  will  be  made  to  accomplish  this  end. 
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Golden  Rules  of  Medical  Practice.  By  Lewis  Smith,  M.D., 
London.  Pp.126.  John  Wright  &  Co.,  Bristol.  Is. 
This  little  book  has  lately  been  entirely  re-written,  en- 
larged, and  brought  thoroughly  up  to  date,  and  has  now 
reached  the  sixth  edition.  Numerous  welcome  changes 
characterise  it,  among  which  we  are  pleased  to  observe  that 
"Diseases  of  Kidney"  is  greatly  enlarged,  and  contains 
some  valuable  hints  on  urine  testing.  "Diseases  of  the 
Blood"  are  treated  much  more  fully;  specific  infectious 
fevers  are  classified,  and  have  each  a  head-note  showing 
duration  of  incubation  and  quarantine  stages.  Tables  of 
differential  diagnosis  are  one  of  the  best  features  of  the 
edition. 

Proceedings  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
at  the  Fifty-second  Annual  Meeting,  held  at  Kansas 

■  City,  Ma.,  September  1904.  Large  8vo.  Pp.  1084. 
Published  at  Baltimore. 

Unlike  its  older  sister  Association  on  the  other  side  of 
the  Atlantic,  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  is 
fortunate  in  having  full  publicity  given  to  its  proceedings 
in  the  trade  Press.  The  A.Ph.A.'s  work  is  never  reported 
by  our  American  contemporaries,  as  the  B.P.C.  is  here, 
and  a  glance  at  the  volume  before  us  explains  the  matter. 
No  fewer  than  452  pages  of  the  volume  deal  with  the 
meeting  last  September,  and  papers  and  reports  are  printed 
which  have  scarcely  been  referred  to  in  periodicals.  This 
makes  the  book  exceptionally  valuable  to  members  of  the 
Association,  while  they  have,  besides,  the  remarkably  com- 
plete and  informative  report  on  the  progress  of  pharmacy 
from  July  1,  1903,  to  June  30,  1904.  prepared  by  Mr.  C. 
Lewis  Diehl.  This  extends  to  531  pages,  and  the  variety 
and  interest  of  the  abstracts  are  most  commendable.  The 
title-page  does  not  refer  to  this  section  of  the  volume,  yet  it 
is  certainly  not  the  least  important. 

A  Handbook  of  Chemical  Engineering.  Illustrated  with 
working  examples  and  numerous  drawings  from  actual 
installations.  By  George  E.  Davis,  chemical  engineer. 
Second  edition.  2  vols.  10|x6§.  Vol  I.,  pp.  532; 
Vol.  II.,  pp.  528.  42s.,  post  free.  1904  :  Davis  Bros., 
32  Blackfriars  Street,  Manchester. 
Chemical  Engineering  is  such  a  large  subject  that  it  is 
difficult  to  obtain  an  adequate  idea  of  the  capabilities  of  the 
science,  but  here  Mr.  Davis  has  managed  admirably  to 
convey  the  scope  and  enter  fairly  deeply  into  the  details  of 
the  subject  within  a  reasonable  compass.  The  book  is  the 
outcome  of  a  course  of  lectures  delivered  some  years  ago  at 
the  Manchester  Technical  School,  but  the  new  edition  under 
review  has  been  widely  developed  from  that  nucleus.  The 
principles  by  which  chemical  plant  of  any  kind  can 
be  designed  and  erected  are  laid  down,  the  information 
being  of  a  practical  character — in  fact,  the  bulk  of  the  line 
drawings  are  from  actual  plans  prepared  in  the  author"s 
own  laboratory.  Altogether  540  illustrations  are  given  in 
the  two  volumes.  The  headings  of  the  chapters  will  convey 
the  extent  of  the  field  covered  by  the  work  :  (1)  Introduc- 
tion ;  (2)  The  Technical  Laboratory ;  (3)  Materials  Used  in 
the  Construction  of  Plant ;  (4)  Weighing  and  Measuring ; 
(5)  Steam  Production  and  Distribution;  (6)  Power  and  its 
Application;  (7)  Moving  Solids,  Liquids,  and  Gases; 
(8)  Treating  and  Preparing  Solids.  In  the  second  volume 
the  chapters  are  :  (1)  The  Application  of  Heat  and  Cold ; 
(2)  Separating  Solubles  from  Insolubles ;  (3)  Absorbing 
and  Compressing  Gases ;  (4)  Evaporation  and  Distillation  ; 
(5)  Crystallisation  and  Dialysis;  (6)  The  Applications  of 
Electricity;  (7)  The  Construction  of  Packages;  (8)  Organisa- 
tion and  Building.  The  book  is  a  difficult  one  to  review 
because  of  the  wide  range  covered,  but  by  turning  up  parti- 
cular items  we  have  not  found  it  wanting.  Take  hydro-ex- 
tractors, for  example ;  there  is  a  section  dealing  with  the 
various  kinds — under-driven,  over-driven,  suspended,  direct- 
driven,  water-driven,  and  two  or  three  kinds  electrically 
driven.  Each  variety  is  explained  and  the  advantages  or 
disadvantages  set  forth  in  a  few  words.  Again,  referring 
to  the  chapter  dealing  with  measurement  of  temperatures, 
mercury  thermometers,  pyrometers  (including  the  thal- 
potassimeter),  Seger  cones,  Watkin's  heat-recorders,  the 
Callendar    and    Griffiths    pyrometer,     the  polariscopic 


pyrometer,  and  the  Hargreaves  thermo-radicmeter  will  all  be 
found  dealt  with  in  proper  order.  The  applications  of 
electricity  to  chemical  industries,  now  a  most  important 
feature,  receives  a  full  share  of  attention,  and  gas-com- 
pressing, upon  which  we  are  occasionally  asked  to  advise,  is 
dealt  with  in  a  more  lucid  way  than  we  remember  to  have 
seen  elsewhere. 

The  Principles  of  Chemistry.  By  D.  Mendeleeff.  Third 
English  Edition.  Translated  from  the  Russian  (Seventh 
Edition)  by  George  Kamensky,  A.R.S.M.,  of  the  Im- 
perial Mint,  St.  Petersburg,  and  edited  by  Thomas  H. 
Pora,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.  2  Vols.  9^x6^.  Pp.  xxiv  +  640 
and  viii  +  552.  32s.  net.  London,  1905  :  Longmans, 
Green  &  Co. 

The  appearance  of  a  third  English  edition  of  the  veteran 
Russian  chemist's  "Principles  of  Chemistry"  may  well  be 
taken  as  an  indication  that  the  two  preceding  editions  found 
that  favour  with  British  chemists  to  which  their  inherent 
merits  undoubtedly  entitled  them.   The  plan  of  the  previous 
editions  has  been  followed  in  the  third,  inasmuch  as  the 
familiar  separation  of  text  and  foot-notes,  so  as  frequently 
to  present  two  more  or  less  independent  narratives,  has  been 
retained.    The  work  bears  throughout  abundant  evidences 
of  diligent  and  careful  revision  both  of  text  and  of  foot- 
notes, and  the  advanced  student  of  chemistry  will  find  in  it 
a  wealth  of  up-to-date  information,  as  well  as  of  remarks 
and  criticisms  which  are  full  of  suggestive  ideas.   While  the 
impress  of  the  master  hand  and  of  minute  familiarity  with 
the  subjects  dealt  with  are  recognisable  on  every  page,  it  is 
difficult  to  believe  that  the  treatment  accorded  to  the  ionisa- 
tion,  or  electrolytic  dissociation,  theory  of  solution  will  not 
prove  disappointing  to  the  majority  of  the  rising  generation 
of  English-speaking  students  who  read  the  book.  The 
author's  attitude  towards  this  subject  is  distinctly  conserva- 
tive.   He  does  not  consider  the  hypothesis  to  be  in  accord- 
ance with  fact,  and  therefore  he  refrains  from  giving  a 
detailed  exposition  of  it.    But  it  is  somewhat  peculiar  that, 
without  stating  the  hypothesis  explicitly  or  mentioning  that 
it  has  furnished  simple  explanations  for  a  number  of  pre- 
viously unexplained  facts,  he  enumerates  a  series  of  circum- 
stances which  he  regards  as  unfavourable  to  it. and  then  states 
it  as  his  opinion  ' '  that  it  would  be  most  useful  for  students  of 
chemistry  to  consider  all  the  data  referring  to  this  subject, 
which  can  be  found  in  the  "  Zeitschrift  fur  Physikalisehe 
Chemie."    The  student  of  a  text-book  in  English  will  pro- 
bably be  more  than  disappointed  to  find  himself  thus  re- 
ferred, for  an  acquaintance  with  the  ionisation  hypothesis, 
to  a  German  journal  comprising  some  fifty  volumes  of 
600  pages  or  so  each,  from  which  he  is  to  extract  for  himself 
the  information  he  wants  !   It  is  impossible  to  agree  with  the 
author  that  the  ionisation  hypothesis  "gives  scarcely  any 
help  towards  explaining  the  chemical  relations  of  solutions 
(particularly  .  .  .  their  reactions  .  .  .  )."    The  ionisation 
hypothesis  may  not  be  in  accordance  with  fact,  and  it  may 
not  be  destined  to  maintain  its  position,  even  as  a  working 
hypothesis,  but  at  this  moment  it  assuredly  does  greatly  help 
the  ehemist  to  undeistand  and  explain  a  large  number  of 
previously  obscure  reactions  of  solutions;  and  for  this  reason 
alone,  even  if  there  were  not  many  others,  the  reader  of  a 
text-book  which  might  be  expected  to  reflect  contemporary 
opinion  regarding  the  principles  of  chemistry  has  just  cause 
to  complain  of  the  virtual  suppression  of  a  detailed  account 
of  the  hypothesis.    Where  so  much  is  admirable  it  is  un- 
pleasant to  find  fault  with  respect  to  this  matter,  but  the 
feeling  is  strong  that  the  subject  has  not  been  presented  to 
the  student  in  such  a  way  as  to  permit  him  to  exercise  his 
own  judgment  regarding  it. 


The  Druggists  of  Baltimore  are  having  a  peculiar  law- 
suit brought  against  them.  A  year  ago  a  cutter,  who  had 
been  disturbing  things  generally,  was  brought  into  the 
fold  as  a  result  of  certain  promises.  He  was  told  that  he 
would  be  supplied  with  certain  goods  without  further 
difficulty,  and  that  he  would  be  permitted  to  cut  prices 
to  a  specified  extent.  He  now  claims  that  these  promises 
have  not  been  kept,  and  he  has  brought  an  action  for 
damages.  This  action  is  different  from  any  that  have  pre- 
viously resulted  from  the  operations  of  the  N.A.R.D. 
plans,  and  the  outcome  will  be  watched  with  much  in- 
terest.

Wilkinson,  J.  R.,  63  Upper  Thames  Street,  near  the  South- 
wark Bridge. — Paints.  His  speciality  was  "  Anticorrosion." 
This  invoice  head  is  a  picturesque  one,  and  has  upon  it  views 
of  Southwark  Bridge,  Ryde  Pier,  Lea  Bridge,  and  Vauxhall 
Bridge.  The  suggestion  seems  to  be  that  Mr.  Wilkinson 
supplied  the  paint  for  these  structures. 

Another  set  of  relics  referring  to  retail  customers  contains 
many  communications  from  Charles  Darwin,  who  resided  in 
the  neighbourhood  and  carried  on  his  researches  in  sensitive 
plants,  about  which  there  is  much  correspondence.  We  re- 
produce one  letter  in  facsimile  :

Dear  Sir, — You  have  supplied  me  for  some  years  with  "  vy. 
soft  spermaceti  ointment." ...Will  you  kindly  inform  me 
exactly  of  what  it  is  composed;  viz.,  what  kind  of  oil  and 
whether  any  glycerine  ?  I  want  to  know  because  I  blackened 
some  young  shoots  with  this  ointment  mixed  with  lamp- 
black, and  it  produced  an  extraordinary  effect  on  the  shoots, 
which  I  think  cannot  be  accounted  for  merely  by  the  exclusion 
of  Light. — Forgive  me  for  troubling  you,  &  I  remain.  Dear  sir, 
yours  faithfully,  Ch.  Daewih. 

January  6  (1870). 

Special  experiments  were  made  on  Dro^era  rotiindifolia 
with  arsenic,  strychnine,  veratrine.  sulphur,  morphine,  etc. 
Darwin  used  to  ride  over  from  Down  to  Keston  on  a  pony  to 
a  very  large  bank  of  sphagnum  moss,  near  the  ponds,  where 
he  let  the  pony  loose  and  then  set  to  work.  Mr.  Baxter  met 
him  there  once  and  had  a  conversation  with  him. 

Other  communications  which  the  celebrated  scientist  had 
with  his  chemist  are  : 

Please  send  me  a  very  small  Pot  of  your  purest  and  best 
Extract  of  Hyosciamus  for  experimental  purposes — I  want  it 
as  soon  as  possible.  Ch.  Darwin. 

Down,  July  16th  (1870). 

Please  send  me  about  ^  oz.  of  Sulphuric  iEther  and  about 
^  oz.  of  Nitric  JEther,  both  as  pure  as  possible,  for  experi- 
mental purposes,  in  bottles  with  corks,  as  I  shall  use  them 
immediately.  C.  Darwin. 

Down,  September  17th.  Please  turn  over. 

Also  about  a  drachm  of  chloroform  (I  have  some  at  Home, 
but  it  has  been  kept  long  &  I  am  afraid  of  its  purity). 

Also  about  a  drachm  of  Prussic  acid  of  Pharmacopoeia 
(please  mark  proportion  of  Prussic  acid  to  water  on  Label). 

Also  20  or  30  drops  of  pure  concentrated  Prussic  acid.

Potato-scab. 

ONE  of  the  most  widespread  of  the  diseases  affecting  the 
potato  is  potato-scab.  The  fungus  (Oosporascabics), 
according  to  the  "Journal  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture," 
usually  attacks  the  tubers  while  young,  forming  scattered 
rough  patches  or  scabs  on  the  surface.  If  "scabbed" 
potatoes  are  used  for  seed  without  having  been  sterilised, 
the  resulting  crop  will  almost  certainly  be  diseased,  and  the 
fungus  will  pass  into  the  soil,  where  it  may  live  for  years. 
But  "scabbed"  seed  may  be  used  without  any  danger  if 
they  are  immersed  for  two  hours  in  a  solution  of  one  pint  of 
formalin  (or  formaldehyde  40  per  cent.)  in  thirty-six  gals,  of 
water.  The  potatoes  are  afterwards  spread  out  to  dry 
before  being  cut  and  planted  in  the  usual  way.  Land  that 
has  produced  "  scabbed  "  potatoes  should  be  used  for  cereals 
only  for  a  few  years.  If,  as  in  gardens  or  allotments,  it  is 
necessary  again  to  plant  potatoes,  the  trenches  should  be 
sprinkled  with  powdered  sulphur.  Acid  manures  should  be 
used  on  scab-infected  soil,  as  lime,  stable-manure,  and 
night-soil  favour  the  development  of  fungus. 

Bulb-mites. 

These  mites,  o*  the  genus  Rhizogly  pints,  and  belonging  to 
the  Tyroglyphklia;,  feed  on  underground  swollen  stems  and 
roots,  such  as  the  bulbs  of  the  tulip,  hyacinth,  lily,  onion, 
eucharis,  and  the  tubers  of  potato  and  of  dahlia.  They  are 
known  as  Bhizoglyphus  ecJiinopus,  and  signs' of  infestation 
by  the  mites  are,  according  to  Dr.  R.  Stewart  MacDougall, 
checking  of  the  plants,  leaves  turning  yellow,  failure  to 
produce  flowers,  and  reddish-brown  spots  on  the  scales  of 
the  bulb.  The  best  treatment  is  to  burn  infected  bulbs  and 
to  disinfect  the  surrounding  soil,  but  if  not  too  greatly 
affected,  the  bulbs  may  be  washed  or  sprayed  with  paraffin, 
repeating  in  a  fortnight.  Another  plan  is  to  wash  them  in 
a  solution  of  potassium  sulphide  (1  oz.  to  3  gals,  of  water)  or 
brush  with  the  solution  after  removal  of  the  outside  loose 
scale-leaves.  Yet  another  method  is  fumigating  with 
carbon  bisulphide.  The  bulbs  are  placed  in  an  airtight 
receptacle  and  a  saucer  containing  carbon  bisulphide  is 
placed  on  top  of  them  and  left  for  forty-eight  hours. 

A  Beech-pest. 

One  of  the  most  destructive  pests  with  which  the 
arboriculturist  has  to  contend  is  the  Cryptococcus  fagi, 
which  thrives  on  the  beech.  The  first  sign  of  decay  is 
usually  seen  in  the  foliage,  which  becomes  discoloured  and 
sparse,  and  the  younger  branches  die ;  this  is  followed  by 
the  death  of  the  larger  branches  and  finally  of  the  trunk, 
while  the  bark  peels  off  the  branches  and  falls  away.  Any 
treatment  that  may  be  tried  should  be  applied  thoroughly 
in  order  to  penetrate  the  waxy  coverings  which  charac- 
terise the  beech  coccus.  The  three  most  satisfactory  pre- 
parations for  that  end  are  paraffin  emulsion,  the  same 
emulsion  combined  with  sulphur  and  turpentine,  and  a 
caustic  alkaline  wash.  For  the  preparation  of  the  first 
named  Mr.  R.  Newstead,  an  authority  on  arboriculture, 
recommends  mixing  equal  proportions  of  soft  soap  dis- 
solved in  boiling  water  and  paraffin,  "churning"  them  up 
by  means  of  a  force-pump  or  syringe.  When  required  for 
use  add  twenty  times  the  bulk  of  water  and  again  "  churn." 
The  second  emulsion  is  best  made  by  boiling  and  dissolving 
about  1  lb.  of  common  soap  in  gal.  of  soft  water,  adding 
a  handful  of  sulphur,  a  pint  of  paraffin,  and  the  same  quan- 
tity of  turpentine.  Then  add  about  4  gals,  of  soft  water 
to  the  mixture  and  "churn"  well.  The  alkaline  wash  is 
prepared  by  dissolving  separately  1  lb.  of  commercial 
caustic  soda  and  1  lb.  of  pearlash  or  crude  potash  in 
water.  Mix  the  two  solutions,  add  §  lb.  of  soft  soap, 
stir  well,  and  add  sufficient  water  to  make  up  to  10  gals. 
Chemists  will  be  wise  in  warning  customers  who  use  the 
alkali  formula  to  avoid  painted  vessels  of  any  kind  for 
mixing  or  storing  purposes.  The  emulsions  should  be  ap- 
plied carefully  with  a  stiff  scrubbing-brush.  The  alkali 
formula  is  essentially  a  winter  wash,  but  may  also  be  ap- 
plied in  early  spring.  It  is  usually  applied  with  a  pump- 
spray  or  syringe,  and  is  particularly  valuable  when  treating 
the  smaller  branches  of  trees.  Two  or  three  sprayings,  at 
intervals  of  two  or  three  days,  will  be  found  necessary. 


Deterinarp  Wotes. 


Rearing  Calves. 

AS  in  the  rearing  of  infants,  the  natural  method  is  un- 
doubtedly the  best  for  rearing  calves.  But  it  often 
happens  that  this  method  does  not  succeed,  at  least  with  the 
dairy  breed  of  cows,  and  so  the  chemist  is  requisitioned  to 
provide  an  artificial  food.  The  calf  requires  three  meals 
a  day  until  eight  weeks  old.  For  the  first  fortnight  new 
milk  is  given  alone,  but  after  that  half  the  new  milk  may 
be  discontinued  and  the  meal  may  consist  of  one  quart  of 
new  milk  and  three  pints  of  separated  milk  with  a  cream 
substitute.  Three  cream  substitutes  are  recommended — 
boiled  linseed,  ground  linseed,  and  cod-liver  oil.  In  the 
first  case  2  lbs.  of  linseed  is  soaked  overnight  in  3  gals,  of 
water,  boiled  and  stirred  the  next  day  for  twenty  minutes, 
and  five  minutes  before  the  boiling  is  finished  J,  lb.  of  flour 
is  added  (previously  mixed  with  enough  water  to  prevent 
it  becoming  lumpy)  to  the  gruel  to  counteract  the  laxative 
tendency  of  the  linseed.  One  pint  of  the  gruel  is  sufficient 
for  four  pints  of  separated  milk.  In  the  second  instance 
1  quart  of  genuine  ground  linseed  is  scalded  and  stirred 
with  1  gal.  of  boiling  water.  This  makes  a  nicer  porridge 
than  the  other  and  is  more  quickly  prepared.  It  is  used  in 
the  same  proportion  (1  to  4).  In  using  cod-liver  oil,  genuine 
oil  should  be  insisted  on.  Half  a  tablespoon  ful  is  measured 
into  a  calf-bucket  and  the  warm  separated  milk  for  one 
meal  poured  upon  it.  The  mixture  is  stirred  and  poured 
into  another  bucket  to  well  mix  or  emulsify  the  oil,  and  is 
then  given  to  the  calf.  In  the  fifth  week  the  dose  of  oil  may 
be  increased  to  one  tablespoonful,  this  being  continued  until 
the  ninth  week.  During  the  first  two  or  three  weeks  that 
they  are  having  new  milk  the  calves  are  liable  to  "white 
scour."  The  first  symptom  is  hesitation  in  taking  their 
milk,  and  when  this  occurs  a  dose  of  castor  oil  should  be 
given  instead  of  the  milk — a  tablespoonful  of  oil  being 
emulsified  with  twice  as  much  warm  water.  Ordinary  scour 
in  calves  is  due  to  acidity,  which  may  be  corrected  by  adding 
lime-water  or  bicarbonate  of  soda  to  the  milk.  If  the  calf 
catches  a  cold  or  gets  a  chill,  wrap  a  warm  cloth  round  it 
and  give  2  dr.  of  sweet  spirit  of  nitre  in  a  little  warm  water. 

Worms  in  Horses. 

The  use  of  thymol  in  the  treatment  of  the  various  forms 
of  worms  and  nematoids  that  attack  horses  is  referred  to  by 
Mr.  H.  H.  Cousins  in  the  "Jamaica  Bulletin  of  Agricul- 
ture." Thymol  has  a  marked  taste  and  smell,  and  special 
measures  are  necessary  to  secure  its  successful  administra- 
tion. For  horses  the  most  satisfactory  way  is  to  dissolve 
the  thymol  in  rectified  spirit  and  to  stir  up  the  solution  with 
ten  times  as  much  sugar.  By  evaporation  at  the  heat  of 
boiling  water,  the  spirit  is  driven  off  and  a  uniform  mix- 
ture of  thymol  and  sugar  obtained.  This  powder  can  be 
easily  administered  by  mixing  it  with  ground  corn  or  even 
stirring  it  up  with  the  usual  feed  of  corn  or  oats.  The  dose 
is  15  grains  of  thymol  morning  and  evening  for  two  succes- 
sive clays.  Mr.  Cousins,  referring  to  Jamaica,  says  the 
thymol  treatment  should  be  regularly  administered  to  all 
horses  in  the  spring  of  each  year. 


Adulteration  in  New  Jersey. — According  to  the  report 
of  the  New  Jersey  Board  of  Health  recently  issued  the 
percentage  of  adulteration  in  drugs  taken  during  a  recent 
crusade  was  43.7.  Among  the  drugs  examined  were 
acetanilide,  boric  acid,  salicylic  acid,  tannic  acid,  borax, 
camphorated  tincture  of  opium,  cold  cream,  compound  spirit 
of  ether,  creosote,  sulphuric  ether,  glycerin,  powdered 
opium,  oil  of  sweet  almonds,  castor  oil,  linseed  oil,  scale 
pepsine,  potassium  chlorate,  sodium  phosphate,  spirit  of 
camphor,  sweet  spirit  of  nitre,  tincture  of  ginger,  tincture  of 
iodine,  tincture  of  nux  vomica,  tincture  of  opium,  distilled 
water,  and  sodium  chloride.  Of  these  the  greatest  adultera- 
tion was  apparent  in  tincture  of  iodine  (56  below  standard, 
as  against  30  above  standard)  and  tincture  of  opium  (48 
below  standard  as  against  12  above  standard).  Four  out  of 
six  samples  of  nux  vomica  tincture  were  likewise  below 
strength,  as  well  as  four  out  of  eight  camphorated  tincture 
of  opium  and  four  out  of  twelve  tincture  of  ginger.

Manipulation  of  Prescriptions. 
Sir, — In  your  issue  of  June  3,  under  the  above 
heading,  in  a  letter  signed  "  Shaldon,"  appears  the  ques- 
tion, "To  what  extent  do  they  (pharmacists)  consider  it 
justifiable  to  manipulate  a  prescription  in  order  to  produce 
a  good  pharmaceutical  preparation  1  "  The  uncompromis- 
ing answer  I,  as  another  medical  man,  would  give  would 
be,  "  To  no  extent  whatever."  My  reason  for  this  is,  not 
but  that  in  very  many  instances  the  pharmacist  could 
improve  on  the  prescription  by  improving  the  resulting 
mixture's  taste,  by  making  it  more  elegant,  by  increasing 
its  utility,  by  some  manipulation  that  would  not  alter  the 
efficacy  of  the  drugs  prescribed,  but  for  the  mental  effect 
on  the  patient.  Granted  that  the  prescription  were  always 
"made  up"  by  the  same  chemist,  then  the  manipulation 
(if  any)  would  not  matter,  because  the  mixture  would 
always  have  the  same  appearance ;  but,  as  is  most  often 
the  case,  and  was  in  "  Shaldon's,"  the  prescription  is  dis- 
pensed by  different  pharmacists ;  one  does  not  manipulate, 
the  other  does ;  and  the  result  (to  the  patient)  is  an  ap- 
parently different  mixture,  and  no  amount  of  persuasion 
will  make  the  patient  believe  that  there  are  the  same 
ingredients  in  the  mixture,  and  as  a  consequence,  as 
"Shaldon"  doubtless  knows,  faith  having  so  much  to  do 
with  the  benefit  derived  from  a  mixture,  that  element  is 
gone  when  he  (patient)  imagines  the  mixture  is  different. 
How  often  is  a  doctor,  who  dispenses  his  own  medicines, 
told  that  the  "last  bottle  did  not  do  him  nearly  so  much 
good  as  the  other,"  simply  because  there  has  been  some 
slight  alteration  in  the  ingredients  (and  consequent  dif- 
ferent appearance)  of  no  moment  from  a  physiological 
point  of  view.  So  that  as  all  chemists  do  not  manipulate, 
or  do  not  do  so  in  the  same  way,  the  preferable  plan  is 
for  all  to  severely  make  up  according  to  the  prescription 
without  addition  of  any  sort.  In  "manipulating"  I  do 
not  believe  that  the  pharmacist  in  any  case  adds  anything 
that  in  the  slightest  degree  militates  against  the  objects 
aimed  at  in  the  prescription.  "  Shaldon  "  says  "  that  when 
he  prescribes  bismuth,  he  expects  the  patient  to  get  bis- 
muth and  not  bismuth  and  something  else."  Well,  as  he 
knows,  the  addition  of  mucilage  in  his  case  was  a  decided 
improvement  on  his  prescription,  as  it  suspended  the  in- 
soluble bismuth  and  made  the  dosage  more  accurate,  and 
the  patient  was  practically  "  getting  nothing"  else  but  the 
bismuth.  The  chemist  was  only  trying  to  produce  a  more 
elegant  and  useful  bismuth  mixture.  I  concede  that  there 
are  prescriptions  at  times  presented  to  chemists  which  in 
their  very  baldness  it  would  be  impossible  to  make  up 
without  some  addition,  but  these  are  exceptions.  That  the 
pharmacist  is  there  not  only  to  dispense  the  medicines, 
but  to  check  the  glaring  mistakes  often  made  by  medical 
men  as  to  dosage  and  incompatibles,  etc.,  the  public  may 
be  thankful,  and  will  do  without  any  "manipulation," 
even  although  that  "manipulation"  improves  the  taste 
or  the  appearance  or  the  utility  of  the  mixture,  because 
"  It  is  not  so  in  tfae  bond."

Sir, — In  answer  to  "  Shaldon's  "  letter  in  your  last  issue, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  a  dispenser  has  no  right  to  add  any- 
thing to  a  prescription  if  it  can  be  made  up  as  written  :  he 
should  assutaie  that  the  medical  man  knows  what  he  wants. 
If  it  cannot  be  made  up  as  written,  then  the  dispenser 
must  Ire.  flowed  scwe  latitude — e.g.,  when  tr.  cannab.  ind. 
is  ordered  in  aqua  without  mucilage,  where  it  is  obvious  that 
the  intention  is  to  give  uniform  doses.    Again,  in  many 


cases  it  would  be  impossible  to  make  pills  from  the  prescrip- 
tion as  written,  though  the  doctor  writes  "  M.  ft.  pil.,"  but 
without  "secundum  artem."  Here  the  dispenser  must  use 
common-sense,  and  carry  out  the  prescriber's  intention  with- 
out troubling  the  doctor.  If  there  is  an  apparent  error  in 
the  prescription  it  is  the  dispenser's  duty  to  communicate 
with  the  prescriber.  In  the  case  of  the  bismuth  mixture, 
the  chemist  had  no  right  to  add  mucilage,  as  it  is  not 
necessary,  and  many  prescribers  prefer  it  without  mucilage. 
I  have  no  sympathy  with  the  man  who  manipulates  a  pre- 
scription merely  to  make  a  good  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tion :  he  often  places  the  second  dispenser  in  a  very  un- 
fortunate position,  and  causes  a  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the 
patient  and  medical  man.  Better  for  the  chemist  to  stick  to 
the  old  legend,  "Prescriptions  faithfully  prepared."

Sir, — In  answer  to  "  Shaldon  "  and  as  one  who  to  a  certain 
extent  "  looks  upon  a  prescription  from  the  other  point  of 
view,"  I  say  that  the  use  of  mucilage  in  the  instance  he 
gives  was  quite  unnecessary.  At  one  time,  following  what 
I  had  been  taught  as  the  time-honoured  custom,  I  used  to 
add  mucilage  in  such  cases  without  ever  having  any  objec- 
tion raised  by  any  one  of  the  numerous  prescribers  I  camp 
across ;  but  latterly  my  opinions  have  altered,  chiefly  through 
the  example  set  me  by  several  Scotch  doctors  who  never 
order  mucilage  with  bismuth  salts  from  its  tendency  to 
cause  them  to  cake  in  the  bottle  and  also  from  the  theoretical 
view  that  bismuth  salts  uncombined  with  gum  protect  or 
lubricate  the  lining  of  the  stomach  more  effectually.  When 
an  addition  or  alteration  is  made  in  a  prescription  it  should 
be  noted  by  the  dispenser  on  the  margin  for  the  doctor's 
benefit.  Fidelity  in  dispensing  in  the  abstract  is  all  very 
well  and  seems  nice  on  paper,  but  chemists  as  a  body  are 
too  well  acquainted  with  the  friction  and  trouble  too  strict 
an  interpretation  of  the  term  would  lead  them  into  with 
their  medical  friends.  The  standpoint  I  take,  and  have 
always  taken,  with  regard  to  alterations  is  this  :  (1)  Never 
add  to  a  formula  anything  of  an  active  nature,  (2)  always 
note  additions  on  the  prescription,  (3)  never  make  an  altera- 
tion or  addition  out  of  mere  routine,  (4)  always  have  a 
good  and  logical  reason  to  give  the  doctor  for  such  additions. 
Manipulation  so  eonducted  always  meets  with  the  support 
of  the  general  body  of  doctors,  who  are  only  too  glad  to 
find  that  a  chemist  intelligently  watches  their  prescribing 
and  does  his  best  to  send  out  their  prescriptions,  not  only 
accurately  dispensed,  but  scientifically  compounded,  so  as 
to  secure  the  best  effect  to  the  patient.  From  the  very 
nature  of  medical  education  at  the  present  time  it  is  not 
to  be  expected  that  doctors  should  have  an  intimate  know- 
ledge of  pharmacy,  and  therefore  the  chemist's  position 
tends  to  become  more  important  every  day,  so  that  in  the 
future  I  believe  we  shall  find  that  the  doctors  will  simply 
write  out  the  dose.s  of  the  active  medicines  in  their  pre- 
scriptions and  leave  the  chemist  to  add  the  flavourings  and 
adjuvants  according  to  discretion.  Let  "Shaldon"  make 
the  acquaintance  of  a  few  pharmacists  who  really  handle 
prescriptions  and  who  are  in  touch  with  doctors,  and  in  a- 
five-minutes'  conversation,  if  he  be  open  to  conviction,  he 
will  be  satisfied  that  it  is  to  the  ultimate  benefit  of  both 
doctor  and  patient  that  what  he  terms  manipulation  of 
prescript io?is  is  performed.

Sir, — In  Thb  Chemist  and  Druggist  "Shaldon"  asks 
pharmacists  the  question,  "To  what  extent  do  they  consider 
it  justifiable  to  manipulate  a  prescription  in  order  to  produce 
a  good  pharmaceutical  preparation  ?  "  And  he  gives  the  case 
which  prompts  his  question,  namely,  a  mixture  containing 
bismuth  carbonate,  magnesium  carbonate,  and  rhubarb  tinc- 
ture. The  case  in  point  is  a  weak  one.  Variation  is  only 
what  is  to  be  expected.  There  are  two  magnesium  car- 
bonates— one  heavy,  the  other  light.  The  character  of  such  a 
mixture  would  be  different  according  to  which  carbonate  had 
been  used.  "  Shaldon  "  leaves  it  an  open  question,  and  does 
not  specify  one  or  the  other.  Although  there  is  a  general 
agreement  among  dispensers  to  use,  in  absence  of  specifica- 
tion, the  light  carbonate  for  mixtures,  it  could  not  well  be 
said  that  it  is  wrong  to  use  the  heavy  fearbonate.  While 
addition  of  mucilage  to  the  mixtae  in  question  is.  quite 
unnecessary,  yet  from  day  to  day  we  receive  prescriptions 
which,  if  dispensed  as  written,  would  not  let  the  patient  get 
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the  active  ingredient  ifi  the  way  the  prescriber  obviously 
intends.  Phenacetin,  sulphonal,  salol  may  be  given  as 
examples  prescribed  in  mixture  form  with  water  and  a  little 
syrup.  Without  suitable  manipulation  the  patient  would, 
in  these  cases,  get  next  to  none  of  the  aetive  material,  or  get 
it  in  very  unequal  doses.  The  dispenser  is,  moreover,  ex- 
pected to  perform  the  necessary  manipulation;  at  least  that 
is  my  experience.  The  principle,  I  take  it,  which  guides  a 
pharmacist  in  this  matter  is  to  make  no  addition  if  the  pre- 
scription can  be  dispensed  as  it  stands ;  and  if  any  addition 
is  to  be  made  it  must  be  of  the  most  innocent  description, 
and  only  with  the  object  of  securing  equality  of  dosage  or 
preventing  serious  deterioration  of  the  active  material.

Sir, — In  respect  to  "Manipulation  of  Prescriptions,"  I 
would  say  that  no  hard-and-fast  rule  can  be  laid  down,  each 
particular  prescription  must  be  decided  per  se.  One  seldom 
sees  the  instruction,  "M.S. A.,"  more  generally  "  misce, 
fiat  mistura,"  "misce,  fiat  pilula,"  etc.  Such  instructions 
(or  the  absence  of  them)  in  my  judgment  do  not  mean 
simply  "mix  the  ingredients  together,"  but  necessarily 
leave  much  to  the  skill  and  knowledge  of  the  dispenser. 
I  should  not  add  mucilage  to  a  simple  mixture  of  bismuth, 
etc.,  but  can  conceive  the  presence  of  ingredients  which 
might  necessitate  it  (e.g.  resinous  tinctures,  quinine,  and 
ammonia,  etc.).  As  a  general  rule  for  assistants'  guidance, 
I  should  say  that  the  addition  of  anything  for  the  sake  of 
appearance  only  would  not  be  justified ;  but  when  the  addi- 
tion of  a  comparatively  inert  vehicle  would  serve  some 
useful  purpose  of  subdivision,  or  retard  interaction  of  the 
ingredients,  it  would  be  not  only  justifiable,  but  desirable.

Sir, — The  instance  of  supposed  "manipulation"  quoted 
by  "  Shaldon  "  affords  an  excellent  example  of  the  invidious 
position  in  which  the  dispensing  chemist  is  frequently 
placed.  Of  the  two  bismuth  mixtures  dispensed,  one  was 
smoother  than  the  other,  and  your  correspondent  assumes 
that  to  the  smoother  sample  some  mucilaginous  material  had 
been  added,  although  the  dispenser  denied  such  addition. 
It  is  certain  that  if  mucilage  had  been  added  to  either 
mixture  it  was  to  the  less  smooth  sample,  and  blame  was 
therefore  attributed  to  the  wrong  individual.  In  practice 
it  is  found  that  the  addition  to  bismuth  mixtures  of  mucilage 
in  any  form  is  a  mistake,  and  its  unauthorised  addition  is 
to  my  mind  quite  unjustifiable.  It  certainly  suspends  the 
bismuth  when  the  mixture  is  newly  made,  but  as  certainly 
it  ultimately  causes  the  insoluble  salt  to  aggregate  into 
coherent  masses,  with  the  result  that  the  dose  cannot  be 
properly  apportioned.  The  general  question  of  so-called 
"manipulation"  cannot  be  discussed  practically  on  the 
basis  set  out  by  your  correspondent,  who  would  apparently 
not  allow  a  dispenser  to  choose  his  own  pill  excipient  or 
even  adjust  the  quantity  thereof.  This  is  an  extreme  view, 
from  which  the  average  medical  man  differs,  and  I  believe 
his  confidence  is  usually  well  placed.  He  commonly  pre- 
scribes drugs  in  the  form  of  powder,  with  the  direction 
"  Fiant  pilulre,"  and  leaves  to  the  pharmacist  the  formula 
for  an  emulsion  or  suppository.  If  this  is  "  manipulation," 
undoubtedly  "  manipulation  "  exists  ;  but  if  by  "  manipula- 
tion "  your  correspondent  implies  that  the  pharmacist 
arbitrarily  departs  from  the  physician's  instructions,  such 
is  not  my  experience.  In  any  case  the  suspension  of  bismuth 
is  an  exceptional  instance  of  difference  of  opinion  among 
both  physicians  and  pharmacists,  and  upon  it  no  vague  and 
general  charge  of  "manipulation"  can  be  founded.

Sir, — I  do  not  think  any  dispenser  is  justified  in  adding 
anything  to  a  prescription  as  written.  If  possible  it  would 
be  advisable  to  refer  to  the  prescriber. 

Still,  in  this  case  quoted  by  "Shaldon,"  as  in  others, 
it  depends  on  the  prescriber.  So  far  as  some  of  the 
present-day  doctors  are  concerned,  it  would  certainly  be 
"rough  on"  the  patient,  to  say  the  least,  if  some  of  their 
prescriptions  were  dispensed  exactly  as  written.  I  doubt 
whether  some  of  them  would  know  the  meaning  of  M.S. A., 
for  it  seems  to  be  becoming  quite  a  novelty  now  to  see  a 
prescription  with  the  directions  written  in  Latin,  and  with 
the  present  tendency  of  doctors  to  order  specialities  of 


different  manufacturers  the  "art"  of  dispensing  will  be 
very  little  needed.  Even  with  my  dispensing  experience 
of  twelve  years,  the  decadence  of  the  "art"  is  very 
marked.

Sir, — In  citing,  as  an  instance  of  the  above,  a  bismuth 
mixture  to  which  an  unauthorised  addition  of  mucilage  was 
made,  "  Shaldon"  has  broached  a  subject  upon  which  there 
exists  a  great  diversity  of  opinion  amongst  dispeoaars.  The 
bismuth  mixture  he  mentions  is  not  improved  by  the 
addition  of  mucilage  of  acacia.  The  latter  has  a  tendency 
to  cause  the  salts  to  "  cake  "  after  standing  some  time  ;  one 
prepared  without  mucilage  was  at  the  end  of  forty-eight 
hours  much  more  presentable  to  the  eye,  whilst  the  salts 
were  easily  and  perfectly  diffused  upon  shaking  the  bottle 
slightly.  But  this  is  not  the  chief  point  at  issue ;  your 
correspondent  asks  for  information  upon  a  subject  which, 
so  far  as  I  can  see,  cannot  be  given.  The  intelligent 
dispenser  always  endeavours  to  anticipate  the  requirements 
of  the  physician  as  exactly  as  is  possible,  and  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  in  comparatively  few  instances  is  a  dis- 
penser able  to  refer  to  the  prescriber  for  enlightenment  upon 
doubtful  points.  I  have  often  had  to  deal  with  formulas  for 
pill  masses  which,  if  followed  literally,  would  result  in  pro- 
ducts which  would  require  to  be  sent  out  in  gallipots,  and 
to  be  eaten  with  a  spoon.  The  subject  is  so  diverse  that  in 
my  opinion  it  is  impossible  to  lay  down  set  rules  relating  to 
the  manipulation  of  prescriptions.  But  in  .  these  days  of 
stringent  examinations,  following  upon  methodical  training, 
perhaps  it  would  not  be  presumptive  if  one  were  to  ask  your 
correspondent  to  have  just  a  little  faith  in  that  much-talked- 
of  "  discretion  "  of  the  chemist.  Yours,  etc.,

Sir, — In  reply  to  a  letter  by  "  Shaldon,"  which  appeared 
in  the  C.  d-  D.  of  June  3.  I  consider  he  is  somewhat  unfortu- 
nate in  his  choice  of  a  prescription,  which  is  certainly  "  in- 
sufficient" and  allows  "latitude"  to  the  compounder. 
Apart  altogether  from  the  question  of  mucilage,  "  Shaldon  " 
ought  to  have  specified  with  regard  to  the  magnes.  carb. 
"pond"  or  "  levis " ;  therein  "Shaldon"  will  find  cause 
sufficient  to  account  for  the  difference  in  appearance  of  the 
mixture.  Personally  I  should  have  dispensed  the  "levis" 
— a  moot  point  in  itself — without  mucilage.  If  medical 
men  on  the  whole  would  trouble  themselves  to  acquire  the 
art  of  elegant  and  accurate  prescription-writing,  pharma- 
cists would  gladly  cease  to  "manipulate"  their  prescrip- 
tions.

Sir, — In  reference  to  the  question  raised  by  "  Shaldon" 
in  the  C.  Jc  D.,  I  should  say,  treating  the  subject  directly, 
that  every  prescription  should  be  dispensed  strictly  as 
written,  and  nothing  of  a  mucilaginous  nature  added  unless 
prescribed,  or  except  when  it  is  absolutely  essential.  Deal- 
ing with  the  bismuth  prescription  which  "Shaldon"  men- 
tions, mucilage  is  unnecessary,  and  if  used  would  be  con- 
trary to  the  physician's  prescription  and  hence  entirely 
incorrect.  I  believe  that  it  is  only  correct  to  use  mucilage 
when  it  is  ordered  or  is  necessary — in  such  cases  as  ext.

Oil-of-lemon  Valuation. 

Sir, — Referring  to  my  article  "A  New  Indirect  Method 
of  Estimating  Aldehydes  in  Oil  of  Lemon,"  published  in 
the  C.  &  D.,  April  29,  p.  682,  I  notice  that  the  translator 
has  made  some  slight  errors.  In  lines  4,  5,  and  6  of  the 
modus  operandi,  "Shake  the  mixture  until  emulsified 
and  heat  to  boiling  at  5  mm.  pressure  for  ten  minutes, 
agitating  frequently  and  taking  care  not  to  overheat  it," 
should  read  :  "  Shake  the  mixture  until  emulsified  and 
heat  on  a  boiling  ivater-bath  for  ten  minutes,  agitating 
frequently,"  etc. 

1  take  this  opportunity  to  answer  the  letter  published 
by  Messrs.  Child  and  Spencer  in  your  issue  of  May  6. 
I  really  wonder  at  their  assertion  that,  contrary  to  what  is 
currently  admitted,  citronellal  is  never  naturally  present 
in  lemon  oil.  On  that  point  I  beg  leave  to  refer  my 
contradictors  to  what  was  published  by  Doebner  in  the 
"  D.  Chem.  G.,"  xxvii.  354,  and  subsequently  to  the  work 
of  Ladell  ("  Chem.  News,"  Ixix.  20),  who  was  able  to  isolate 
an  element  boiling  at  206°,  and  answering  the  formula 
C10H,8O.  Concerning  the  surprise  expressed  by  Messrs. 
Child  and  Spencer  for  my  not  having  made  any  mention 
of  the  two  new  aldehydes  (nonyl  and  decyl)  discovered  by 
Messrs.  Burgess  and  Child,  and  confirmed  by  Heine's 
chemists,  it  would  have  been  out  of  place  for  me  to  make 
any  reference  to  them,  seeing  that  my  process  is  based 
upon  the  estimation  of  the  totality  of  the  aldehydes 
present  in  lemon  oil,  among  which  I  necessarily  included 
Messrs.  Burgess  and  Child's  aldehydes,  which  I  have  at 
different  tunes  mentioned  in  other  publications.  I  am 
glad  that  Messrs.  Child  and  Spencer  admit  that  the 
polarimetric  process  I  proposed  is  perfectly  correct  as 
regards  the  aldehyde  estimation  of  terpeneless  oil  of 
lemon,  but  I  fail  to  understand  why  they  should  not 
think  such  a  method  of  estimation  equally  correct  when 
applied  to  plain  oil  of  lemon.  Finally,  I  must  say  that 
Messrs.  Child  and  Spencer's  statement  that  I  have 
admitted  that  the  50  per  cent,  distillation  method,  proposed 
by  me  and  Soldaini,  is  practically  valueless,  is  not  correct. 
In  fact,  in  my  last  paper  on  the  new  adulterants  of  oil  of 
lemon  ("Boll.  Chim.  Farm.,"  February  11,  1904)  I  main- 
tained that,  having  regard  to  the  new  methods  of  adul- 
teration— viz.,  terpenes  in  conjunction  with  fats — the 
distillation  test  alone  is  not  in  all  instances  sufficient  to 
establish  the  genuineness  of  an  oil,  inasmuch  as  the  addi- 
tion of  fats  to  terpenes  makes  up  for  the  absence  or 
deficiency  of  the  abstracted  citral  and  stereaoptene.  For 
such  cases  I  advised  the  determination  of  the  index  of 
saponification,  and  for  the  detection  of  the  added  fats  of 
the  fixed  residue  on  a  water-bath  (see  "Boll.  Chim. 
Farm.,"  May  1904).

Questions  Answered. 
Sir, — In  reply  to  the  first  four  questions  asked  by  "  One 
.  of  the  Tribe  of  Jesse"  (C .  &  D.,  June  3,  p.  865),  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  of  the  Sheffield  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion I  know  that  Boots'  managers  have  been  asked  repeatedly 
to  come  to  the  Society's  meetings,  dinners,  balls,  and  smok- 
ing-concerts.  Personally  I  have  also  asked  them,  particu- 
larly last  year,  when  the  Conference  met  in  Sheffield,  to 
come  either  to  the  Conference  meetings,  concerts,  or  excur- 
sions. As  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Athletic  Club 
I  have  asked  them  to  play  either  football  or  cricket  with  us. 


The  answer  that  I  have  always  received  is  "  that  they 
would  very  much  like  to  come  amongst  us,  but  whilst  they 
are  in  their  present  position  they  could  not  honestly  join  us, 
as  they  would  feel  out  of  place,  so  must  for  the  tune  being 
refrain."  In  reply  to  Question  5,  I  certainly  do  not  expect 
a  manager  of  a  drug  company's  shop  to  subscribe  to  the 
P.A.T.A.,  but  from  his  first  letter,  signed  under  a  nom  de- 
plume, how  could  he  expect  me  to  know  that  he  was  a  Boots' 
manager  ?  I  can  assure  him  that  the  members  of  the  Shef- 
field Local  Association  would  welcome  these  managers,  and 
not  shut  them  out,  as  he  suggests;  and,  judging  from  the 
few  of  them  that  I  know,  they  are  an  exceedingly  nice  lot 
of  fellows,  and,  generally  speaking,  are  entirely  in  sympathy 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society;  and  it  is  the  strong 
allegiance  to  the  mother  Society  that  all  qualified  men  want. 
This  is  my  point.  As  mentioned  in  my  first  letter,  it  is  of  as 
much  importance  to  Boots'  managers  as  myself.

Sir, — ' '  Xrayser "  says  that  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe's 
colleagues,  during  the  long  pharmaceutical  sleep,  ought  to 
be  thrown  in  the  crucible  of  criticism  along  with  himself. 
I  do  not  agree  with  this.  A  leader  must  take  a  leader's 
responsibilities  in  every  department  of  life,  but  apart  from 
this,  Mr.  Carteighe's  colleagues  in  the  long  sleep  are  all 
relegated,  so  far  as  criticism  goes,  to  the  oblivion  their 
works  merited,  and  we  are  willing  to  leave  them  there. 
We  would  have  extended  the  same  charity  to  Mr.  Michael 
Carteighe  if  his  friends  would  have  allowed  us,  but  the 
constant  use,  on  their  part,  of  such  language  as  "one  of 
the  most  valuable  assets  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society," 
"the  Napoleon  of  Pharmacy,"  and  exaggerated  language 
of  that  kind,  places  Mr.  Carteighe  (whether  he  wishes  it 
or  not)  in  a  different  position  from  that  of  his  colleagues. 
Again,  "Xrayser"  says  that  the  importance  of  the  com- 
panies decision  was  not  recognised  at  Bloomsbury  Square 
when  companies  were  in  their  infancy,  but  a  few  voices 
were  raised  even  then  in  the  wilderness,  amongst  them 
the  robust  voice  which  is  never  silent  on  pharmaceutical 
matters  (this  is  mine)  in  Cannon  Street.  This  is  true 
enough,  but  surely  a  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  to  say  nothing  of  a  "  Napoleon  of  Pharmacy," 
ought  to  have  been  able  to  see  what  was  seen  clearly 
enough  at  Cannon  Street.  It  is  the  function  of  a  Napoleon 
to  see  every  possible  move  in  the  game  of  war,  and  if  he 
can't  do  that  he  is  not  a  Napoleon.  It  is,  however,  of  Mr. 
Carteighe,  the  Pharmaceutical  President  and  politician, 
I  ani  speaking,  and  not  Mr.  Carteighe  the  man.  To  those 
who  know  him  personally,  I  have  been  told  by  many,  he 
has  a  charm  of  manner  all  his  own,  which  I  am  quite  ready 
to  believe.  There  is  another  point  which  has  not  been 
sufficiently  accentuated — i.e.,  that  the  interests  of  the 
people  were  as  much  neglected  during  the  long  sleep  as 
the  interests  of  chemists,  perhaps  more.  It  is  quite  true 
that  the  Pharmacy  Acts  are  to  a  great  extent  Poisons 
Acts,  but  still  there  is  in  spirit,  if  not  in  letter,  a  duty 
placed  in  these  Acts  on  the  shoulders  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  to  control  the  traffic  in  drugs,  so  that  the 
people  may  be  safeguarded  from  their  own  ignorance  and 
the  ignorance  of  others.  In  other  words,  it  is  not  in  the 
public  interest  that  a  spirit  of  commercialism  should  exist 
in  pharmacy,  but  during  the  long  sleep  that  spirit  crept 
in,  and  now  has  secured  a  firm  footing.  Under  its  sway 
the  man  who  has  qualified,  and  knows  the  good  and  the 
evil  of  drugs,  is  of  less  account  than  the  man  who  only 
knows  pharmacy  as  a  field  in  which  he  can  play  on  the 
credulity  and  ignorance  of  the  people.  The  people  are 
flooded  with  drugs  even  more  than  they  are  with  such 
articles  as  food  and  clothing  under  this  unqualified  com- 
mercialism.   In  every'  newspaper  and  magazine,  on  every 
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hoarding,  in  the  fields  near  the  railway,  iD  pretty  wood- 
land scenes,  on  buoys  at  sea,  on  balloons  in  the  air,  in 
our  letter-boxes,  below  our  doors,  in  tramcars,  on  theatre 
curtains,  on  programmes,  the  names  and  qualities  of  drugs 
are  pushed  before  our  eyes.  Horrible  drawings  of  our 
insides  are  placed  before  us,  too,  in  ghastly  nakedness — 
drawing's  in  which  our  livers  are  where  our  lungs  ought 
to  be,  our  hearts  are  in  our  bowels,  and  our  kidneys  in 
our  thorax.  We  are  told  that  if  we  have  a  pain  anywhere 
it  will  lead  to  a  long  series  of  ghastly  ailments  ending 
in  death,  unless  we  use  some  drug  or  other,  for  a  halfpenny- 
worth of  which  we  have  the  pleasure  of  paying  two 
and  ninepence.  Who  is  to  blame  for  all  this  ?  First  of 
all,  the  leaders  at  Bloomsbury  Square,  who  during  the 
long  sleep  made  no  effort  to  keep  the  commercial  spirit 
out  of  pharmacy.  Let  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe,  and  those 
who  were  associated  with  him,  look  around  to-day  on  a 
pharmacy  which  has  become  so  commercialised  and  vul- 
garised that  it  is  an  absolute  curse  to  the  people,  and 
let  them  say  whether  they  have  been  good  custodians  of 
the  charter  which  was  placed  in  their  hands.

Mr.  Boot  Histologically  Considered. 

Sir, — Pharmacists  are  getting  used  now  to  Mr.  Boot's

through  microscopes,  will  not  cause  them  much  grief.  No 
doubt  to  a  business  man  like  Mr.  Boot  the  information  a 
pharmacist  derives  from  a  careful  investigation  of  the  drugs 
and  chemicals  sold  to  him  is  purely  a  waste  of  time.  What 
does  the  "man  in  the  street  "  know  or  care  about  Pharma- 
copoeia tests  and  guarantees  ?  He  wants  to  be  catered  for 
with  something  outside  the  Pharmacopoeia — something  new 
and  more  up  to  date,  something  prepared  with  an  attrac- 
tive label,  worded  in  a  broad  spirit,  and  presented  accord- 
ing to  modern  ideas — in  fact,  a  preparation  like  the  follow- 
ing :—  ; 


Although  Mr.  Boot  scoffs  at  the  private  chemist,  no 
one  knows  better  than  himself  that  he  is  far  from  being 
a  negligible  quantity.  He  need  not  be  reminded  that  there 
is  an  increasing  number  of  chemists  springing  up  each  year, 
who  regard  the  competition  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  with  less  awe 
than  heretofore,  and  who  can  meet  them,  and  beat  them, 
on  their  own  ground.  The  chief  and  most  lucrative  por- 
tion of  a  chemist's  business  is  a  personal  one,  and  the  best 
class  of  customers  prefers  to  deal  direct  with  the  qualified 
owner  and  director  of  the  pharmacy,  which  is  only  natural, 
for  the  manager  of  a  shop  belonging  to  a  company  is  at 
best  only  an  automatic  inachine,  planked  down  in  a 
chemist's  shop  to  sell  what  is  sent  to  him;  and  the  informa- 
tion he  has  about  the  specialities  of  the  shop  is  limited  to 
the  retail  prices  and  the  amount  of  commission  allowed 
to  the  assistant  who  sells  them.  Probably  there  are  some 
of  these  spying  pharmacists  who  would  be  glad  of  a  little 
relaxation  from  the  monotonous  microscopical  examination 
of  drugs,  and  who  would  be  pleased  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  put  on  their  slide  a  copy  of  the  balance-sheet  of 
the  whole  of  the  drug  companies  directed  by  Mr.  Boot. 
Take  Boots  Cash  Chemists  (Southern).  Ltd.,  for  instance. 
We  are  told  that  this  company  was  formed  to  take  over 
sixty  shops  for  300,000/..  or  5.000/.  per  shop;  therefore,  to 
pay  only  6  per  cent,  each  shop  must  make  300/.  net  profit 
after  paying  all  expenses.  It  stands,  therefore,  if  one  shop 


is  a  "white  elephant"  one  other  to  equalise  must  make 
600/.  or  more  net  profit,  and  in  a  limited  business  like  that 
of  a  chemist,  even  at  old-fashioned  prices  and  free  personal 
attention,,  it  wants  some  doing.  Therefore,  I  ask,  how 
does  Mr.  Boot  do  it  at  store  prices,  coupled  with  the 
heavy  expenses  incidental  to  pharmacies  run  under  man- 
agement? It  is  the"  custom  when  a  strong  man  on  the 
stage  claims  to  be  an  expert,  and  challenges  the  audience 
to  lift  a  certain  weight  of  material,  for  him  to  first 
do  it  himself  to  show  that  it  can  be  done.  I  suggest 
that  it  is  only  reasonable  for  chemists  to  request  Mr. 
Boot,  before  taking  up  the  position  of  chemists'  critic 
and  expert,  to  lay  before  them  the  proofs  of  his  own 
success,  by  issuing  a  full  statement  of  the  annual  returns, 
expenses,  net  profit,  and  dividends  paid  by  the  various 
companies  he  directs.

Therefore  on  the  receipt  of  this  Kind  letter  you  must  Kindly 
be  of  good  cheer  to  send  all  my  request  as  well  as  Samples 
of  your  oil  and  all  Kinds  of  your  goods  or  Merchandise, 
But  if  you  direct  all  these  to  me  I  will  remit  you  about  teri 
shillings.  Ending  with  best  compliment  to  you  and  your 
Sons. 

Chemists'  Assistants  in  the  East. 
Sir, — The  letter  in  your  issue  of  March  11  under  - the 
above  heading  proved  very  interesting  to  me,  and  I  do  not 
think  it  at  all  exaggerated.  I  would  like  to  add  a  few  of 
my  personal  experiences  of  the  Far  East.  I  know  that  all 
assistants  have  not  to  put  up  with  the  same  conditions  as  I 
had ;  still  it  will  give  men  with  ambitions  for  the  East  an 
idea  of  what  they  have  to  risk.  I  signed  an  agreement  for 
four  years  for  one  of  the  leading  ports  of  Japan,  and  had 
every  assurance  from  the  London  agent  that  he  personally 
knew  my  future  master  to  be  a  perfect  gentleman ;  doubt- 
less he  was  at  one  time.  Free  quarters  and  board  were 
provided  by  agreement,  but  the  room  adjoining  my  bed- 
room was  the  "poker  room,"  which  compelled  me  to 
provide  myself  with  other  lodgings  so  as  to  escape  the 
noise.  If  I  had  been  a  drinker  and  gambler,  of 
course  I  could  have  got  on  exceedingly  well,  and  very 
likely  got  nicely  under  the  thumb  of  my  employer.  I  was 
not  guaranteed  homeward  passage  in  my  agreement,  and 
when  asking  about  it  after  being  in  the  country  a  short 
time,  I  was  told  the  chief  reason  that  it  was  not  guar- 
anteed was  ' '  that  an  employer  must  have  something  to 
hold  on  to  an  assistant  by."    There  was  also  a  family 
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scandal  to  contend  with,  and  the  result  was  that  I  left 
after  serving  two  years  only.  As  a  result  of  the  war 
everything  in  Japan  is  becoming  very  expensive,  and  in 
July  next  a  great  many  extra  duties  are  to  be  put  on. 
Many  of  the  residential  foreign  population  have  left  until 
things  look  brighter,  and  the  passing  trade  is  also  much 
affected.  In  Yokohama  there  are  two  British  and  one 
German  firms,  Kobe  has  two  British  and  one  German,  and 
Nagasaki  one  British  firm.  The  Japanese  firms  have  now  to 
be  reckoned  with,  both  in  dispensing  and  in  patents,  and 
are  becoming  formidable  rivals.

With  reference  to  the  letter  from  Mr.  George  M.  Sleggs, 
Liverpool,  in  our  last  issue,  p.  903,  the  British  Liquozone 
Co.,  Ltd.,  send  us  copies  of  letters  which  passed  between 
him  and  them  on  June  6  and  7.  In  the  letter  of  June  6 
Mr.  Sleggs  called  their  attention  to  his  customer's  case,  and 
the  company,  in  reply,  stated  that  they  had  searched  their 
files  back  to  March  23,  but  could  find  no  letter  from  the 
customer.  They,  however,  authorised  Mr.  Sleggs  to  refund 
12s.  6d.  to  the  customer,  and  gave  him  similar  authority  in 
regard  to  any  other  case  which  may  arise,  and  which  accords 
with  the  conditions  of  the  guarantee.  The  company  think 
Mr.  Sleggs  was  rather  precipitate  in  writing  to  us  about  the 
matter,  and  point  out  that  the  conditions  for  refunding 
money  in  cases  where  Liquozone  is  ineffective  do  not  require 
correspondence  with  them  before  paying  the  money  to  the 
customer. 


Letters  in  Brief. 

Union  Watch  Co. — We  have  on  previous  occasions  (see 
C.  &  D.,  February  20,  1904,  p.  321,  and  August  6,  1904,  p.  255) 
warned  our  subscribers  about  the  way  in  which  J.  Cameron 
Logan,  trading  as  the  Union  Watch'  Co.,  32  Alwyn  Road, 
Fallowfield,  Manchester,  calls  upon  chemists  and  others  offer- 
ing watches  with  a  peculiar  advertising  scheme.  He  has 
been  in  Nottingham  lately,  and  we  have  received  a  complaint 
(238/25)  to  the  effect  that  Cameron  has  not  fulfilled  his  pro- 
mise as  to  advertising-matter.  This  is  what  has  happened 
before,  and  we  need  only  repeat  that  it  is  foolish  to  pay  for 
anything  until  all  conditions  are  fulfilled  by  the  seller.

Anti-Quack  (236/58). — Thanks  for  your  letter.  At  the  pro- 
sent  stage  it  would  constitute  contempt  of  court. 

Norvicia  (237/41). — Proprietary  Medicjnes  for  Ireland. — 
Any  order  for  dutiable  medicines  executed  in  Great  Britain 
for  export  to  Ireland  is  in  law  a  sale  of  such  medicines,  and 
they  must  therefore  be  stamped  according  to  their  value  ; 
but  unstamped  dutiable  medicines  may  be  consigned  by  the 
manufacturer  in  Great  Britain  to  his  agent  in  Ireland,  to  be 
sold  there  unstamped,  as  the  Acts  do  not  extend  to  Ireland. 
See  the  article  in  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  283.  Many  proprietary 
medicines  are  sold  i:«  Ireland  unstamped,  especially  those  im- 
ported from  the  United  States.  The  question  as  to  how  this 
affects  P.A.T.A.  prices  in  Ireland  has  not  given  any  trouble 
hitherto,  as  far  as  we  are  aware. 

C.  H.  C.  F.  (243/19). — (1)  The  poisoning  of  wheat  for  a 
customer  by  a  chemist  is  not  a  sale  of  poisoned  wheat.  If 
arsenic  is  used  for  the  purpose,  the  chemist  must  treat  it  as  a 
sale  of  arsenic.  (2J  It  is  legal  to  sell  as  "  Vinegar  "  acetic 
acid  diluted,  coloured,  and  spiced;  but  care  must  be  taken  to 
ensure  that  the  purchaser  is  not  under  the  impression  that  he 
is  buying  "  malt  vinegar." 

Mercurio  (29/70). — British  manufacturers  of  perfumery 
have  long  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  manufacturing  in  bond, 
provided  they  do  so  on  a  large  enough  scale,  and  they  can 
export  for  firms  under  drawback. 

W.  F.  G.  (240/70). — The  subject  of  your  inquiry  is  purely 
personal.  Is  there  any  reason  why  wo  should  pay  a  guinea 
for  the  information  for  you?  We  should  think  "you  would 
gather  all  you  want  to  know  in  conversation  with  a  few  of 
your  neighbours. 


C.  Ii.  P.  (241/35). — Thanks  for  yours.  AVc  shall  inquire  with 
the  view  to  ascertaining  if  other  chemists  have  been 
victimised,  or  if  yours  is  an  exceptional  case.

Hydrogen  (177/23). — The  occasional  difficulty  you  experi- 
ence in  the  free  evolution  of  hydrogen  from  zinc  and  sul- 
phuric acid  is  not  due  to  any  impuritv  in  the  acid,  but  to  tho 
zinc,  which  requires  to  be  impure.  You  have  probably  been 
trying  to  get  a  very  pure  sample  of  zinc. 

67.  A.  M.  (233/23). — Cleaning  Ivory  Pianoforte-keys. — A 
paste  of  whiting,  mixed  with  a  little  caustic  potash,  is  laid 
on  the  ivory  keys  for  a  day  and  then  rubbed  off,  with  tho 
idea  of  cleaning  off  grease,  which  causes  the  yellowness.  If 
the  ivory  is  detached  from  the  keys  it  can  be  more  effectually 
dealt  with  by  immersion  in  warm  hydrogen-peroxide  solution. 
Other  methods  of  cleaning  piano  keys  require  the  use  of 
chlorinated  lime,  caustic  lime,  or  alum,  these  being  applied 
in  the  form  of  paste. 

D.  H.  (228/72).  Combined  Toning  and  Fixing  Bath.— The 
formula  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  April  8,  page  562,  should  have 
contained  directions  to  decant  or  filter  the  solution  bright 
before  adding  the  gold  chloride.  There  is  a  voluminous  pre- 
cipitate, which  was  explained  at  length  in  the  C.  <£•  D., 
August  2,  1902.  page  202. 

W.  H.  31.  (215/57). — Diacodicm  is  a  synonym  for  syrup  of 
poppies.  We  do  not  recognise  "  oil  of  merry-lamb."  Perhaps 
some  of  our  subscribers  can  make  suggestions. 

Cake  (202/21). — Analysis  of  Oil-cake.— There  is  a  chapter 
on  this  in  Addyman's  '*  Agricultural  Analysis  "  (Longmans), 
but  we  do  not  know  a  book  wholly  devoted  to  oil-cake  analysis. 

Hector  (221/13). — Face-cream. — Try  the  formula  given  in 
the  C.  &  D.,  March  25,  page  468.  It  yields  a  product  much 
like  your  sample,  except  that  you  will  need  to  modify  tho 
perfume.  The  pearly  appearance  is  given  by  stirring  a  little 
castor  oil  into  the  finished  cream.

D.  &  Co.  (229/10).— Ferrotype  Dry-plates.—  Theso  aro 
made  by  coating  ferrotype  plates  with  a  slow  gelatin  or  collo- 
dion emulsion,  but  we  have  no  formula  that  wc  can  publish  as 
trustworthy. 

Burns  (236/20). — Your  specimen  is  a  wild  violet,  such  as  is 
used  (generally  without  success)  for  cancer. 

Quwso  (242/66). — Bromides  for  Epileptt:s. — Ammonium 
bromide  appears  to  be  bettor  tolerated  than  the  potassium 
salt,  which,  like  all  other  salts  of  potassium,  has  a  depressing 
effect.  The  addition  of  a  small  dose  of  arsenic  is  useful  as  a 
tonic,  but  should  be  dropped  out  of  every  sixth  bottle,  and  a 
saline  purgative  given  once  a  week.  Gold  bromide  has  no 
advantage  over  the  alkali  bromides. 

Oxoniensis  (232/62). — The  White  Liniment  can  never  be 
made  to  "  go  "  perfectly  as  long  as  ammonia  and  acetic  acid 
are  in  it,  probably  in  varying  strength.  The  separation  is 
due  partly  to  the  ammonium  acetate  "salting"  out  the  oil 
of  turpentine  which  has  been  emulsified  b3'  the  excess  of  am- 
monia and  tho  soap  linimemt. 

P.  A.  F.  (Belgium)  (233/13).— We  do  not  know  any  Belgian 
firm  which  issues  such  a  list  as  you  mention. 
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NOTICE  TO  BUYERS.— The  prices  given  in  this  seclbn  are 
those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quanti- 
ties or  original  packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges 
have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances 
greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock  the  goods.

Curacao  aloes  is  firmer  and  opium  is  firm 
but  quiet.  In  fine  chemicals,  the  scale  of  prices  for  atro- 
pine and  eserine  has  been  re-arranged  and  extended.

Impure  Sulphate  of  Copper. 

Mr.  Harold  H.  Mann,  scientific  officer  to  the  Indian  Tea 
Association,  writes  a  warning  letter  to  the  Indian  Press  on 
the  fraudulent  adulteration  of  sulphate  of  copper  which  is 
corning  into  general  use  as  a  means  of  combating  "  red  rust  " 
and  other  tea  blight.  Samples  obtained  from  England  have 
S  ™  l\S  hu",ds  con.ta.ining  °nlY  26.8  per  cent,  of  sulphate 
of  copper  the  balance  being  sulphate  of  iron.  He  advocates 
the  use  of  practically  pure  sulphate  (98  per  cent.)  if  satisfac- 
tory results  against  fungus  blights  are  to  be  obtained. 

Sandalwood  and  Kino. 

Record  prices  were  the  order  at  the  sandalwood  auctions 
recently  held  by  the  Coorg  Forest  Department,  an  average  of 
Rs.  469  per  ton,  the  highest  value  yet  realised,  being  paid 

bpike  disease,  which  seriously  affected  the  sandalwood 
plantations  in  the  province,  continues  to  be  a  source  of  con- 
siderable anxiety.  The  authorities  of  the  Coorg  Forest  De- 
partment are  endeavouring  to  open  out  and  develop  a  new 
industry  m  the  collection  and  preparation  of  gum  kino. 

Nitrate  of  Soda. 

It  is  announced  that  the  President  of  the  Chili  Nitrate  Con- 
vention at  Iquique,  as  a  result  of  the  establishment  of  new 
works,  has  issued  an  intimation  that  the  production  in  the 


allotments  of  the  associated  producers,  which  has  hitherto 
been  at  the  rate  of  26  per  cent.,  will  be  increased  to  30  per 
cent,  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1906.  At  the  same  time, 
it  has  been  decided  that  the  exports  of  nitrate  shall  not 
exceed  39,000,000  quintals  in  the  current  year.  When  the  Con- 
vention was  formed  in  1900  the  number  of  works  in  Chili  was 
78,  but  these  havo  now  been  increased  to  107,  with  20  others 
in  course  of  constitution.  It  will  bo  seen,  therefore,  that  the 
renewal  of  the  Convention,  which  will  under  ordinary  cir- 
cumstances lapse  at  the  end  of  March,  1906,  will  not  bo  a 
light  task,  as  the  wishes  of  tile  new  producers  will  have  to  be 
considered  in  fixing  the  allotments  in  the  new  Convention. 

Java  Cinchona. 

The  report  of  the  Java  Government  cinchona  plantations 
for  the  first  quarter  of  1905  states  that  there  was  more  than 
the  average  amount  of  rain  in  the  estates,  and  there  were  also 
violent  wind  storms,  both  of  which  did  considerable  damage 
to  the  plantations.  Owing  to  the  severe  wot  the  process  of  pre- 
liminary drying  of  the  bark  in  the  sun  was  very  slow,  so  that 
only  a  relatively  very  small  quantity  could  be  shipped.  Mr. 
Van  der  Wielen  says  in  the  "  Indische  Mercuur  that  the 
pharmaceutical  bark  coming  from  Java  is  not  of  so  fine  a  red 
as  the  old  cinchona  from  South  America,  as  the  former  is 
dried  too  quickly.  Although  the  therapeutic  value  of  the  bark 
is  not  enhanced  by  this  colour,  a  higher  price  is  paid  for  the 
deep  red,  and  it  is  much  inquired  for.  On  this  account  he 
tried  a  different  method  of  drying  with  success  as  to  colour, 
and  as  a  trial  he  is  sending  a  chest  to  Amsterdam  to  see  if  it 
will  realise  a  higher  price.  On  the  Tjinjiroewan,  Tirtasari, 
and  Rioeng  Goenoong  estates,  root  canker  has  appeared,  and 
the  stocks  on  the  latter  estate  suffered  from  a  severe  attack  of 
Helopeltis  Bradii  for  three  months.  They  arc  now  showing 
new  leaves,  and  will  probably  recover.  During  the  year  1904 
various  manures  have  been  tried  on  the  Tjinjiroewan  estate. 
Each  tree  got  a  pound  of  manure  ;  after  ten  months,  an  im- 
provement of  0.13  per  cent,  to  1.23  per  cent,  of  quinine  was 
got  with  bat  manure  (7.9  per  cent,  nitrogen  content),  whilst 
with  dark  ground  nut  (5.05  per  cent,  nitrogen)  the  improve- 
ment was  0.07  to  0.57  quinine,  and  with  light  ground  nut 
(7.50  per  cent,  nitrogen)  the  increase  was  0.14  per  cent,  to 
0.71  per  cent,  quinine,  and  with  "  kapok-boengkil  "  oil-cake 
(5.48  per  cent,  nitrogen)  the  increase  in  two  cases  was  0.3  per 
cent.,  and  in  one  case  there  was  a  decrease  of  0.5  per  cent. 
The  total  area  of  the  Government  cinchona  estates  at  the  end 
of  1904  was  1,352  hectares. 

The  report  of  the  West  Java  Cinchona  Cultivation  Co.  for 
1904  states  that  81,189  kilos,  of  cinchona  was  gathered,  of 
which  72,628  kilos,  went  to  Amsterdam  and  8,561  kilos,  re- 
mained in  store  on  January  1.  The  average  price  obtained 
was  6.33c.  per  unit,  as  compared  with  6.83c.  in  1903.  The 
crop  for  1905  is  estimated  at  50,000  kilos.,  with  an  average 
content  of  5|  per  cent,  sulphate  of  quinine.  The  total  tea- 
harvest  for  1904  amounted  to  293,541  lbs.  wet  leaf,  which  was 
delivered  to  the  Passir  Nangka  establishment  on  the  same 
conditions  as  those  of  1903.  This  house  has  expressed  its 
willingness  to  continue  the  contract  up  till  May  1,  or  until 
such  time  as  the  directors  expect  to  have  their  own  factory  at 
work.  The  1905  production  is  estimated  at  580,000  lbs.  wet 
leaf,  or  145,000  lbs.  dry. 

In  the  report  for  1904  of  the  Bagelen  Tea  and  Cinchona  Co. 
of  Java  it  is  stated  that  during  that  year  71  hectares  were  laid 
out  with  cinchona,  so  that  at  the  end  of  1904  a  total  of  224  hec- 
tares was  obtained,  all  planted  with  Ledgeriana.  The  older 
gardens  suffered  from  caterpillars,  which,  fortunately,  did 
only  little  harm.  Root  canker  appeared  here  and  there,  and 
the  affected  trees  were  at  once  uprooted.  The  crop  obtained 
by  uprooting  and  clearing  amounted  to  97,740  hkg.  of  bark, 
inclusive  of  12,124  hkg.  of  Succirubra  from  gardens  written 
off,  which  are  now  all  uprooted.  The  average  content  of  the 
quantity  of  Ledgeriana  bark  already  sold  was  5.25  per  cent, 
quinine  sulphate.  At  Amsterdam  55.038  hkg.  bark  were  sold 
at  an  average  of  27.8c.  net  per  hkg.  The  expenses  of 
clearing  71  hectares,  amounting  to  7,261.93fl.,  have  been 
written  off.  Through  the  low  prices  of  tea  and  cinchona,  and 
the  sums  written  off  for  new  clearances  of  land,  buildings, 
and  machinery,  the  net  profit  amounts  to  55,687fL,  which 
admits  of  a  payment  of  8  per  cent,  dividend. 

Tea  as  a  Medicine. — Before  tea  became  cheap  enough  to 
be  considered  a  drink,  says  the  "  Daily  Chronicle,"  it  was 
largely  used  as  a  medicine.  A  familiar  advertisement  in  the 
"  Tatler  "  used  to  proclaim  a  "  famous  chymical  quintessence 
of  Bohea  tea  and  cocoanuts  together,  wherein  the  volatile 
salt,  oil,  and  spirit  of  both  "  formed  "  the  highest  restora- 
tive that  either  food  or  physic  affords;  for  by  it  all  con- 
sumptive habits,  decays  of  nature,  inward  wastings,  thin  or 
emaciated  constitutions,  coughs,  asthmas,  phthysics,  loss  of 
appetite,  etc.,  are  to  a  miracle  retrieved,  and  the  body, 
blood,  and  spirits  powerfully  corroberated  and  restored." 
Even  the  most  modern  of  patent  pills  do  not  claim  to  "  corro- 
berate  "  the  blood.

Italy. 

The  output  of  quicksilver  in  Tuscany  for  1904  amounted 
to  355  tons  (80,000/.),  and  the  indications  are  that  it  will 
increase.  The  most  recent  type  of  reducing-furnace,  known 
as  the  "  Czermak-Spirek  "  furnace,  allows  of  the  profitable 
treatment  of  very  lean  mineral.  One  part  of  quicksilver 
per  1,000  in  the  ore  is  said  to  cover  the  expenses  of  reduction. 
In  Tuscany,  where  labour  is  cheap,  it  is  estimated  that  2  to 
2g  parts  of  quicksilver  per  1,000  parts  of  mineral  will  cover 
the  expenses  of  mining  and  reduction,  provided  the  quan- 
tities dealt  with  be  considerable.  Though  the  above  output  , 
compared  with  that  of  Almaden  for  the  same  period 
(1,020  tons),  may  appear  small,  it  is  a  good  second  to  that 
of  the  well-known  and  long-established  mines  of  Idria 
(Austria-Hungary),  which  in  1904  amounted  to  536  tons. 
It  must,  moreover,  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  mining- 
industry  in  Tuscany  is  of  comparatively  recent  growth.  In 
the  view  of  competent  mining  authorities  there  is  still  great 
scope  for  prospecting  operations,  so  that  we  are  likely  to 
hear  of  further  discoveries.  Speaking  of  boric  acid,  the 
Consul  traces  the  development  of  the  industry  in  Tuscany, 
the  financial  success  of  which  began  to  date  from  1827,  when 
M.  Larderel  assumed  the  ownership  of  the  properties.  This 
industry  had  its  halcyon  days  during  a  period  of  some  forty 
years,  when  both  the  producers  and  the  parties  to  whom 
they  sold  their  output  for  a  term  of  years  obtained  practi- 
cally their  own  prices.  But  the  discovery  of  borax  in  Cali- 
fornia and  Chili,  and  of  boracite  on  the  borders  of  the  Sea 
of  Marmora,  brought  about  a  great  change  in  this  respect. 
The  Tuscan  industry,  however,  holds  its  own,  and  with  an 
increasing  consumption  the  outlook  is  more  favourable  now 
than  it  has  been  for  some  years  past.  The  production  of 
boric  acid  in  Tuscany  averages  about  2.700  tons  per  annum, 
of  the  approximate  value  of  1,350,000  lire  (54.000?.). 

Importation  of  Drugs  into  the  United  States. 
From  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  we  have 
received  Rodney  H.  True's  report  on  the  "  Cultivation  of 
Drug  Plants  in  the  United  States,"  from  which  we  learn 
that  the  total  crude-drug  importation  into  the  United  States 
in  1902  amounted  to  about  fifteen  million  dollars  in  value, 
and  two-thirds  of  the  amount  was  paid  for  products  that 
could  not  be  produced  on  the  American  Continent.  Of  the 
various  imports  it  is  interesting  to  notice  that  among  barks 
cinchona  was  an  easy  first,  representing  $617,716,  all  other 
barks  being  only  $21,729.  In  roots  liquorice  comes  first, 
with  nearly  two  million  dollars  to  its  credit,  ginger  (in 
thousands  of  dollars)  223,  sarsaparilla  78,  ipecac  68,  gen- 
tian 28,  orris  26,  other  roots  142.  Senna  is  first  among 
leaves  and  flowers,  and  chamomile  second ;  vanilla  and 
castor  taking  the  respective  positions  in  seeds  and  fruits. 
Cocoa-butter  is  represented  by  783  thousand  dollars,  lemon 
oil  by  283,  attar  by  257,  bergamot  166,  citronella  118,  and 
lavender  and  aspic  114  thousand.  Opium  heads  the  balsam 
and  gum  list  with  1£  million,  crude  camphor  576  thousand, 
gum  tragacanth  341,  arabic  340,  and  copaiba  balsam  62. 
Among  spices,  pepper  is  first,  with  If  million,  and  cassia 
next,  with  393,148.  Nutmegs,  pimento,  and  cloves  are 
also  largely  imported.  Among  miscellaneous  crude  drugs 
177,145  pounds  of  ergot  was  imported,  of  the  value  of 
$67,548.  Of  alkaloids,  quinine,  etc.,  come  first,  with  three 
million  ounces,  value  $848,316,  cccaine  $254,201,  morphine 
salts  $96,559,  and  caffeine  $40,858.  The  import  of  drugs 
like  cocaine  has  increased,  but  that  of  the  leaves  has 
naturally  fallen  off.  The  report  also  gives  interesting  parti- 
culars of  the  experiments  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  growing  liquorice,  capsicum,  opium-poppy,  belladonna, 
henbane,  stramonium,  caraway,  anise,  coriander,  and  sage. 
No  particulars  are  given  regarding  the  alkaloids,  etc.,  in 
these  home-grown  drugs. 

Lime-fruit  Industry. 
At  a  recent  West  Indian  Agricultural  Conference  held  at 
Port  of  Spain.  Sir  Daniel  Morris,  the  President,  stated  that 
the  annual  exports  of  limes,  concentrated  lime-juice,  and  oil 
of  limes  from  Dominica  are  valued  at  45,370/.,  Montserrat 
exports  5,810?.,  and  Jamaica  about  6,000?.  worth.  Trinidad 
also  exports  lime-juice,  but  the  value  was  not  stated. 


Employment  of  CbUorcn. 


The  London  County  Council  have,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Employment  of  Children  Act,  1905, 
made  by-laws,  which  were  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  confirmation.  Several  objections  having  been 
lodged  with  the  Secretary  against  these  by-laws,  he  has 
decided  that,  in  view  of  the  important  and  far-reaching 
character  of  the  by-laws  and  the  number  of  persons  who 
will  be  affected  by  them,  a  public  inquiry  shall  be  held. 
Mr.  Chester  Jones  will  hold  the  inquiry,  which  will  be 
opened  at  County  Hall,  Spring  Gardens,  S.W.,  on  June  26. 
The  by-laws  would  seek  to  enact  that,  as  to  the  employ- 
ment of  children  generally,  no  child  under  eleven  years  of 
age  shall  be  employed.  A  child  under  twelve  shall  not 
be  employed  in  any  handicraft  carried  on  within  any  house 
or  other  building  otherwise  than  for  short  periods  and  at 
irregular  intervals.  A  child  liable  to  attend  school  full  time 
shall  not  be  employed  on  days  when  the  school  is  open  be- 
tween 8.30  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  or  before  7  a.m.  or  after  7  p.m. 
throughout  the  year.  A  child  liable  to  attend  school  half 
time  shall  not  be  employed  on  days  when  the  school  is 
open  before  7  a.m.  or  atter  7  p.m.  throughout  the  year. 
A  child  liable  to  attend  school  shall  not  be  employed  for 
more  than  fifteen  hours  in  any  week  during  which  the 
school  is  open.  A  child  exempt  from  school  attendance 
and  a  school  child  on  days  when  the  school  is  not  open 
shall  not  be  employed  (a)  before  7  a.m.  or  after  9  p.m. 
throughout  the  year;  (6)  for  more  than  eight  hours  in  any 
one  day;  (c)for  more  than  forty  hours  in  any  one  week. 
A  child  shall  not  be  employed  cn  Sundays  in  domestic 
work  (other  than  in  its  own  home)  between  7  a.m.  and 
1  p.m.,  or  in  any  other  work  except  between  7  a.m.  and 
10  a.m.  ;  but  the  period  of  employment  shall  not  in  any 
case  exceed  three  hours  in  all.  This  does  not  apply  to 
Jewish  children  who  have  not  been  employed  on  the  pre- 
ceding Jewish  Sabbath.  Children  may  only  be  employed 
on  premises  licensed  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  when  such  liquors  are  exclusively  sold  in 
sealed  vessels.  No  child  shall  be  employed  in  a 
laundry  or  in  the  business  of  a  barber  or  hairdresser. 
With  reference  to  street-trading  a  number  of  other  by-laws 
are  set  forth,  the  provisions  being  applicable  to  persons 
under  sixteen  years  of  age.  By  Section  13  of  the  Act  the 
expression  "child"  means  a  person  under  the  age  of  four- 
teen years.  The  by-laws  are,  of  course,  only  intended  for 
enforcement  in  the  County  of  London,  and  they  may  prove 
of  interest  to  retail  chemists  who  employ  part-time  errand 
boys  and  to  manufacturing  chemists  and  sundries'  houses 
that  employ  young  people  for  packing-purposes.  Anyone 
who  has  objected  to  the  by-laws  and  anyone  who  is  affected 
by  them  may  appear  at  the  inquiry  either  in  person  or  by 
counsel,  solicitor,  or  agent.

TH  XPERIMENTS  are  being  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Santi 
-JU  (je  Pasquale  et  Figli,  of  Messina,  in  order  to  determine 
whether  it  is  possible  to  cultivate  the  peppermint-plant 
advantageously  in  that  district,  and  to  ascertain  whether  the 
-  oil  distilled  from  the  plant  grown  there  shows  any  marked 
variation  from  English  and  American  peppermint  oils.  For 
'the  purpose  of  these  experiments  black-peppermint  plants 
■  obtained  from  Mitcham  have  been  cultivated,  and  therefore 
any  change  that  may  have  taken  place  in  the  character  of  the 
oil,  as  the  result  of  altered  conditions  of  climate  and  soil, 
should  be  of  interest. 

One  of  us  has  already  recorded  detailed  examinations  of 
(the  effect  of  climate  and  soil  on  peppermint  oils  (see  "  Year- 
book of  Pharmacy,"  1896,  p.  316),  and  also  given  detailed 
.  accounts  of  essential  oils  of  black  and  white  peppermint  oils 
i  (idem,  p.  148),  which  varieties,  as  grown  in  this  country, 
show  marked  difference,  although  it  is  known  that  the  white 
variety  of  plant  passes  into  the  black  variety  under  cultiva- 
i  iion. 

The  peppermint-plant  appears  to  grow  luxuriantly  in 
Messina,  and  blossoms  early.     In  this  country  the  oil  is 
usually  distilled  from  the  plant  before  it  reaches  that  stage, 
and  we  believe  that  it  rarely  flowers  in  England.    Two  dis- 
tillations have  been  made  in  Messina  from  the  fresh  herb. 
The  sample  of  oil  No.  1  was  distilled  in  July,  when  the 
plants  were  in  full  bloom,  while  No.  2  was  a  second  distilla- 
tion from  herb  which  had  by  no  means  reached  the  full 
development  of  its  second  growth  (the  growth  of  the  herb 
in  the  autumn  being  very  slow),  when  there  was  no  indica- 
tion of  flower-buds.    The  yield  of  oil  from  the  second  crop 
was  only  one-third  of  that  obtained  from  the  first.  This 
'low  yield  was  partly  due  to  the  effects  of  an  early  winter. 

We  do  not  propose  to  discuss  in  this  paper  the  changes  in 
[the  constitution  of  oils  according  to  the  time  of  growth,  as 
this  has  already  been  detailed  by  Gildemeister  and  Hoff- 
imann  .("  Volatile  Oils,"  p.  643,  English  edition).  The  follow- 
ing characters,  however,  confirm  the  results  there  set  out, 
■-the  difference  between  th«  character  of  the  distillate  of  the 
plants  before  the  formation  of  the  flower-buds  and  the  dis- 
tillate of  flowering  plants  being  most  marked. 

Sample  No.  1,  distilled  in  July  1904  (yield  0.4  per  cent.), 
uhad  the  following  characters  : 

Specific  Gravity    0.908 

Optical  Rotation    -14° 

Total  Menthol   40.0  per  cent. 

Free  Menthol   36.2  per  cent. 

Esters  calculated  as  meuthyl  acetate  4.8  percent. 

The  oil  was  soluble  in  four  volumes  of  70-per-cent.  alcohol, 
although  it  had  not  been  rectified,  but  did  not  solidify  when 
dmmersed  in  a  freezing-mixture,  even  after  the  addition  of  a 
^crystal  of  menthol  and  stirring. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of  menthol  in  the  oil 
lis  yery  low,  the  proportion  of  esters  of  menthol  being 
•small  also,  but  in  fair  ratio  to  the  total  amount  of  menthol 
•present.  The  chemical  constitution  has,  of  course,  a  con- 
siderable effect  on  the  physical  characters  of  the  oil,  as 
-shown  by  the  low  specific  gravity  and  comparatively  low 
•^optical  rotation. 

Sample  No.  2,  distilled  from  the  second  crop  of  pepper- 
idnint  in  December  1904,  had  the  following  characters  : 

Specific  Gravity    0.920 

Optical  Rotation    -23° 

Total  Menthol   70.5  per  cent. 

Free  Menthol   47.4  per  cent. 

Esters  calculated  as  menthyl  acetate  29.4  per  cent. 

'3The  oil  was  not  soluble  in  70-per-cent.  alcohol,  although  it 


had  been  rectified,  but  was  soluble  in  two  volumes  and  up- 
wards of  80-per-cent.  alcohol.  The  unusual  amount  of 
esters  probably  accounts  for  the  insolubility  in  70-per-cent. 
alcohol.  The  proportion  of  esters  recorded  is  extremely 
high — higher  than  in  any  sample  of  peppermint  oil  we  have 
had  the  opportunity  of  examining,  and  even  more  than 
double  that  of  the  white-peppermint  oil  examined  in  1896. 
As  might  be  inferred  by  the  results  recorded  in  that  paper, 
the  high  proportion  of  esters  appears  to  prevent  the  separa- 
tion of  menthol  (notwithstanding  its  apparently  high  per- 
centage) when  immersed  in  freezing-mixture. 

We  have  referred  to  the  fact  that  the  oil  obtained  by  the 
distillation  of  these  plants  in  December  was  only  about  one- 
third  of  the  amount  obtained  when  distilled  in  July,  and 
this  may  have  a  considerable  bearing  on  the  composition  of 
the  oil ;  but,  at  any  rate,  the  oil  possesses  a  markedly 
pleasant  taste,  and  agrees  very  much  in  character  with  the 
finest  white-peppermint  oil.  Of  course,  the  low  yield  would 
make  it  a  comparatively  expensive  product,  but,  as  it  seems 
to  have  been  a  cold  season,  better  results  may  be  looked  for 
this  year. 

In  pushing  our  experiments  further,  we  have  examined 
some  very  old  samples  of  white-peppermint  oil,  and  one  that 
has  been  kept  for  six  years  now  contains  19.4  per  cent,  of 
esters.  We  have  recorded,  by  permission  of  the  distillers, 
the  results  of  these  experiments,  as  they  throw  a  consider- 
able light  on  the  effect  of  climate  and  soil  on  the  growth  of 
the  plants,  and  the  natural  products  formed  from  them,  and 
it  would  be  very  interesting  to  carry  these  experiments 
farther  and  see  whether,  by  modified  conditions,  it  may  be 
possible  to  obtain  an  oil  which  corresponds  fairly  closely  to 
the  finest  English  white-peppermint  oil,  as  we  imagine  such 
an  oil  would  be  a  very  great  advantage  for  the  preparation 
of  high-class  confectionery,  liqueurs,  etc.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin,  on 
Wednesday,  June  7,  at  3  p.m.,  the  President  (Mr. 
W.  F.  Wells)  in  the  chair.  The  other  members  present 
were  the  Vice-President  (Dr.  Walsh),  and  Messrs.  Vincent, 
Johnston,  Smith,  Watson,  Beggs,  and  Kelly. 

The  Late  Mr.  Simpson. 
The  President  said  he  regretted  to  have  to  refer  to  the 
death  of  a  very  old  member  of  the  Society,  Mr.  Robert 
Simpson,  who  had  been  for  twenty-four  years  a  member  of 
the  Council,  and  who  only  retired  from  it  a  few  years  ago 
in  consequence  of  ill-health.  Mr.  Simpson  had  always  been 
a  regular  attendant  at  the  meetings  of  the  Council  and  the 
committees,  and  had  always  taken  a  great  interest  in  ,the 
Society.  He  had  not  latterly  been  connected  with  pharmacy, 
having  given  up  business  some  half-dozen  years  ago ;  but 
he  continued  to  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Society  up  to  the  end  of  his  life.  He  (the  President)  moved 
that  they  place  on  record  their  deep  regret  at  his  loss,  and 
that  the  resolution  of  syn  pithy  be  communicated  to  his 
family. 

Mr.  Beggs,  in  seconding  the  motion,  said  Mr.  Simpson 
was  a  great  loss  to  the  Society,  in  the  welfare  of  which  he 
had  taken  a  deep  and  lasting  interest.  He  was  always  on 
the  most  friendly  terms  with  every  member  of  the  Council, 
and,  although  a  Scotchman,  showed  that  he  had  an  Irish 
heart.  He  had  always  worked  faithfully  and  harmoniously 
with  them  for  the  good  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  WAtson,  as  an  old  employe  of  Mr.  Simpson,  wished 
to  add  his  testimony.  He  served  his  apprenticeship  to  Mr. 
Simpson,  and  owed  a  great  deal  to  the  excellent  training  he 
received  from  him. 

The  Vice-President  expressed  his  concurrence  in  all 
that  had  been  said  in  reference  to  the  deceased  gentleman, 
and  the  resolution  was  passed  unanimously. 

New  Member. 
The  President  said  they  had  to  co-opt  a  member  of 
Council  in  the  room  of  the  late  Professor  Tichborne. 

Mr.  Smith  moved  the  appointment  of  Mr.  James  Michie, 
Blackrock.    He  said  he  was  aware  that  Mr.  Michie  was  not 

inclined  to  accept 
the  position  owing 
to  a  feeling  of 
delicacy  arising 
from  his  having 
been  so  recently  an 
examiner ;  but  he 
had  always  paid  so 
much  attention  to 
the  affairs  of  the 
Society  that  they 
were  all  sure  that 
he  would  be  a  most 
valuable  member 
of  the  Council. 

The  Vice-Pre- 
sident seconded 
the  motion.  He 
did  not  think  they 
could  possibly  get 
a  better  man  on 
the   Council  than 

Mr.  Michie.  Having  regard  to  the  arrangements  to  be  made 
for  the  pharmacy  examinations,  his  presence  would  be  of 
especial  value  there. 

The  President,  in  putting  the  motion,  said  he  quite 
agreed  with  what  Mr.  Smith  and  Dr.  Walsh  had  said  as  to 
the  advantages  that  would  result  from  having  Mr.  Michie 
once  more  amongst  them.  When  he  was  on  the  Council 
before  he  was  a  regular  attendant  at  both  its  meetings  and 
those  of  the  committees;  and  his  experience  as  an  examiner 
would  be  especially  valuable  now. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  passed. 

Correspondence. 
A  letter  was  received  from  Mrs.  Tichborne  conveying  her 
sincere  thanks  for  the  resolution  of  sympathy  which  the 
Council  had  forwarded  to  her  on  the  occasion  of  the  death

of  her  late  husband,  and  for  the  high  tribute  of  respect  and 
esteem  which  the  resolution  paid  to  his  memory. 

A  letter  from  the  Board  of  Trade  Departmental  Com- 
mittee on  the  Acts  of  Parliament  relating  to  Joint  Stock 
Companies  intimated  that  the  matters  referred  to  in  the 
memorial  which  the  Council  had  forwarded  to  them  were 
outside  the  scope  of  their  inquiry. 

The  President  :  This  is  not  very  satisfactory,  but  I  do 
not  see  that  we  can  do  anything  more  in  the  matter  at 
present. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  George  Brown  thanked  the  Council  for 
having  appointed  him  Pharmacy  Examiner. 

A  letter  from  the  Colonial  Office  enclosed  a  copy  of 
ordinances  relating  to  pharmacy  in  British  Guiana. 

A  letter  from  the  Transvaal  Pharmacy  Board  enclosed  a 
copy  of  an  ordinance  and  regulations  under  which  Irish 
pharmaceutical  chemists  will  be  registered  in  the  Transvaal 
without  further  examination. 

The  President,  the  Vice-President.  Mr.  Beggs,  and  Mr. 
Watson  were  appointed  delegates  to  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference. 

Fairchild  Examination. 

The  President  moved  that  the  use  of  the  Council's  ex- 
amination-hall be  granted  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Fairchild 
Scholarship  and  Prizes  for  their  examination,  which  is  to 
be  held  in  Dublin  on  July  11.  He  was  sorry  to  say  that  there 
would  be  very  few  candidates  on  this  occasion  in  Ireland  : 
he  hoped  that  next  year  they  would  have  more. 

Mr.  Beggs  :  Who  are  the  examiners? 

The  President  :  It  is  altogether  by  papers.  It  will  be 
held  on  the  same  day  as  the  druggists'  examination. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  assented  to. 

Other  Business. 

Advertisements  were  ordered  to  be  inserted  for  a  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry  in  the  place  of  the  late  Dr.  Tichborne. 

A  donation  was  received  from  the  Pharmacy  Board  of  the- 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  of  a  copy  of  their  Medical  and  Phar- 
macy Register. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Beggs,. 
Dr.  J.  C.  F.  Meyler,  of  11  Upper  Leeson  Street,  Dublin, 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Society. 

Eight  gentlemen  were  nominated  for  membership,  and,, 
other  business  having  been  disposed  of,  the  Council  ad- 
journed. 


Gbe  ITlmteb  States  pharmacopoeia. 

THE  fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  United  States  Pharmacopceial  Convention  was 
held  at  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy  on  May  13. 
The  members  present  were  :  Dr.  J.  H.  Beal,  Scio,  0. ;  Mr. 
Albert  E.  Ebert,  Chicago ;  Professor  Joseph  P.  Remington, 
Philadelphia ;  Mr.  S.  A.  D.  Sheppard.  Boston  ;  Dr.  H.  M.. 
Whelpley,  St.  Louis ;  and  Dr.  H.  C.  Wood,  Philadelphia. 
In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  (Mr.  Charles  E.  Dohme),. 
who  is  in  Europe,  Dr.  Beal  (Vice-Chairman)  presided. 

It  was  decided  that  a  sample  page  or  pages  of  new  books- 
in  which  it  is  desired  to  use  some  of  the  text  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia shall  be  submitted  to  the  chairman  or  acting  chair- 
man for  approval  before  permission  to  use  Pharmacopceial 
text  be  given. 

Professor  Remington  (Chairman  of  the  Committee  oe. 
Revision)  made  a  detailed  report  of  the  progress  of  the  work,, 
and  stated  that  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  would  be  out  before 
the  end  of  June.  The  action  of  the  chairman  in  fixing. 
August  1,  1905,  as  the  date  from  which  the  new  revision 
will  be  official  was  approved.  One  hundred  unbound  copies 
will  be  distributed  simultaneously  to  pharmaceutical  and 
medical  journals  for  review  purposes. 

All  books  paying  for  the  use  of  pharmacopceial  text  will 
be  required  to  print  upon  the  obverse  of  the  title-page  the- 
f  olio  wing  words  in  full- face  or  black-letter  type  : 

Authority  to  use  for  comment  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  Eighth  Decennial  Revision,  in 
this  volume,  has  been  granted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  United  States  Pharmacopceial  Convention,  which  Board 
of  Trustees  is  in  no  way  responsible  for  the  accuracy  of  any 
translations  of  the  official  we.gflts  and  measures  or  for  any 
statements  as  to  strength  of  official  preparations. 
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The  subject  of  a  Spanish  edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  was 
reported  upon  by  President  Wood.  He  was  instructed  to 
continue  his  investigations  and  again  report  to  the  Board. 
Dr.  Wood  finds  considerable  demand  for  a  Spanish  edition 
of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  in  Cuba,  Mexico,  Costa 
Rica,  and  Porto  Rico. 

The  Rice  Memorial  Fund  Committee  made  a  final  report. 
Mr.  S.  A.  D.  Sheppard  was  appointed  a  special  committee  of 
one  to  take  charge  of  this  fund,  and  deposit  the  same  in  the 
name  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  U.S.P.  Convention. 

It  was  decided  that  as  soon  as  sufficient  monies  shall  have 
been  received  after  paying  present  indebtedness  and  current 
bills  that  the  sum  of  $200  be  paid  to  each  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Revision,  excepting  the  Chairman  (Professor 
J.  P.  Remington),  to  whom  shall  be  paid  $2,000;  to  the 
Secretary  of  Trustees  (Dr.  Murray  G.  Motter),  $500;  and 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  (Dr.  George  W.  Cook), 
$200.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  reported  progress  on  the 
Abstract  of  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
further  action  was  postponed.

Hmertcan  IRotes. 

(From  our  Correspondent.) 

The  State  of  North  Dakota  has  enacted  a  law  providing 
that  all  patent  medicines  sold  within  that  commonwealth 
must  bear  their  formulas  upon  the  label.  This  has  so  upset 
the  patent-medicine  proprietors  that,  at  their  annual  meeting 
held  recently  in  New  York  City,  they  decided  hereafter  not 
to  market  their  preparations  in  North  Dakota.  A  fine 
chance  for  the  druggists  of  the  State  to  sell  their  own 
specialities  ! 

Dr.  J.  O.  Schlotterbeck  has  been  appointed  dean  of 
the  School  of  Pharmacy  of  the  University  of  Michigan, 
to  succeed  the  late  lamented  Dr.  Albert  B.  Prescott.  Dr. 
Schlotterbeck  has  been  professor  of  pharmacognosy  in  the 
school  for  some  time,  and  is  a  Ph.D.  of  the  University  of 
Berne.  He  is  well  known  for  his  researches  in  plant 
chemistry,  ,„nd  has  contributed  many  papers  to  the  annual 
meetings  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

A  Medico -pharmaceutical  Club. — The  druggists  of 
Hyde  Park  in  Chicago  have  formed  a  club,  which  has  for  its 
purpose  the  bringing  about  of  more  pleasant  relations  with 
the  physicians  of  the  section.  Frequent  dinners  will  be 
given  and  conferences  held,  and  such  questions  will  be 
frankly  discussed  as  the  repeating  of  prescriptions,  the 
giving  of  copies  of  prescriptions  to  customers,  dispensing  by 
physicians,  counter  prescribing  by  pharmacists,  and  the  like. 

Mr.  Thomas  Voegeli,  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota, 
President  of  the  N.A.R.D.,  has  just  expanded  his  business 
quite  markedly.  The  firm  of  Voegeli  Bros,  has  taken  in 
new  capital  and  will  now  operate  four  stores  instead  of 
two.  In  two  of  these  pharmacies  soda  fountains  have  been 
installed  which  cost  $12,000  apiece.  In  one  of  the  stores 
goods  are  sold  daily  to  the  extent  of  $100.  Prominent 
American  druggists  are  branching  out  into  something  like 
the  company  pharmacies  of  England. 

Three  States  in  this  country  will  now  demand  that  all 
registered  proprietors  of  drug  stores  must  be  graduated 
from  recognised  colleges  of  pharmacy.  The  laws  to  this 
effect,  which  have  been  passed  in  Pennsylvania  and  New 
York,  are  familiar  to  British  chemists ;  but  more  recently 
the  Wisconsin  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  adopted  the  same 
requirement  by  resolution.  After  July  1,  1907,  the  board 
will  demand  of  all  candidates  for  examination  as  registered 
proprietors  that  they  be  graduates  from  reputable  phar- 
maceutical schools.  Altogether,  it  is  apparent  that  the 
graduation  pre-requisite  movement  is  rapidly  getting  under 
way. 

The  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  is  ap- 
parently facing  a  financial  crisis.  It  has  been  helped  every 
year  to  the  extent  of  ten  or  fifteen  thousand  dollars  by  dona- 
tions from  the  manufacturers.  Because  of  criticism  of  this 
course  it  is  striving  this  year  to  be  independent,  but  the  drug- 
gists of  the  country  are  apparently  not  as  eager  as  they 
should  be  to  keep  the  institution  financially  sound.  The 
N.A.R.D.  is  trying  to  get  them  to  do  their  duty,  and  it  does 
seem  rather  strange  that  a  druggist  who  is  benefited  to  the 
extent  of  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  dollars  a  year  by  the 
operations  of  the  N.A.R.D.  should  not  be  willing  and  glad 
to  turn  back  five  dollars  of  it. 

Anti-cutting. — The  operations  of  the  direct-contract 
and  serial-numbering  plan  for  the  prevention  of  cut  prices 
on  proprietary  medicines  have  resulted  in  one  peculiar 
situation.  Aggressive  cutters  who  have  not  signed  the 
contracts  induce  others  to  buy  the  goods  for  them,  and 
then  they  remove  the  numbers  from  the  labels  and 
wrappers  so  that  the  articles  cannot  be  traced.  In  this 
way  the  identity  of  the  retailer  who  proves  false  to  his 
contract  cannot  be  discovered.  For  a  while  it  seemed  as 
if  the  plan  would  thus  be  nullified,  but  now  the  Peruna 
Drug  Co.  has  brought  suit  against  four  large  cutters  in 
different  cities  for  mutilating  their  labels  and  otherwise 
disfiguring  their  products.  In  a  fifth  suit  the  company 
asks  for  an  injunction  preventing  a  cutter  from  selling 
the  goods  at  a  cut  price  on  the  ground  that,  in  order  to 
get  the  articles,  he  has  had  to  corrupt  a  regularly 
accredited  agent  of  the  company,  and  on  the  further 
ground  that  he  is  inferentially  violating  the  contract 
himself.

Saville,  Weavers,  Woodhouse,  DewhirsU 
Atkinson,  Bufgin,  Chapman,  Walker. 
Steedman,  and  Newey.  The  President 
spoke  of  the  loss  the  city  had  sustained 
through  the  death  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Oakley., 
and  referred  in  sympathetic  terms  to  the- 
deceased  gentlemen,  whom  he  had  known 
many  years.  He  proposed  that  a  sincere 
vote  of  sympathy  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Oakley 
and  family.  Mr.  S.  Scruton  seconded,  and 
Mr.  Burgin  supported  the  motion,  which, 
was  carried  in  silence. 

Mr.  Saville,  one  of  the  delegates  who 
attended  the  last  meeting  of  the  Harrogate 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  gave  a  short- 
resume,  of  the  proceedings,  speaking  in 
glowing  terms  of  the  reception  his  colleague- 
(Mr.  Wood)  and  he  had  had. 

It  was  decided  to  postpone  the  meetings 
until  October.  Messrs.  S.  Scruton,  A. 
Humphreys,  and  J.  Birks  were  elected 
honorary  members.  At  the  close  of  the 
business  songs  were  contributed  by  Messrs. 
Chapman,  Saville,  and  Weavers;  Mr. 
Burgin  most  ably  accompanying. 


The  exports  of  kauri  gum  from  New  Zealand  during  1904 i 
amounted  in  va  lue  to  501,817/.,  against  631,102/.  during  1903. 

The  exports  of  liquorice  root  from  Bussorah  during  1904 
amounted  to  23,659  bales,  valued  at  23,659/.,  or  1/.  per  bale  ot 
about  3i  cwt,  against  15,456  bales,  valued  at  15,456?.,  during 
1903.  An  American  firm  was  established  at  Bussorah  and 
Baghdad  in  the  beginning  of  1904  for  the  purpose  of  renting 
liquorice  lands  and  digging  up  and  pressing  for  export- 
liquorice  root,  but  did  not  begin  exporting  from  Bussorati 
till  1905.
